PART II. 


B EING arrived at Rowe , we Lodged 
in an Inn for three or four days, till 
we had found out, and furnifhed a 
Houfe to our fatisfattion. That done, 
I began prefently my Inqucft, and 
made Hue and Cry after every little thing which 
time feemed to have robbed us of. 

But as we approach not to great Perfons in 
Italy, without informing our felves firft of their 
Titles, that we may know how to Stile them : 
So before I bring my Reader acquainted with 
Rome , I think it not amifs to tell him how this 
great City is commonly called. 

And although Rome were anciently ftiled The 
Head and Mijlrefs of the World, an Earthly God- 
defs the Eternal City ; the Compendium of the 
World the common Mother and Nurfe of all Tir- 
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tues \ - (while fhe was ycc Heathen j) Yet fince 
her Ladyftiip was Baptized and became Cbrifim 
(though (he hare had great Elogies made of her 
by the Holy Fathers) 1 find no Title fo honour- 
able to her, as that of Roma la Santa , Rome the 
ftaS.™ Holy , which is given her by the Common pro- 
verb, and common Proverbs are nothing elfc 
but the obfei vations of commQn Senfe : For 
whereas the other Cities of Italy are Proverbially 
called, either Fair , Gentile, Rich , Proud, Fat 
or Great j as Florence Naples, Venice , Genua , 
* 9 * 11 Bologna , Milan *, Rome only is ftiled the Holy : 
and this defervedly, for many Reafons.

Befides thefe forelaid Reaibns, Rome may de- 
fervedly be called Holy, for the many and fingu- ~ r , 
lar acts of Charity which are done there daily, rhiesin 
more than in any other place. Charity is the Rome. 
Queen of Fertile s, and if ever I law this Queen in 
her Throne, it was in Rome. For there 1 law no 
evil, either of body or mind, but it had its reme- 
dy, if curable ; at lead its comforts if incurable. 

For the fir ft, to wit. Evils of Body, it hath its 
Hofpitals , and thole many, and many of thofe fir cutis of 
are Hofpitals in Folio. Befides no Pilgrim comes the body. 
to Rome , but he finds Rome, as Adam did Pa- 
radife , with the Table covered, and Bed made 
ready for him. Poor young Girls find Portions 
cither for Husbands or Nunneries, according to 
their choice •, Infants whom cruel and unlawful 
Mothers, like Wolves, expofe to death, Rome Meretriees 
receives to life , and thinks it but a fuitable An- hp* ***** 
tipelargefss to nourilh Wolves Children, feeing a unde 
She -Wolf nourilhed her Founder being expofefl a Sin 
by Men. Fools too and Madmen , lb much the do emit. 
more miferable, as not being lo much as lenfible Dei - *3. 
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gum. of their Condition (tor fapc calamitatis folatium 
Curt. ejl nojfe fortem fuant ) have here thofe that take 
care of them. Poor A den find Hofpitals when 
they are lick m , and Gentlemen, whom Nature 
hath not exempted from common Miferies, 
Rome exempts from common Hofpitals and not 
being able to give them better health Ihe gives 
them at leaft better accommodation in their 
ficknefs. Here you fhall find an Apothecaries- 
Jhop , founded by Cardinal Francis Bar her in, with 
a yearly revenue of Twelve Thoufand Crowns, 
and this for ever to furniflt the Poor with Phy- 
fick gratis. 

Here you fhall find the Hofpital of the Holy 
Trinity , which in the Jubile year of Clement the 
VIII, is found to have treated at Table, in one 
day, Fifteen Thoufand Pilgrims. And in the 
whole year Five Hundred Thoufand. T he lalt 
Jubile year 1650. I my felf was prefent one day, 
when the faid Hofpital treated Nine Thoufand 
Pilgrims that day: The Pope himfelf {Innocent 
the X.) and many of the Cardinals having been 
there to wafh the feet of the Pilgrims, and to 
jU mo a e - ferve them at Table. Add to this, that every 
very mi- Nation hath here its feveral Hofpital and Refuge, 
on bath an w £th Church and Churchmen to ferve it. As the 
Hofpital in Colledge, once an Hofpital for the En~

That of St .Lewis, for the French \ That of St.- 
lacomo, for the Spaniards *, That of St. Antony 
of Padua , for the Portuguefe : That of St. Julian

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Stephano for the Hungarians : That of St. Sta- 
niflaus for the Polonium . Befides a world of o- 
thers. Nay almoft every Corporation or Body of 
Artifans have their Hofpiral among themfelves, 
which they maintain. In the Cbia-ch of the 
Twelve Apoftles they chufe. yearly Twelve No- 
blemen and one Prelate , who is called their 
Prior.: Thefe go into every corner of Rome to 
feek out poor Men who are afhara’d to beg, 
and yet are in great want. Thefe balhful poor 
Men put their names into a Coffer well lock’d 
up, and (landing in a poblick place, by which 
means thefe Charitable Noblemen find them out, 
and relieve them. 

What fhall I fay of thepublick Charity of 
the Pope him felf, well known to all } . befides a 
world of private Charities which he gives by his 
Secreto Limofimero to thofe that are alham’d to 
beg publickly. 

, The like do many Cardinals by their own 
hands ; and in that high meafure, that Cardinal 
Montalto (to name no more) is found by his 
Books of Accounts , to have given away above a * 
Hundred and Seven Thoufand Crowns to the 
Poor. Of which pious Cardinal I cannot omit 
to write this following Story, as I have learned 
it from very good relation.

“ dinal Montalto (who gave publick Audi- 
“ence thrice a Week to all the Poor in 
“ Rome y and to beg as much of him, as would 
“ pay her little debt. Prefled therefore by her 
“ great neceflicy, and emboldened by the fame 
“ of the Charity of this good Cardinal^ (he en- 
“ tred the Palace, and found him in his great 
“ Hall, giving Ear and Alms to all thofe that 
“ could give him a good account of their wants. 
“ In her turn (he and her young Daughter ap- 
“ proached unto him, Acting at his Tables .End ; 
“ and exprefling modeftly her wants caufed by 
“ her three Months Sicknefs, (he humbly be- 
“ fought bis Eminence to give her five Crowns 
“ for to pay the Rent of her Chamber, and pa- 
u cifie her Landlord, who otherwife threatned 
“ to put her out of Doors. The Cardinal fee- 
» “ ing as much modefty in her looks as Sicknefs 

in her Countenance i and liking well, that (he 
M did not go about to fright him into Charity, 
“ by urging the danger of being forc’d one day 
*■ to expofe her Daughter to lewd Courfes (a 
common Rhecorical figure of Beggars in all 
“ Countries^ wrote down in a little Paper, Fifty 
“ Crowns to be given to her j and folding up 
“ the Paper, he bid her carry it to his Servant 
“ below at the entrance of the Palace, who 
* ( kept the Cardinals Bills, and payed the 
“ contents of them. She did fo with humble 
“ Prayers of thankfulHefsj and the Servant up- 

“on 
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“ on the Sight of the Paper, prelently threw her 
“ fifty Crowns, and bid her make an acquittance 
u for it. The poor Woman feeing fifty Crowns 
u counted out for her, who had asked but five ; 

“ and fearing left the Servant upon light of , 
u her handfome daughter, might have done 
‘♦‘this by way of Bribery, told him fmaft- 
“ ly, that tho’ fhe were Poor, yet (he was 
honeft, and that fhe fcorn’d to go by one 
“ Corruption to another. The honeft Servant 
“civilly replied, that he underftood not her 
“ words : nor I your deeds, faid fhe, I asked 
: u the Cardinal five Crowns, he granted me my 
w requeft, and why then do you offer me fifty 
*• Crowns ? The honeft Servant to fhevv his In- 
t “ nocency, fhews his Mafters hand writing, iin- 
“ porting fifty Crowns. Then your Mafters 
“ hand, faid fhe, for hafte outfhot his Inffcnti- 
■ “ ons. 1 asked him for five Crowns , and more 
“ in Confidence I cannot take. The Servant, 

14 though he knew his Mafters Generolity, yet to 
44 take all fcruple from the poor Woman, locked ^ 

< 44 up his Money and Papers, and defired the 
44 poor Woman to go uj) with him to the Car- 
44 dinal again to clear this doubt. The Cardi- 
44 nal hearing from this Servant the whole pafc 
44 (age, and that the poor Woman was afraid 
41 his hand had been miftaken in writing fifty 
\ 44 Crowns infteadof five j *tis true, (aid he, my 
44 hand was miftaken indeed j and calling for 
44 his Ten again, as if he would have corrc&ed 
44 th e Cypher which made the Bill fifty, he put 
• 44 in another Q-pJbe^and fo made it five Hundred 
“ Crowns $ reading it now aloud to his Servant 
and the poor Woman j commanding her to 
: : “bellow 
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<l beftow her Daughter with that Money , and 
w ifiE were not enough, to come again to 
“ him, and he would make it up. A true Ro- 
w man Charity. 

As for thofe Charities which concern the 
frEviis Min^ if a great King of Egypt wrote over his 
oftbc Library- door, Medicina Anima, Pbyfick for the 

Mind. Mind) here in Rome I find ftore of fuch Phy- 
ofmuniuis f lC k j n Libraries) Colledges, Monajleries, and de- 
*Ioi * Hir °' v °ut Companies. And fir ft for Libraries , you 
lhall find here fbefides the Libraries of every 
Religious houfe) the incomparable Library of 
the Vatican (of which more below) thofe al- 
Librsries ^ air dinal Barberin , of the Duke of Altemps\ 

that of Sapiens and that of the Auguflins \ the 
laft two being open to all Men every day, 
with a courteous Gentleman to reach you any 
Book, and a learned Alanufcript in Folio , ad~ 
drefiing you to the Authors that treat of any 
Subject you defire to be informed of, which 
affords great help to the painful Student. Then 
CoV'dge*. the Colledges and Seminaries of almoft all Na- 
tions where youths are both fed and bred up 
in Learning for nothing. 

Monajle - Add to this the variety of Monafleries and 
ries. Convents, both of Men and Women, where 
they may hide themfelves fecurely, donee tran- 
feat Iniquitas. 

Then the taking away of young Girls , at 
Houfesfor ten or t we i ve years old from their poor fufpect-

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Then the Remedies for ill Married Wbmen] Remedies 
whofe unadvifed choice ('Marriages being often 
made for IntereftJ or incompatible humours^ °~ 
force to a Corporeal reparation • and left fuch 
unfortunate Women fliould either live inconti- 
nently indeed, or give fufpicion of ir, they are 
provided here with a Houfe where they live .. 
retiredly under Lock and Key , till they either 
reconcile themfelves again to their Husbands } 
or upon juft occafions, leave them for ever.

Then the Convent of Penitent Whores (that The Con- 
none may perilh in Rome who have a mind to vent of 
be favedj called Sand a Maria Magdalena in Penitents, 
Corfo } where many of thofe poor Magdalena 
have led fuch penitential Lives, (as the bloody ^ 
Walls of their Cells , caufed by frequent dis- 
ciplining, fhewed to all Rome in a conflagrati- 
on of that Monajlery ) that Paulas Quintus 
himfelf being informed of ir, would needs be 
carried thither, to fee thofe Bloody Chambers 
from the Street, and having feen them, wept 
for Joy 5 and 1 can fcarce hold from crying 
out: O felix culpa. 

What fhall l fay of the Congregation of Ad- j 
vacates and Attornies , inftituted in Rome, where j n Rome, 
they meet once a Week to examine poor mens 
Law-Suits and either dehort them from pro- 
ceeding in bad caufes, or profecute good cau- 
fes for them at the coft of this Congregation. 

What fhall I fay of fever al pious Clergy -mm Broken 
(efpecially the good Priejls of the Orniwy, Friend-Jet - 
happy in this employment ) who make it urs ' 
their task to reconcile difagreeing Families

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and with great zeal and piety, exhort firft 
the one, then the other of the parties, in- 
tervene between them, fpcak well of the 
one to the other, clear and take away jea- 
lous mifunderftandings, and in fine, piece a- 
gain broken Neighbours ?

moft of all then rouze themfelves up to ? 

What can be faid more j yes, Rome not con- . 
tent, to have fed, to have bred, to have conver- 
ted, baptized, reconciled the living ; and aflift- ,\x 
ing the dying j (he extends her Charity even be- * 
yond death it felf, and hath inftituted a pious 
Confraternity , called La compagnia de Marti, whofe 
office is to bury the Dead, and to vifit thofe 
that are Condemned , and by praying with them ,Moni. 
exhorting them, and accompanying them to the 
Execution, help them to dye Penitently, and bu- 
ry them being Dead, and Pray for their Souls 
being Buried ; after which. Charity can do no 
more to Man, and therefore I will conclude, 
that feeing fuch Angular Afts of Charity , both 
for Body and Mind, are pra&ifed no where fo 
much as in Rome , its true which I affumed a-_ 
bove, that Rome deferves to be call’d the Holy. 

Having faid thus much of the Title of Rome , V 
will now make my Reader better acquainted 
with her, by deferibing the Particuliarities which 
I obferved here. And that 1 may not ramble

in writing ot Rome, as moft men do in vifiting 
of it, I will begin at the called now Pon- 

te Angelo, and from thence take the whole Gyro 
of the City in Order* 

Arriving then at the Bridge called anciently 
Pons Bins, becaufe it was built by the Emperor 
Elius Adrianus , but now called Ponte Angelo, be- 
caufe it was upon this Bridge that S. Gregory the 
Great faw an Angel upon the Moles Adriani, (he ath- 
inghis Sword after a great Plague : here we faw 
the ftately new decoration of Iron- work with 
the twelve Marble Statues fet upon it by this 
prefent Pope Clement the Ninth, and looking 
down into the River on the Left-hand, we faw 
the ruins of the Triumphal Bridge. 

This Bridge was called the Triumphal Bridge, 
becaufe over it Triumphs were accuftomed to 
pafs anciently to the Capitol. This made it fo 
proud, that it fcorn’d that any ruftics, or Coun- 
try- Fellow's fhonld pafs over it; and got a De- 
cree of the Senate for that purpofe. But pride will 
have a lull ; and the proud Triumphal Bridge 
hath got fuch a great one, that there’s but juft fo 
much of it left, as to Ihew, where it was once ; 
To true is the faying of Aufonius , 

Mors ctiam Saxis nominibufcjue venit. 

At firft the Romans were modeft enough in their 
Triumphs, as in all other things : Hence C amt Pus 
was content with four white Horfes in his Chariot ; 
but afterwards luxury and excels bariilhing out of 
the City old modefty, they began to ftrive who 
Ihould be the moft vain in this point.Hence Pom- 
pty was drawn in Triumph by four Elephants ; 

" • . Mark- 
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Mark- Antony, by four Lyons : Nero by four Her - Vanity in 
tnophrodites, which were all four both Horfcsand Triumphs, 
Mares : Heliogabalus by four Tygers \ Aurelianus 
by fix Stags •, and Firmicus by eight Ofiriches. 

At the end of Ponte Angelo Hands the Cafiel 
Angelo , fo called , becaufe, as I faid before, S.Gre- gdo ' 
gory in a folcmn Proceffion during the Plague,faw 
an Angel upon the top of Moles Adriani fheathing 
bis Sword, to fignifie, that Gods Anger was ap- 
pealed. Before this Miracle happened, it was cal- 
led Moles Adriani , becaufe the Emperor Adrian 
was buried here. It was built anciently in a round a. 

form of vaR Hones going up in three rows or flo- 
ries. Idler and Idler, till you came to the top \ 
where Hood mounted that great Pine-apple of 
Brafs guilt , which we fee now in the Garden of 
Belvedere. Round about it were fet in the wall 
great Marble Pillars , and round about the feveral 
Stories Hood a world of Statues. This Moles be- 
ing found a Hrong place, BeUtfarius put Men in- * 
to it to defend it againH rh e Goths, and they de- 
fended themfelves in it a great while, by break- 
ing the Statues in Pieces, and throwing them up- 
on the Heads of the Gothes that befieged them. 

Since that time divers Popes have turned it into 
a formal Caftle. Boniface the VIII, Alexander the 
VI, and Vrbxn the Vi II, have rendered it a Re- 
gular Cafilc , with live Hrong Baflions , Hore of 
good Cannons , and a conflant Garifon maintained 
in it. From this Cafile I faw divers times thele 
Fortifications \ and below divers great pieces of 
Artillery, made of the Brafs taken out of the 
Pantheon \ and they Ihevved us one great Cannon 
which was made of the brazen Nails only, that 
nailed thaf&vafs to the walls of the Pantheon', the 

length 
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length and form of tnofc Nails, is feen upon that 
Camion, to (hew unto pofterity how great they 
were, with thefe words upon it , exclavis trabia - 
libus Port icus yigrippec. In this Cajlle aie kept Pri— 
foncrs of State the five Millions laid up there , 

' by Sixtus Quintus * the Popes rich Triple Crowns , 
-called Regni, and the Chief Regijlers of the Ro- 
man Church. From the top alfo of this Cajlle 
you fee diftrncfly the long Corridor or Gallery y 
Ik bp which runs from the Popes Palace of the rat scan 
to this Cajlle, for the Popes ufe in time of dan- 
raltce to gcr. It was made by Pope Alexander the VI. and 
the Cajlle. u fed by Clement the VII. who by it got fafe 
into the CaJHc % from the fury of the German Sol- 
diers, who being many of them Lutherans , fwore 
they would eat a piece of the Pope. 

From hence entering into the Borgo , we went 
towards S. Peters Church , and in the way ftept in- 
to the Church of the Carmdttes,ca\kd Santa Ma- 
sana V,A Tranfpontina , where, in a Chappel on the 
Merit left hand as you enter, are feen two Pillars of 
Tratf- Stone enchafed in wood, to the which S. Peter 
pontine, and s Paui were tye( j w hen they were whipped 

before their death, according to the Romans cu- 
llorn. Here’s alfo the Head of S. Baftl the Greek 
, Father furnamed the Great. Here's alfo a curi- 
ous Pi&ure of S. Barbara in the Vault by Cava- 
lier Giojeppe. 

Going on from lienee, we came prefently to 
the Palace of Campeggi, fo called, becaufe it be- 
longed to Cardinal Catnpeggi , the Popes Lcgat 
in England, to whom Henry the VII 1. gave it. 
Tie Engiijb Heretofore it belonged to the Englijb EmbaUa- 
Embajjk. dors ^ and was one 0 f the bell in Rome , both for 
l)J ‘ being near tbe Pope’s Palace, and alfo for that 
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it was well built by famous Bramante. It be- 
longs now to Cardinal Colonna. ■ . 

Over againft it ftands a little Piazza, with a 
fine Fountain, and joyning to it a little Church 
called San Jacomo Scozza Cavalltjn which, under 
an Altar on the right hand, I faw the Stone upon s f Q mt * 
which Abraham offered to facrifice his Son IJaac , cavalli. 
and under another Altar on the left band, the 
Stone upon which our Saviour waS’placed, when 
he was prefen ted in the Tern fie. Both thefe were . 

brought, or fent to Rome, by Helen Mother of ',\ 

the Emperor Conftantine the Great. 

Prefently after, you come to the Piazza of jig' Port ^ 

St; Peter, built round about with a noble Portico fotftbe ' 
of Free-ftone, born up by four rows of ffately Aazza of 
round Pillars, under which, not only the Pro- *• Peter# 
cejfion upon Corpus Cbrifli day, marched in the 
lhade ; but alfoall People may go dry, and out * 
of the Sun in Sum raer or W inter, unto St. Peter's 
Church, or the Vatican Palace. This Portico is 
built in an oval form, and fetcheth in the great h 
Ptazkja , which is before St. Peter's Church, and 
therefore can be no lefs than half a mile in com- > - , 

pafs- This noble Stru&ure was begun by Alex- 
ander the VII, and half of it finifhed, and the o- 
ther half is noW alnioft finifhed. I never faw 
any thing more ffately than this. The number . VI .it 
of the Pillars and of the Statues on the top, I do 
not jnftly remember. In the rnidlt of this Piazza 
ffanris the famous Gtiglia ; which was brought Tbegrut. 
out of-iASgypr, in the time of the old Romans, Guglia be-' 
and dedicated to Augujlus Cafar and Tiberius, as/^f 
rite words upon it import. It lay hid long in ./Ve- f er * r *

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propofed great rewards to him that would ven- 
ture to fet it up here without breaking, it was 
happily undertaken by Dominico Fwtano , a rare 
Architect of Come $ and fo placed as you fee it 
now. The manner of bringing it out of ts£gypt, 

16 : and of erecting it here, are both painted inFrefco 

upon the walls of the Vatican Library : This 

Gugiia is all of one ftone except the Bafis 5 and 
it hath no Hieroglyphcs upon it. The ftone is a 
Gromit , or /picked Marble , which together 
with its Bafts y is a hundred and eight foot high. 
It refts upon four Lyons of Brafs gilt \ and at 
the top of it is .planted a Grofs of Brafs mounted 
upon three Mountains, with a Star over them 
h(the Arms of Sextus Quintus, whofe name was 
Mmtalto.') Within the Crofs, is a piece of the 
Holy Crofs of our Saviour, included here by 
Sextus Quintus . The whole Gugiia is faid to 
weigh 956148 pound weight. 1 wonder what 
Scales they had to weigh it with. 

[7te Foux- On each fide of this Guglia is to ftand fair 
uins. Fountains, one whereof is that which is feen 
there now \ which throweth upluch a quantity 
.j of water, that it maketh a Mift always about it, 

and oftentimes a Rainbow When the Sun fbrikes 
obliquely upon it. 

Ik This Piazza is capable of two H nodred Thou- 

fand Men, and delivers you up to the Stairs 
which lead you up to the Church of St. Peter. 

Coming therefore near to St. Peter's Church, I 
Sr. Peter?. gj ac j to f ce t hat noble ftru&ure, where great- 

iiels and neatncfs,bulk and beauty are fo mingled 
together, that its neither neat only, like a fpruee 
Gallery *, nor vaft only, like a great Hall *, but 
it's rather like a proper Man* and yet well pro- 
portioned. 
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portioned. You mount up to this Church by an He Marble 
eafie afcent of four and twenty Steps of Marble “P t0 
Stairs, as long as the Frontifpiece of the Church church, 
is wide} thefe Stairs were thofe of the old 
Church of St. Peter \ and Baronius obferves, Baron ad 
That when the Emperor Charlemagne mounted **• 774* 
up thofe Stairs firft, he killed every ftep as he 
went up. 

Thefe Stairs lead you up to the Frontifpiece of The frm- 
the Church, which hath five doors in it, letting riftiecc. 
you into the Porch and thefe doors are cheeked 
with vaft round Pillars of free-ftone twenty four 
foot in compafs, and eighty fix in height. Over 
thefe Pillars runs the Architrave, and over it the 
Lodge or great Balcony, where the Pope is 
Crowned, and where he gives his Benedi&ion 
upon Eafler-day. Over this Lodge runs a conti- 
nual Balufter or row of Rails, upon which Hand 
Thirteen vaft Statues of our Saviour, and his 
Apoftles cut in ftone. 

Entring into the Porch, you will admire the ThsPorcb. 
length, breadth and height of it. For the length 
of it} it’s two Hundred Eighty nine Foot, the 
breadth forty four foot, the heighth a Hundred 
Thirty three foot. It’s adorned on both fides 
with great Marble Pillars, and a curious gilt 
Roof. In fine, this Porch any wheFe elfc would The Church 
be a handfom Church. « filf. 

Overagainft the five Doors of this .Porch, 

Hand the five Doors of the Church •, one where- 
of is called the Porta Santta , and only open in the r ° TU San “ 
Jubile year : The others are daily open} and the 
two principal doors are called Valv<£ SanSi Petri, Valvx Sf 
and are covered wirh Brafs, by the command of p«tri. 
Eugtn'm the IV. whofe memorable anions, to 
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wit, the Crowning of the Emperor Sigifmond* 
and the reunion of the Greek Church with the 
Latin , are exprefied in them. Thefe Jfalvce are 
thirteen Foot wide, and forty five high; and to 
them all Popes Bulls are nailed at their publica- 
tion. 

Entring into the Church, I found it to be built 
inCrofs-wife; containing in length five hundred 
and twenty foot, and three hundred eighty five 
in breadth. So that it paffeth in greatnefs, the 
famous Temples of Antiquity, to wit Solomon's 
Temple, long Threefcore Cubits: The Temple 
of Diana in Epbefus , long four Hundred Twenty 
five foot; and the great Moiki at Fez., long a 
Hundred and fifty Cubits. 

The Roof or Vault of this Church is arched 
with great fquares, and each fquare is adorned 
with a great gilt Role, which almoft fills the 
fquare. This Roof, is.born up by great Pillars 
ot Freeltone, of a fquare form, whofc CapiteUi 
are curioufly wroughr,aftcr the Corinthian order, 
and joyned to one another above, by Arches and 
a perpetual Cornice , over which are cut in ftone, 
the Statues of feveral moral Vertues. Thefe Pil- 
lars are a Hundred and five Foot in compafs, 
and diftant Forty Toot one from another. On 
that fide of them which looks towards the Body 
of the Church; they arc to be over-crufted with 
white Marble, with two rows of niches in them, 
for great Statues of Brafs-gilt. The other fidcs 
of thefe Pillars arc already adorned with a neat 
overcrufting of a reddilh Marble, befetwith the 
H cads of the primitive martyr’d Popes, held 
up by two Angels, and with the Pigean of Inno- 
cent the X (who made this decoration) and all 

■ - thefe 
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thefe are in tnez.z.0 rilievo , and of pure white A- 
labafter. Behind thefe Pillars is a large Ifle, or 
pafiage, and behind that Ifle immediately, (land 
fair Chappels, which flanck up this Church no- 
tably, and each Chappel is graced with a little 
Cupola of its own. 

In the midftoftheCrofs building of this Church 
is mounted the great Cupola , which looks like a 
great Crown, wherewith this Queen of Churches 
is. Crowned. It refts upon four Pilajlri or great 
Pillars, which make the corners of the Crofs of 
this Church, and from them it rifeth into fuch 
a high Vault, that it feems to walk into Heaven. 
Its full as round as the Pantheon in^ome,that is, 
it carrieth the compafs of an hundred and feven- 
ty Paces, as you may eafily meafure upon the 
circle of white Marble in the Pavement which 
environeth the Altar of St. Peter , and is made 
there on purpofe perpendicularly under theCw- 
pola to Ihew its greatnefs, the infide of this Cu- 
pola is curioufly painted with Pictures in Mofa- 
ick work, reprefenting a Heaven, indeed no- 
thing but Heaven it felf can be finer or higher. 
So that I may fay truly to Rome with Rutillhti. 

Nm procal a cnelo per tua Templa fumus. 
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In a word, this Cupola is the boldest piece of 
Architecture that perhaps the World hath feen ; 
and it was the lafl and greatefl: work of Sextus 
Quintus his Purfe. 

The four Pilaftri upon which this Cupola reft- the four 
cth, are vaft fquare Pillars,a Hundred and twen -great nit- 
ty foot in Compafs, and capable of Stairs within^* 
them, and large Sacrifties above,for the holy re- 
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licks that are kept in them; to wit, the Volto 
Santo or Print of our Saviours Face, which he 
imprinted in the Handkerchief of St Veronid\ 
The piece of the holy Crofs ; the top of the 
Launce wherewith our Savior’s Side was pierced, 
and the Head of St. Andrew the Apoftle tranfla- 
ted hither into his Brothers Church by Pius Se - 
cundus. Hence in thefe great Pillars are cut 
Niches, and in them plac’d four vaft Statues of 
white Marble. Under the Relick of the Pblto 
Santo ftands the Statue of the Veronica, under 
the piece of the Holy Crofs, the Statue of St. 
Helen. Under the top of the Launce, the Statue 
of Longxnus : under the Head of St. Andrew , the 
Statue of St. Andrew. Thefe Statues are of Co- 
loJJ'ean greatnefs, and made by Mailers as great 
as thcmfelves. 

In the midft of the Crofs of this Church, and 
fbc ^perpendicularly under the very Cupola , ftands the 
Altar. . high Altar of this Church. This Altar may well 
be called the high Altar, {Alt are quafi alta ora) 
r ,or the Altare Majus , being the nobleft Altar in 
tfst.Ve- the World, both for matter and form. The 
ter. ’ Altar it felf ftands over the Tomb of St. Peter , 
half whole Body, together with half of St .Pauls, 
lies huried here; and the other half of their Bo- 
dies in St. Pauls Church. Over this Altar four 
flately Pillars of Brafs bear up a Canopy of the 
fame Mettal, wrought about the Edge like a 
Canopy indeed, with Vallances and a gilt 
Fringe, yet all of Brafs. Ova* the corners of 
- this Canopy, ft and four great Angels of ; Brafs 
gilt, and in the midft of it is mounted high a 
round Ball of Brafs gilt, and a fair Crofs upon 
it of the fame mettaL 

Thefe 
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Thefefour Pillars are as great in cpmpals (I The four 
fpeak by experience, having taken the meafure 
them upon their model ) as three ordinary men Aha* * • 
are thick. Their Form is Serpentine* wreatjv- ' * u 
ed about with Vine-trees and Leaves } but all pf 
Brafs; as alio adorned with little Apgels of Brals 
clambering up thofe Leaves and Branches, ana 
with Bees here and there alfo, relating to Pope 
Vrbans Arms, who made them. Thefe Pillars 
are fifty foot high from the ground. Every ops 
of them weigheth five and twenty Thoufimd 
Pound weight, and all of them together make 
this Altar, the Altar antonomafb'cally, as this 
Church is the Church of the World. So that 
if the Climax be true ( as true it is) that Churches 
are for Altars, Altars for Priefts,Priefts for God, 

I know no Religion which payeth fuch honoura- 
ble tributes of Wor/hip to God, as the Roman* 

Catholick Religion doth, which hath the noblelt 
Church, the noblefi: Altar, the noblefi: Prjeft,the 
nobleft Sacrifice, and all this to the noblefi: God.

Behind this Alter (not in refpe<ft of him tfyaf Tie Con* 
comes into the Church by the great door, bqt irjfe 8 *°. St ' 
refped of him that ftands at the Altar) ftands Petri * 
the Confefiion of St. Peter \ fo called, becaufe 
that in the Primitive times, the place whey? tfi.e 
Bodies of Saints and Martyrs jyere kept, was cal- 
led Confeftio) and in the Greek Church M,artyr\t 
um. For ip ancient Writers the word CopfelTor 
was taken often for a Martyr, who hacJ canfelTed 1 

Chrift fo far as even to die for him : So that Mar- • 1

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tyrsare Ibmetimes called Confeflbrs, and Con- 
feflors Martyrs, fhough they did not a&ually die 
in Torments \ as you may fee plainly in the An- 
Xm. i. notations of learned Pamelius upon Tertulliaris 
Book ad Martyr es. Now this place becaufe it con- 
ferves the Body ( at leafl half of the Body ) of St. 
Peter y is called the Confetfion of Peter. As for 
this Confeffion,it’s made like a hollow Cave,open 
above, and railed about with low Rails, fo that 
the People kneeling may look down to the Iron 
door and grate, behind which the Tomb of St. 
Peter Rands, under the Altar ; for thefe Rails 
fetch in a demi-circle from one corner of the Al- 
tar to the other. There are alfo a double pair 
of open Stairs, of fome twelve Reps a* piece, for 
thofe to defcend by who officiate, and there are 
two little half doors which let them in to thofe 
Stairs. And I conceive at the bottom of thefe lit- 
tle doors, the Limina Apojtolorum to be. For 
though I know it’s generally held, that to villt 
The Umitii the Zimina Apofiolorum ( which Bifhops by their 
jorum Canon Law are oblig’d unto,) is to vifit St. Pe- 
• . s ter's Church j and that divers learned Authors 
• think the Limina Apoftolorum to be the very Reps 
of the entrance of the great door of the Church*, 
yet I am of opinion, that thefe little half doors 
and the Reps about the Altar, are moR properly 
the Limina ApoJlolorum y becaufe I found thefe 
very words written in Golden Letters in the 
• bottom of the like little doors, which Rand a- 
bout the high Altar in St. Paul's Church, where 
the other half of the Bodies of St. Peter and St, 
Paul are intomb’d. 

CubtcuU- Rgfond about this Church Rand Side Chappels^ 
II- u e ’ fome fix and twenty in all, called anciently Cu« 

bicula , 
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bicula , and thofe whom we cajl Chaplains were 
anciently called Cubicularii : Hence the title of 
Cubicularius S. Petri. Now thefe Chappels have 
for the mofl: part fome remarkable thing in 
them. In one of them is always referv'd the B. 
Sacrament for the daily ule of Pilgrims that de- 
fire to communicate in St. Peters Church, and 
Other devout People. In that of St. Gregory 
NazJanzm, is the Body of that Saint tranllated 
hither out of the Church of the Nuns of Campo 
Marzj. ?. In the Chappel of the Canons, repo- 
feth the Body of St. Chryfofiome. In the Chap- 
pel called the Clementina , repofeth the Body of 
St. Gregory the great, who being Pope of Rome , 
and moved by Godly Inftindtion (as John Stoiv 
faith) fent Augujlin, Juftus, Melitus, and other 
Monks living in the fear of God, to convert the 
Angles , or Lngltfh^ to the Faith of Chrifl ; and 
therefore I took particular notice often of his 
Tomb, as being ( as venerable Bede calls him) 
our Apoftle, In a Chappel at the very farther 
end of the Church is iet up the Chair of St. Pe- 
ter, held up by four Doctors of the Church, all 
call in Brafs in a lately Pofture. This Chair 
is of Wood, but much fpent with Old Age ; 
and therefore Pope Alexander the Seventh cau- 
fed it to be fet up here, and enchafed curioufly 
Jto preferve it. I once faw it near at hand, be- 
ing expos’d to publick view in the middle of 
the Church upon the Feaft day of St. Peter' s 
Chair in Rome. In another Chappel is the Cru- 
cifix made three hundred Years ago by rare Pie- 
tro Cavalino. In another Chappel- you fee cut in 
white Marble the Hiftory of St. Leo's meeting 
Attila out of Rome , and his hindering him from 
comijig any nearer to the City. As 
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The chief As for the Relics and Bodies of Saints which 
are in this Church, befides thofe mentioned al- 
ready, there are the bodies of SS. Simon and 
Jude, of S. PetroniUa, of SS. Proctffiis and 
Martinianus , of ten firft Popes after SL Peter j 
with a world of other precious Relics kept in 
the Sacrifty. 

Sme As for the T ombs which are in this Church a- 

Tembf. bove ground,they are thefe.That of Sextus IV. of 

Paultis III of Vrhan the VIII j of Leo the XI, of 
Innocent the VIII j of Gregory the XIII of Inno- 
cent the X 5 and laftly that of the Ccuntefs Mo- 
tilde, the only fecular Perfon that I and to have 
a Tomb in this Church above grouad. Indeed 
Ihe deferves well to lye in St. Pe\ef* s Church, 
who deferved to be called St. Peters Daughter j 
and Ihe delerved this furname, for having de- 
fended the Church fo gallantly in its greateffc 
conflid, againft Henry the IV. Emp. and having 
endowed it with a good part of its Patrimony. 
Her Body was tranflated from Mantua hither, 
in the year 1 63$. by the command of Pope 
Vrban the VIII. 

Near the Confeflion of S. Peter, is an old bra- 
zen Statue of S. Peter , fitting with his hand up 
as giving his blelfing ; and holding his right foot 
a little out, to be killed. At firft, fome wonder 
to fee devout People flocking thither,and killing 
the Foot of that Statue, and putting their heads 
under that Foot, when they have done *, but 
when they are well informed, that all this is 
done, only to teflifie that they fubmit them- 
felves to the Authority which was given by our 
Saviohr, to S. Peter and his SuccefTors, they reft 
fatisfied. 


Over 
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Over the Holy-water-pot, on the left hand, 
as you enter into the Church, is feen, faftned 
to the wall, an old Iofcription upon a fquare 
Stone, importing, that that was the very ftono 
upon which the Bodies of St. Peter and St. Paul 
were divided, when half of tbeir Bodies were 
buried here, and the other half in St. PauPs 
Church, by St. Silvefter. 

As for the prime Pidures that are in this some 
Church ; they are thele : That of Sr. Michael in prime Pi - 
Mofaick work, is of the delign of Cavalier Gio- 
feppe : As alfo the defign of the Mofaick work in 
the Cupola. That of Sr. John Evangelift, and St. 

Luke juft under the Cupola , are of the hand of 
Giovanni de Pecbi. The Pidure where St. Peter 
cures the lame man, is of the hand of Ludivico 
da Civoili. That of the fall of Simon Magus, is 
of the hand Vanni of Siena. That where Pe- 
ter is painted with dnnania& dead before him, is 
of the hand of Cavalier RancaUi. That of the 
Altar of St. Gregory , is of the hand of Andrea 
Sacco Rptnano. That of the Creation of the 
World, is of Pietro Berettino de Cortona. That 
of Medic a fidei , is of the hand of Lanfranco. 

Having thus feen the Church, I went to fee TteSacriy 
the Sacrifty of this Church, where by exprefs fly offu 
leave from the Monfignor , who hatli the chief. Peter, 
care, as well as the Keys of it, I faw the Holy 
Relics, and neat Church-plate belonging to this 
Church. The Relics are many, and richly en- 
chafed in Gold and Silver. The Church Plate 
is both plentiful and of great value, as many 
Chalices of pure Gold fet with Jewels,hnge Sil- 
ver Candlefticks, with a Crucifix of the fame, as 
heavy as a Man can lift, with a world of other 
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fuch like Plate. Bat that which pleafed me molt 
here, was the ancient Picture of St. Peter and St. 

. Paul, which St. Stlvejler (hewed to Confiantine 
the Great, to confirm the truth of his Vifion. 

. . The Pidure is very old, yet the faces are per- 

p” a i ”‘ ,ent ceivable, and that is all It’s fet in a frame of 
* silver. The Hiftory of it is both long and 
known : And if any man be ignorant of it, let 
him read it in Baronius. There is alfo in the 
faid Sacrifty, another Pidure nailed high upon 
the wall, which was made by N. Carpi with his 
Fingers, inftead of a Pencil. 
n . e Grot Being now in the Sacrifty, I got leave to go 

Prter’f ’ down int0 the Grot under this Church ’ with 3 
Chunk, pradical Clericus, with a lighted Torch to (hew 

me and explicate unto me the moft confidera- 
ble things that are there : As the Tomb of Sc. 
Peter with an Altar over it, at which any Bilhop 
or Prieft may fay Mafs : a world of ancient fta- 
tues (fet in the low Chappels, and in the wall of 
this Grot) which belonged to the old Church of 
St. Peter , and (hewing the Antiquity of Pidures 
in Churches : The Tomb of the moft honoura- 
ble Churchman of our Nation, Pope Adrian the 
Adrian the IV. the only Englifh Pope that ever was: The 
IV. m £*• Tomb of the Emperor Otho the fecond,in a great 
glijbmn. p or phi r y shrine: The Tombs of divers other 
great Popes and Cardinals : And in fine, the 
Tombftone of Charlotte of Luugnan, Queen of 
Jerufalem, Cyprus and Armenia , who having been 
driven out of her Kingdom by her Baftard Bro- 
ther, came to Rome in Sixtus Quartus his time, 
and there died. She transferred before her death 
her right to the Kingdom of Cyprus, to the Duke 
of Savoy her Brother-in-law \ which makes that 
y Duke 
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Duke give a clofe Crown over his Arras, and be 
ltiled by his Sub j efts, Altezjui Real , Royal 
Highnefs. 

Having thus feen this Church both within and f!‘ petcr ’ J 
under ground, I was defirous to fee it alfo a- *’ 
bove. Afcending therefore by a fair Stair-cafe 
I arrived at the great Terras over the Lodge, 
and there law the Thirteen Statues of our Savi- 
our and the Twelve Apofiles, near hand,which 
feem below, a little taller than the Statue of our 
tallefl Men, and yet here above are eighteen 
Foot high. There alfo 1 faw the feveral little 
Cupola's, which give light to the fide Chappels 
of thisChurch,and look like the iffue and fpawn 
of the Great Cupola. Then mounting a little 
higher, I beheld a rare Fabrick of the Mother *r 
Cupola, both within and without. The Stairs to 
mount up into it, the double Vault in it, and 
flairs between the two Vaults : The Lantern up- 
on the Cupola ; The narrow Stairs in one of the 
Pillars of that Lantern, up to the Ball : Laftly, : 
the ftraight neck of the paflage into the Ball, and 
the Ball it fclf, are all worth particular obferva- 
tion, as being the height of Architecture. The 7 , , 

Ball it felf of Brafs gilt, is capable of thirty Men, gallcapt- 
though from below, it looks only as bigas twice bic of 30 
a Mans Head, We were eight in it atonce, and 
I am fure we could have placed thrice as many 
more. Upon the round Ball is mounted a great 
O'ojs of Iron gilt, to fignHie, that the vertue of * 
the Crofs by our Saviour* ± paffion,hath triumphed 
over the World, of which this round Ball is the 
exprefs Emblem. From this Cupola we had a 
perfect view of Rome under us, and of all the 
Villas about it. But nothing was fo wonderful, 
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f as to fee S. Peters Church and Palace, look like 
s a Town under us, which we knew to be but one 
Church and Houfe. 

You will wonder perchance too, when yon 
fball hear that this Church is the eighth wondei* 
of the World, that the Pyramids of Egypt, the 
Walls of Babylon , the Pharos Coloffus , &c. were 
but heaps of Stones compared to this Fabrick : 
That it hath put all Antiquity to the blufb, and 
all pollerity to a Non-plus : That its feveral parts 
are all i$comparablc Matter-pieces : ItsPidures 
all Originals: Its Statues perfed models : That 
it hath a revenue of above Twenty Thou land 
Pounds a year, only for the Fabrick : That it 
.hath colt till the year 1654. (The accounts be- 
ing then fummed up) Forty Millious of Crowns : 
That molt of the Popes fince Julius the II. his 
time (and they have been twenty three in all J 
have encouraged and advanced this work : That 
the prime Architeds of the World, Sangalla , 
£ramante y EaldaJJere , Buonarota , Giacomo della 
Porta , Giovani Fontana , Carlo Madcrno , and 
now Cavalier 0 Bernino , have brought it on to 
this perfedion : That the whole Church it f elf 
is nothing but the Qjuntefi'ence of wit and. 
wealth, drained into a religious defign of ma-, 
king a handfome Houfe to God, and of fulfil- 
ling the Divine Oracle which promifed ; that 
magna erit gloria domus ijlius novijfima , pluf- 
quara prima. 

Going at lad out of this Church, and fumming 
up in my thoughts all the Rarities I had feen in 
it, I began to think of Ammoniiu (a holy primi- 
tive Saint, and afterwards Bifiiop in the Coun- 
cil 
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cil of Sardis) of whom its written, that coming Baroniu* 
to Rome with S. Athanafius , he defired to fee no- an > 390. j 
thing there but S. Peter’s Church, and knew not ”* 5 * 
the way to any place elfe* I think, that if this 
good man had feen S. Peter’s Church as it is now, 
he would never have cared for feeing any thing 
elfe in the World, and would even have forgot 
his way home too. 

Near to the Church of S. Peter (lands the Va- The Vatf. 
tkan Palace, where the Popes ufe to Winter, 

To defcribe it to you all at length, would take 
mt up too much time j nor indeed is it fit for 
me to dwell there. I will therefore pafs thro* 
it quickly, and rather point- you out what’s to 
be feen there, than paint you out in words what 
I law there. 

1. From the Church of St. Peter you afcend * 

into this Palace by an eafie and (lately pair of 
Stairs, capable of ten Men a Breall. Thefe 
Stairs render you up at the great Hall called

condemning Herelie, that of the Pope return- 
ing from Avignon , are all of the hand of Geor- 
gto Vnjfaria. That of the Emperor Charles the 
Great, ftgning the brief of the Donation, is of 
the hand Thadeo Zuccare : that of the battel of 
Lepdnto with the Pidure of Faith at the fide of 
it, is of the haod of Donato For niello.

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2 . This great Hall Hands oetween two Chap- 
pels, the Paulina and the Sifia. In the Paulina 
is fee n a rare Pidure of the Crucifying of St. 
Peter, by Michael Angelo. The roof of it alfo 
was rarely painted by Fiderico Zuccari , but the 
fmoaic of the Candles upon Manday Tburfday • 
when this Chappel ferves for the Sepulcher, 
hath fo defac’d thefe Pictures, that a far worfe 
Hand would have ferv’d there. 

The Popes 3. The Chappel of Sifto is that ia which the 
Cbtppel. pope holds Capella upon certain days,and where 
all the Cardinals intervene. In the end of this 
Chappel upon the wall is Painted the lafl Judg- 
ment by Michael Angelo, a Piece Famous over 
all the World. The green Garments of St. 
Katherine , and the Head of St. Biagio , are of 
the Painting of Daniel of Kbit err a, who was pre- 
fently fee a work to make tho&,G3rments,when 
the Pope had given exprefs order, that this' 
rare Picture fhoukl be defac’d, becaufe of fome 
</ naked nefs in it. Upon great days this Chappel 
is hung with a rare fuit of Hangings of the de- 
lign of Rapheal Vrbin , wrought with Gold and 
Silk, containing the Ads of St. Peter , and St» 
Paul. • '■ 

The Popes 4 . Behind this Chappel Hands the Popes Sa- 
Surifty. cr i[j.y • a pi ace f carce known to Strangers, and 
therefore leldom feen by them, tho’ very well 
worth the feeing. It’s kept always by a Pre- 
late, who is always an Augujtin Fryar, and a 
Bifhop, and called Monjignor Sacrifia. In Au- 
thors of high times we find mention of this 
Officer, under the names oiCimiliarcba, or chief 
Sacrijlan. Here I faw rare Church-Ornaments 
for the Popes ufe. Thefe in particular I cannot 
- ■ let 
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let pals without mentioning. The Cope of St. 

Silvefifr Pope, thirteen hundred years ago. The 
neat Chafuble of Cloth of Tilfue, with the Fi- 
gures of the rainiftring the Seven Sacraments, all 
embroider’d in it in Silk and Gold fo rarely, 
that the late Lord Marfhal of England, Tho. Earl 
of Arundel , got leave to have it painted out, and 
fo much the more willingly, becaufe it had been 
given to the Pope by King Henry the VIII#/;, a 
little before his Schifme. Then the incompara- 
ble Suits of Ornaments for Prieft, Deacon, and 
Sub-Deacon, to be us’d in high Map , which were 
given by King Sebaftian of Portugal , a'nd fet all 
over with Pearl, and thefe Pearls were the firft 
that came outpf the Indies , and were in all eight 
Hundred pounds weight of Pearl. The other 
rare things here, were the Head of St. Laurence, 
which I law near at hand, through a Chryftal. : a Hui. 
piece of the Spunge, in which the Jem gave our 
Saviour gall to drink : the Camijia of St. Prifca 
a Primitive Saint Martyr’d in it 1400 years ago, 
the Crucifix in which is fet under a Chryfcal, a 
piece of the Holy Crofs carved with the paflion 
Of our Saviour in it : a Thorn of our Saviour’s 
Crown of Thorns, which belonged to Pius Quin- 
tus, a Crofs fet with Diamonds and Pearls, which 
the Pope wears at his breaft in great Fun&ions, a 
great Ring which he alfo wearech in fuch Functi- 
ons •, it’s fet with a fair Saphyr, and four great 
Pearls : a fair Crucifix enamel’d and befet with 
llore of Pearl and Jewels : the Popes Pallium 
which he wears in great Functions : the Filtula 
or Pipe of Gold, . wherewith the Pope receives 
the confecrated Blood of our Saviour in the.

Gold let witn Pearl, and yet more precious for 
their Workmanlhip than for their matter; the 
great Chalice of Gold r into which the Cardinals 
put their written Votes in chufing the Pope by 
Scrutiny; the five Triple Crowns called Regni, 
four whereof are fet thick with precious ftones 
andPearls of great value, and therefore ordinarily 
kept in the Cattle Angelo: two Mitres of the fame 
Richnefs *, the chryftal Pixe in which the Bletted 
Sacrament is kept in the Sepulcher upon Manday 
Thurjday : In fine, the Book of the GofpePs 
pointed in Mimature by the Famous Giulio Glorio , 
for whofe'firft Pittture hcre(of the laft Judgment) 
Panins Terrius fent him fifteen hundred Piftols, 
as Monfignor Sacrijla allured me. 

5. Faffing from hence through the Sala again, 
I was led into the great Room hard by, where 
the Pope wafheth the Feet of thirteen Pilgrims 
upon Manday Thurfday ; and then giveth every 
one of them a great Meddal of Gold with Four 
Piftols, and another of Silver. 

6 V Thence I was led into the open Gallery 
which looketh upon the Court ; I mean the fe- 
cond L.odg ( for there are three fuch open Galle- 
ries) where the Hiftories of the Bible are paint- 
ed moft curioufly in the roof of it by prime Ma- 
ilers. That of Adam and the Creacion : that 
where Adam fows: that where the Sheep drink? 
that where Jacob faw the Ladder ; that of the 
laft Supper of Chrift with his Apoftles : that 
where Aiofes fhews the Laws, are all of the hand 
of Raphael Vrbin. That of the Deluge, and of 
the adoration of the golden Calf, are of the hand 
of Raphael dal Borgo. That where Jofuc com- 
mands Che Sun to Hop : that of Berfabe and the 
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like are of the hand of Pierino del Vago. That 
or the Chariot and iome others are of the hand 
Caravagio. That of Mofes [h iking the Rock 5 
that of the Judgment of Solomon and fome 0- 
thers, are of the hand of Julio Romano. That of 
the Baptifm of Chrift, with other fuch like, are 
or the hand of Pellegrino da Modena. Yet be* 
caufe m all thefe Pictures Raphael Vrbin gave ei* 
ther the defign, or fome touches, this Gallery is 
Called Raphael's Gallery: Indeed nothing but 
the Divine Hiftory it felfcan be finer than this 
Painting of Divine Raphael. And it belongs only 
to Rome to have the Bible fet out thus in its own 
colours: and if Pictures be the befl Books for ig- 
norant People, who can fay that the Bible is 
Kept from the People here, feeing it’s painted and 
Printed here in the moft vulgar Tongue, and 
known Language* Pictures ? In a word,' Raphael's 
Colours feemed to me to illuftrate the Tex c very 
much, and to be an excellent Comment upoii 
the Holy Scripture. 

_ 7. From this Gallery I was led into the great 
Chamber, where Conjt anting j Vidtoryover Md- 
xentius is fo rarely painted upon the walls by Ra- 
phael sown hand ; that tnis Painting ferves this 
Chamber not only for a rich Tapeftry, but alio for Maxen- 
an Internal Trophee to that Emperor. The fe- tius » 
veral poftures here of Men and Horfes all in Con-

The Hiftory of Heliodorus over the 
Chimney, is of the hand. of Julio Romano, Ra- 
phael's Scholar. 

8. Going up from hence into the higheft open 
. Gallery, you’l find it painted with Geographical 

• Maps of the Hand of Antonio da Varefe. The 
roof of it is alfo well Painted by Pomerancio, Pa- 
ris Romano, and BronzJni, excellent Painters all. 
Stucie- 9. Then coming down, I faw the Sala Clamen- 
mcmim. tina , a Noble Room. The rare perfpectives in 
the Roof, and in one of the Corners, both of 
them exprefiing the Arms of Clement the VIII. 
are worth your attentive confideration. 

10. Then the divers Chambers of his Holi- 
nefs, hung all with Damask Hangings in Sum- 
mer, and Velvet Hangings in Winter, are very 
neat. In the Popes Bcd-chamber, I faw the grave 
Pidure of our Lady with her Son in her Arms, 
called S. Mary Major , is painted curioufly upon 
a white Tranfparent Stone, three fingers thick, 
and yet, fhewing the Pidure on both fides ; if 
held before the Sun. 

11. The great Room gilt overhead, where 
-n. the Pope treats at Dinner great Princes, when 

. they come to Rome. 

12. The old Appartment of Pius Quintus ; 
with the great wooden Bed, of rather the little 
wooden Chamber of Paulus Quintus. 

Ante 13 . The rare piece of Peripedive, over the 
Tieeeof door of the long Room leading to the Gallery of 
sYw!' Maps. At the firlt looking upon it, you fee no- 
thing but certain Types or Figures of the Blef- 

fed 
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fed Sacrament oiu of the Old 1 eltament j but 
being placed dfredtly under it, and looking up- 
wards, you fee all the forefaid T ypes contract- 
ed into the form of a Calice, and an Holt over 
it, to Ihew, that thofe old Types and Shadows, 
prefigured only the Body and Blood of our Sa- 
viour, in the holy Sacrifice of the Altar. 

14. The Long Gallery of the Maps of Italy The rare 
painted upon the Walls on both Tides, by Paulus 
Brillus a Flemming and others j and thatfo di- ^ * 
itinCtly, that you fee plainly every State, Pro- 
vince, City, River, Village, Cattle, High-way of 
Italy, and where any Famous Battel was Fought, 
either in the Romans time or lince A Gallery 
which I wilh I had lpent as many hours in, as I 
fpend days in going up to Rome. Divers other 
Galleries there are in this Houfe, which 1 pafs 
over in lilcnce. 

1 4. But I cannot pafs over fo, the long Gallery ^ Gillen 
leading to the Belvedere , in which is kept th z 0 f the Con- 
Conclave of all Popes : In this one great Room, clave. 
Fifty or Threefcore Cardinals lodge, arid have 

every one two Chambers, one for himfelf, and 
the other for his Conciavitt j Ex ungue Lconcm , 
you may judge by this what the whole Houfe is* 
or elfe by this what they afiure you, when they, 
tell you, that there are five Thoufand Chambers 
in that Palace. 

1 5. From the middle of the forefaid Gallery, Vati- 
you enter into the Vatican Library, Famous all 1 rA ' 
the learned world over, for having in it, befides 

the Regitters of the Roman Church, the choifeft 
Manufcvipts of the World in holy Languages. 

This Baromus found, who drew from hence no- 
table fuccor, for the maintaining this Ecclefiafti- 
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cal Kiiiui j the Genturiators of Magdt- 

bourg , who wanting thefe afTured aims, and be- 
ing otherwife wrongly biafled, made faults in 
their Hiftory as many as their Centuries, and as 
great as their Volumes. The dcfcription of this 
Library hath been made by learned slngelus Roc - 
ca in Latin, and by Mutius Panfa in Italian : Yet 
for the fatisfa&ion of my curious Countrymen, 

I Ihall fay fomething of it. Firft the Room is a 
vaft long Room, fpreading it felf in the further 
, . end, into two wings of building, which are full 
of Prefles, where the Manofcripts are kept care- 
fully from Mice and Rats, and moift weather. 
At the entrance into this Library, you are let in- 
to a fair Chamber full of Desks for a dozen of 
Writers, w ho have good ftipends to copy out 
Books in all Languages \ and they are bound to 
be writing fo many hours in a morning. Round 
.about this room hang the Pi&ures of all the Car-? 
dinals that have been Bibliotbecarii fince Sixtus 
7be L&rar Quintus his time. Then entring into the Li* 
rj it felf. brary it felf, I faw the vaft wide Room fuppor- 
ted (like a Church ) by great fquare Pillars, 
bout which are as many Cupboards where the 
Manufcripts are conferved. On the wall on the 
right hand, are painted in Frefco the General 
Councils of the Church, with the Bible in the 
midft, laying open upon a ftately Throne, and 
with the order and place of precedency obfer- 
ved in them : As alfo fome notable Accidents in 
Eccleliaftical Hiftory. On the left hand are 
painted all the famous Libraries anciently men- 
tioned by Authors : And upon the great Pillars 
are painted the firft Inventors and Promoters of 
Learning. This long room fpreads it felf at laft 
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nto two wings on each hand j both which are 
foil of curious Books, both Manufcripts and Prin- 
ted Books ; divers of which werclhewn me with 
great civility, by Monfignor h'olflonius then Kee- 
per of this Library,whom I had formerly known. 

The chief of thefe Books were thefe. 

A vafl Hebrew Bible, too heavy for any rtian 
to lift up. 

. An Ancient Copy of the Septuagints Tranfla- Some r ire 
tion in Greek, after which the Bible hath been Books bere. 
Printed both in Lome and London. 

The Ads of the Apoftles in Greek, curioully 
written in Golden Letteis. 

The Gofpel written by St. Clrryfojlom own 
hand. 

An Hebrew Bible written in Iheets of Parch- 
ment pafted to one another, and rovrled up; hence 
the word Volumen for a Book. 

A little Book written in Bark of Trees : hence 
the word Folium for a Leaf in a Book. 

Certain old Roman Table-books. 

A China T. able- book of Wood, in which they 
wrote with a pointed Steel. 

A curious China Book all in Hieroglyphics, 
and folded up in many folds : Our Purchas in 
his curious Navigations hath both Printed and 
deciphered it. 

Polidore VirgiPs Hiftory of England, written 
with his own hand. 

An old Book of Sermons in Latin, in whofc 
Margin St. Thomas of Aquinlnalh made notes with 
his own hand. 

An old Virgil, with the Pi&ures of the Hiffo- 
ry in old Painting.

An Old Terrence written Twelve Hundred 
years ago, and the ancienteft that ever Politan 
faw, as he teftifieth under his own hand, in the 
infide of the cover of this Book. 

Baronins his Annals in his own hand Wri- 
ting. 

The rare quotations out of the ancient Fa- 
thers, painfully and faithfully Collected out of 
the bell Copies, by Learned Cardinal Sirleto , in 
the time of the Council of Trent , and fent by 
him weekly, by the Poll from Rome , to the Fa- 
thers in the Council, who proceeded to their 
Definitions, by the Ancient Tradition of the 
Church, found fo plainly and unaniraoufly in 
thofe Fathers. Thofe Quotations make fix Vo- 
lums in Folio : And this was ir, which our Ad-

> Ghofl: to Trent , in a Cloak-bag : when it was 
only the fending down ot thefe faithful Teftimo- 
nies of the Tradition of the Church, gathered 
out of the molt Ancient and Authentic Copies. 
j£. Henry The Letters of Henry the VIII. of England to 
the vill. jinn Bolen his Miftrifs then, in his own hand 
bis Letters Writing, fome in Fnghfh, fome in French , but 
leif naB0 * all Amatory. It is ealie to imagine them writ- 
ten by him, if you compare the Hand-writing 
of thefe Letters, with thofe two Verfes written 
by the Kings own hand,in the Frontifpiece of the 
following Book j to wit,

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Then I was fhewn the Library of the Duke of The Ubrt* 
Vrbin, who dying without Heirs Male, bequca- ^y^. 
thed his Library to th ^Vatican Library here. In \xibisu 
this, 1 favv many rare Manufcripts written in 
Parchment, and painted in minature : Efpecially 
that Book, in whofe Margins are Painted by a 
rare hand, and wonderful diligence, all the In- : 
fe&s in Nature, in their lively Colours and true 
Keferablance. 

Over againfl this Library, they fhewed me in The Libra. 
the fame Room, the Library of Heidelberg , fent ry . f/ l " 
to Rome by the Duke of Bwaria, after he had 1 c 
difpoflefled the Elector Frederick , Prince Palatin 
of Rhene , of his Country, as well as of the King- 
dom of Bohemia which he had feiz’d on, at the 
infligation of Bethclem Gabor and others. See 
the Mercure Francois. They fhewed me here,a- 
mong divers other Books, the Book of defigns of - • 
the faid Prince Elellor Palatin , which he had de- 
ligned being young. Happy Prince, if he had 
not defigned to himfelf another Mans Crown. 

In the great room of this Library, there is an ji e p ue 
Iron door, which letteth you into a more fecret ofRegi- 
Room, where the Regiflers of the Church offten. 
Rome are kept: The Keeper of which Regiflers 
was anciently called Chartularius ; an Office much 
like to that in the Greek Church •, called Cbarto- 
phylax. 

' In fine, I was (hewn here divers Letters of 
great Perfons and Princes, written with their own 
hands, as of S. Charles Borcmeus , to Cardinal 
Sirleto , who had a hand in his Education; of ,™ e 0 f et ~

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firft of France ; of Mttrgcret of Parma that Go- 
verned Flanders when it revolted \ of President 
Vargas a Spaniard, and a great Statesman in 
Flanders , but no great Latinifl, as it appeared by 
his Anfwer to the Dodtorsof Lovain ( petitio- 

rfirth Lt. ni . n S him in Latin for their priviledges) when he

xerunt templa ? bont nihil faxerunt contra : Ergo de- 
bent omnes patibulari : The terms of the expoftu- 
lation, being as harih as the conclusion of it ^ 
and fome old police Orators had rather have 
been hang’d indeed, than threatned in fuch bad 
Latin. 

A little before I went out of this Library, I I 1 
faw near the door, the Statue of Hyppditus Bi- 
Ihop of Portua (who iived 1 400 years ago) fit- 
Caton Paf- c * n S * n a Chair of Hone, upon which is cut in 
jchalis. Greek Letters, the ancient Canon Pafcbalis , up- 
on which Scbaliger and others have written. It*s 
a curious piece of Learned Antiquity, and wor- 
thy to be taken notice of. 

id. Having feen the Library, we were led on 
by the long Gallery, mentioned before, unto the 
The Belve- Belvedere^ where we defeended into the Popes pri- 
dere. vate Garden, full of Orange-trees, fine Walks, 
and Fountains. Here are three or four unavoid- 
able wetting places to thofe that are not acquaint- 
ed with them. Hence you go down to fee the rare 
The greet ^ oun ^ n c ^ e ^ ron Ship. In this Garden I faw 
Fine-apple. ^ ie Pine-apple of Brafs gilt, which is as great as 
* three men can fathom about, and twice as high as 
The two the talleft men can reach. Here alfo Hand by it 
peacocks, the two great Peacocks of Brafs gilt, which flood 
anciently upon Scipio dffricanus his Tomb, and 
are fome three or four yards long. 
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17. From hence we were led hard by, to fee The Beive- 
the Belvedere of the Mafcbere , which Michael *j r j; tbe 
Angelo called his Study. It’s a fquare Court fet Mafchcrc * 
with Orange-trees, in whofe walls are great 
Niches, with leaves to them of wood, where 
the choice Statues of the World are conferved 
under Lock and Key, and free from ill weather. 

The chiefeft Statues are thefe : That of the Ri- 
ver NiluSy and that of Tyber % both in cum bent 
poftures : That of Antinus^ minion of the Empe- 
ror Adrian ,it’s of pure Oriental Marble, and rarely 
cut: That of Cleopatra : Thatoff'emu coming out 
of a Bath: That of Commodus the Emperor: That 
of Laocoon and his Sons, involved about with Ser- 
pents.This Statue of Laocoon is the M after-piece of 
Sculpture.That in the middle of the Court, of Her- 
c«/«,without Arms,Legs,orHead,is fo rare a trunk, 
that Michael Angelo profefs’d, he had learn’d more , 
skill out of that broken Statue, than out of all the Michael 
whole ones he had ever feen. Hence you fee air Angelo’x 
ways a world of Sculptures defigning it out ; A Stud J • 
piece of Lyons skin, yet appearing, made me not 
doubt but it was the Statue of Hercules , 

1 8. From hence we ftept into the great Gar- rhe . reax 
den of the Belvedere, full of Exotick Trees, cu- Garden of 
rious Fountains, fhady Walks, and great variety Belvedere, 
of Grots and wetting fports. 

19. Laftly, in your return again through the 7^ 
Vatican Palace, we faw the Armory full of Arms y. 
for Thirty Thoufand Men^ Horfe and Foot, and 
well kept. 

Having thus feen the Vatican Palace, I went 
on with the reft of the Curiofities of the Town, \ 
and took them in order as they lay. Hence go- 
ing from S. Peters, and leaving the Palace of the

Officio, ly to the Hofpital of S. Spirito , which is hard 
» by. The fituation of this Hofpital near to S. Pe- 
Spirito. * ters Church, was not done cafually \ but with- 
out doubt, upon defign, and for this end, that 
Men might learn by the very fituation of Hos- 
pitals, near unto great Churches ( as I obferved 
in many other places, both in Italy and France ) 
that Chriftians, after they have performed their 
duties to God, ought to pay in the next place 
their duties to their Neighbour ; and let that 
Faith, which they came from exercifing in the 
Church towards God, be made appear by good 
works, exercifed prefently in Hofpitals toward 
Men. Now this Hofpital of S. Spirito , is one of 
the fairefb in Europe both for bignefs and revenues. 
It hath a thoufand Beds in it for the lick : A Pre- 
late to govern it \ ftore of Priefts, Phyficians, and 
, under Officers to attend on them, and a revenue 
of Seventy Thoufand Crowns a year. There is 
alfo a Monaftry of Women in it, in a place fepa- 
rated from the reft, capable of 500 young girls. 
In the Appartments above ftairs there is hand- 
fome accommodation for poor Gentlemen,found- 
ed by the Gentleman-like Charity of Pope Vrban 
) the VIII, to this end, that thofe whom Fortune 
had priviledged by better Birth, might not be 
involv’d in common miferies. There is alfo a 
grate towards the ftreet, where~*le Infants are 
put into a fquare hole of a Turn, Imd fo turned 
in by Night by their unlawful Mothers, who not 
Lewis faring to own them,would otherwife dare tode- 
Ouyon in ftroy them.

From hence I went to Onofrios Church upon the J.Onofri- 
hill, where I faw the Tomb and Pi&ure over it, of os Churclh 
rare Torquato Tajfo ; whofe warlike Mufe is ablfe 
to infpire mettle into hisReader’s Bread, and dif- 
pofe him to the engagement of a new Croifade 2 * 
againft the Turks. This I can fay of him, if / 0 Ta jf 0> 
Virgil hinder’d him from being the firft of 
Poets, he hinder’d Virgil from being the only 
Poet. 

Returning down again, and going along the 
Longara , I faw the ftately Palace of the Duke of Lovgars. 
Salviati on the right hand, and th & Villa of Cbifi ch ’fi* 
(now called the Garden of tarnefi) on the Left: 
hand. In this Vida I faw rare painting attribu- 
ted to Raphael Vrbin. 

Over againft this Garden, lives now the Queen ' \ 
of Suede , in whofe Palace, befides the rare hang- Queen 
ings of Cloth of Gold, and of Arras, hangings Chriftinas 
of Silk and Gold, Ifawa curious Colleftion of ralac( - 
Piftures, Originals all, and of the prime Ma- 
fters of the World : That of Sir Tljomas Moor y 
is without doubt of Nans Holbams hand, and a 
rare Piece. 

• - Paffing 
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Palling on the Longara ftill,I came to the Par- 
ta Septimiana , fo called from Septimus Sevens^ 
who built here his Tberme ; and fo up the hill to 
St. Pan- Saint Pancratius his Gate, and to the Church of 
chunl bt * t * 1aC ^ a ^ nc » P^fled now by difcalced Carmelits. 
Camettri. Under this Church is the C eemeterium Calepodii , 
nm cole- where many Martyrs Bodies were buried. Here 
podis. was buried Crefcentius the Tyrant, who feizing 
Upon the Cattle Angelo, fway’d all in Rome for 
a while. 

Viiu Pm - From hence I went to the Villa Pamfilia, which 

flit. is hard by. It’s a new Villa, but its feated very 
high, and from the tarrafs upon the top of the 
Houfe you have a fine ProfpeA. There are di- 
vers good PiAures and Statues in the Houfe, and 
fine Water- works, and a Grotta in the Garden. 
The beft PiAures here are the Crucifixion of St* 

• - Peter, and the Converfion of St, Paul, of Mi- 
chael Angelo's hand. The entry of the Animals 
into the Ark of Noah is a rare piece : the belt Sta- 
tues are the wrettling of Jacob with the Angel in 
white Marble : Seneca' s Statue, and the Bufto of 
Innocent the X. of Porphiry : and his Head in 
Brafs. 

Returning again into the Town the fame way 
we came. I faw the brave Fountain made by 
The Foun 1>au ^ us Qj0 ntus i who caufed the water to be 
tain of 11 ”' k rou, ght thither from the Lake of Bracciana , a- 
Paulus V. bove thirty Miles off, by a ftately AqueduA * 
and from hence it is difpers’d into the City, and 
there makes new Fountains. 

San. Pie- Hard by Hands the Convent of Francifcans, 
troMon- upon a Hill, called St. Pietro Montorio , where St. 
torio. Peter was Crucified with his Head downward, in 
jthat very place of the Court where there’s now 
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a round Chappel. Entring into the Church, I 
was much taken with the Pidhire, for the high 
Altar reprelenting our Saviour’s Transfiguration* 

It was the laft and beft piece of Raphael Vrbin's 
making, and then I may fay it is the beft in the 
World. I guefs it to be the beft of Raphael's pie- 
ces i becaufe dying he commanded that this Pi- 
cture of all his Pictures ihould be fet up at his 
Feet after his Death. In this Church lies buried 
the Earl of Tyrone, who fled from Ireland hither 
m Queen Elizabeth's time. Here are two fine 
Statues in Marble of St. Peter and St. Paul, of the 
hand of Michael Angelo. 

Going out of this Church you have a fair 
fight of Rome under you from this Hill. This 
Hill was anciently called Janiculus j and upon it Mom 
was buried Statius the Foet, and at the Foot of it viculus. 
Numa Pompilius. 

Near the Foot of this Hill Hands the Church 
and Convent of the Scala, belonging to the Dif- L * S‘4*. 
calced Carmelits. The high Altar is very neat, 
and the good Fathers ihewed us in a little Chap- 
pel within the Convent the Foot of St. Therafa 
which is plainly feen through a Chryftal in 
which it’s kept. * 

Not far from hence Hands Santa Maria Tran- s im* m, 
ftevere, the firft Church built in Rome (faith Ba - m Tr™ * 
romui) and built there where anciently Hood the^w. 
Taber na Meritoria ; where the maimed Souldiers Ttbern * 
received their Pittance daily. The gilt Roof , Mermri *' 
and the two rows of Marble Pillars, do much 
beautify this Church. Under the high Altar is 
yet feen the place where Oil iflued out, as from ’• .*■>:?- 

a Fountain, a little before our Saviour’s Birth, as ' - c 

denouncing his Birth to be at hand, who was ' " ' 
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to be caiicd Cimjtut, that is anointed. In this 
Church lie buried Cardinal Ho/ius,i molt learned' 
Trent Father, and Cardinal Campegius the Popes 
Legatin England , in Henry the VIII. time. You 
fee here the Stone that was ty’d about the Neck 
of St. Calixtus Pope, when he was thrown into 
a Well. 

Here alfo you fee great round (tones which 
were hung at the Feet of the Martyrs to torment 
' them. 

s. Fran- " The Convent ofFrancifcan Fryars, called S. 
ce r co in Franccfco in ripa grande , is hard by, where I law 
Ripa Cron- the Chamber where great St. Francis lodged 
when he lived in Rome. It’s now turned into a 
Chappel. -In the Church there is an excellent 
Picture of Piety, made by Caraccio. Here in the 
. „ Church is the Tomb of Beat a Ludovica Matbei 
of the third order of St. Francis. . , 'i 1 . 
Ript Gnn - 1 took the Ripa Grande in my W2y, and faw 

fa there the Boats of Merchandife which come to 
Rome from Ligorn , Ctvita Vecbia , Naples, and o- 
"... ther places, and difembark their goods here. 
Church lCS F rora the Ripa I went to St. Cicilies Church, 

' built where her Houle was, and where (he was 
put to death for the Chriftian Religion. Under 
St-Cicilies the high Altar of this Church is the Tomb of this 
Tomb. primitive Saint, with her Statue in a couchant 
Pofture, and juft as her Body was found in Clement 
the VII Itbs time, wrapt up in vails ftain’d with 
Blood } and cover’d with a Robe of Gold. The 
neat Decoration before the high Altar, with the 
Silver Lamps burning before the Tomb of this 
Saint, was the Foundation of Cardinal Sfondrati. 
At the end of this Church, as you come in, are 
feen yet the Stoves in which St. Sicily was (hut 

Li • ■ - i- . tip 
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up in her own houfe to be ftificd, but that failing 
file was Beheaded. The Roves are yet entire,ahd 
fhewing the manner of the ancient Roves. In the 
Church Porch I found the Tomb of one Adam an r ^w 
Englijh Bifnop of London, and Cardinal of this /.dams 
Title •, who died in Rome, An. 1397. It hath Tomb. 
thefe Verfes upon it.

Not far from this Church, Rands Sr. Chyfogo- it. Chrv- 
rius his Church, a neat Church, repaired fome fogonus. 
years ago by Cardinal Burgheft. The four Pil- 
lars of the high Altar look as if they were of 
Sand and ChryRal petrified together. On the 
Left hand of the Wall near the great door lies' 
boritri Robert Arch-Billiop of Tort, and titular c crti „„ 
of this C.iUrch j this was all I could learn out of Robert 
thc-Tombftonc. Mbbifo 

Having thus wandred over the Trajlcvcre I 0 / York, 
made towards the lie of St. Bartholomew^ which 
Hands a good Hofpital, and a Convent of Francis- 
cans, in whofe Church repofeth under the hi.’h 
Altar in a fair Porphyry Tomb, the Body of St. 

. Bartholomew ApoRle. This lie was anciently cal- st nmlm 
led Infula Tiber ina, and it was firR made by the iomews 
Corn of Tarqumtus Superbus , which being (after 7oM ' 
his ejeftion out of the City ) pluck’d up by the 
roots, and thrown into the Rivet, by realdn of 
the quantity of Earth that Ruck to the roor s , Hop- 
ped here where the water was low ; and this Hop- - ^ 
page once begun, all the Mud of the River c^me 
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afterwards to Hop here too ; and fo in time to 
form a little lie in the mid ft of the River. 
fme Going out of the lie by the Bridge of four 
quarto c *Heads, anciently called Pons Fabricius, which 
joyns this lie with the City, I looked down the 

Tons Cubli- Rlver on m y Right Hand, to fee the Pons Sub - 
J 1 ‘licius, which Codes alone defended againft an Ar- 
my, till the Bridge was cut down behind him : 
Which he perceiving leapt into the River armed, 
and fwam fafe to his fellow Citizens, who were as 
glad to fee him come oft fafe, as to find them- 
felves fafe. It was called Pom Subitems, from the 
word Sublica in Latin, which rignifies great Beams 
of Wood, of which it was made : It was after- 
wards built of Stone by *s£milius. From this 
Bridge the wicked Emperor Heltogabalus was 
thrown into the River and drowned, with a great 
^ ftone about his neck. 

No fooner was I over this Bridge, but I faw 
^ (Himy left hand, the great back door of the Jew- 
n: ***'?• ry ; for here the Jews live altogether in a Cor- 
ner of the Town, and are locked up every night. 

L I entred into their Synagogues here (which they 
call their Schools,) where they meet upon Satur- 
days, and ling and pray. 

I wondred at firft, that they had learned no 
more manners in thefe their Schools, than to en- 
ter into them to pray, without either putting off* 
Hats, lifting up Eyes, orbending of Knees to the 
great Jehova , whom they rather fear than love, 
Mejes going to him, put off his Shooes, and I 
expe&ed, that thefe Men fhould at leaft, have 
put off their Hats at the entrance into their Sy- 
nagogues: But they are Arch Clowns, and their 
fowl Towels, at the entrance into their Syna- 
gogues, 
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gogues, told me as much. 1 once law a Circum- 
cilion, but it was fo painful to the Child, that it >v'\ 
was able to make a Man heartily thank God that - *? 
he is a Ghriftian. And really, if the little Child 
fcould fpeak and wilh, I believe he would wilh 
himfelf the greatefi: curfe in the World, and to * 
be a Woman rather than a Man upon fuch 
terms. I faw alfo a Marriage here performed 
with many Ceremonies. 

Returning out of the Jewry by the fame Gate 
I entred, I faw on my left hand, the Palace of 
Prince Savelli : It’s built upon the ruins of the 
jTheater of Marcellus , built by Augufhu, in ho- 
nour of his Nephew Marcellus : . It was capable J arccllu 
of Fourfcore Thoufand Men. 

- Palling on* I came to an Artcient Church cal- Sms. Mu 
led Santa Maria in Cofmedin , or in Scbola Greca t rii j n Co f~ 
Where St. Aujlin , before his Converlion, taught 
Rhetorick. In the Porch of this Church ftands 
a great round ftone, cut into the face of a Man* 
with a great wide mouth, commonly called, La 
Bacca deUa verita j the mouth of truth j but this 
not being affirmed by the mouth of truth, I dare 
not believe it : I father believe it ferved in fome 
old Building for a Gutter fpout : I know truth 
may fpeak loud and have a wide Mooch \ but he 
that takes every wide mouth for the mouth of 
tr uth, is much miitaken. 

The next Ghurch I came to was Santa Maria s £ . 
Bgyftiaca : It was the Temple of the Sun and * y?t 
J.upitcr. This Church is neatly adorned with cu- 
rious chanelled Pillars. It belongs to the Armenia 
tf»j,who have an Hofpital alfo here, belonging to 
the Cathoiick Pilgrims of that Country: And 
the P^pe allows them to celebrate Mafs here af 
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On the other fide of the great Piazza ftands 
the Church of St. Steven. Its rounded with cha- 
nelled Pillars alfo. It was anciently the Temple 
of Juno Matutina Morning Juno , or Alba Dea , 
the break-of-Day Goddefs : A Goddefs, which 
our Ladies that never rife till noon, would ne- 
ver have been devout to. 

The Cloaca Clofe by this Church (which ftands by the Ri- 
Maxima. ver fide ) the great fink of Rome, called Cloaca 
Maxima , emptied it felf into Tyler. And tho 
this were but a fink, yet it deferves to be men- 
tioned among the rare Magnificencies of ancient 
Rome. For it was nobly built by Tarquinus Prif- 
cus t of Frec-ftone, Arched over head, with a 
world of Springs running into it : And it was fo 
great, that a Cart might have gone in it. This 
fink was one of the evident tokens of the great- 
nefs and magnificence of Rome anciently $ and in- 
Marit' of deed a far greater evidence than that of Helioga - 
tfeatnefs talus', who caufed all the Spiders Webs of Rome 
anciently. t0 gathered together and weighed, that by fo 
many pound weight of Spiders Webs, the great- 
nefs of Rome might the better be conjeftured. 

Going on from hence by the River fide, I 
came to the foot of the Mount Aventin , and left 
on my left hand, a Chappel belonging to the 
Knights of Malta. Our Antiquaries tell us, that 
The Temple pear to this place flood the Temple of the Bona 
Dca^ nJ JC>M, into which no Man was to enter : And that 
Cacus kit Cacus his Den was alfo in the fide of this Hill, 
X>e n. into which he drag’d Hercules his Oxen by the 

tails, that no man fliould find out his theft by the 
Footfteps. Upon the fide of this hill flood alfo 
Seda Gg. the Scalce Gcmonite^&ovm which Criminal Perfons 
mm*. wcre tumbled into Tyber. 


Going 
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Going up this Hill I went to St, Alexius his •ftwAlexir 
Church, where I faw the wooden Stairs, under 
which this Saint lodged for feventeen years in L “ - 

his own Fathers Houfe (after fifteen years ab- 
fence^) without being known to any Body, till 
after his death. The body of this Saint lies under 
the high Altar, together with that of St. Bom - 
fact us the Martyr. 

Hard by upon the fame Hill, Hands St. Sabi- ^.Sabinas 
na's Church, whither the Pope comes upon <dfh- chunb • 
mednefday in a Solemn Cavalcata , accompanied 
with the Cardinals. 

Here al fo upon this hill. Hood anciently the IheAmi- 
Temple of Liberty, and the Romans jlrmiluflrtum . lu ft r * um - 

Dcfcending from hence, I made towards St. 

PauPs Gate •, and in the way I faw on my right 
Hand the hill called Adons Tejlacius, which was Mtms Tc- 
made of the broken Pots thrown there in the ft^***’ 
Romans time by the Potters. Its half a Mile a- 
bout, and 160 foot high. 

A little nearer the Gate cf St. Paul , I faw the 
Tomb of Cains Cejlius , built like a Ptramid of Tc:T 9 mb 
«s£gypt, and all of pure white Marble. This is °f. c * ^ 
the moJl entire work of all the ancient Roman iUUS * 
works. This Cejliiu (as the words upon his Tomb 
import) was feptemvir Epttlonum , that is, one of 
thofe feven Men called Epulones anciently, be- Epuiones. 
caufe they had the devouring of thofe Banquets, 
w'hich were fet before the Gods in, their Leilijler - 
yii/S-f in the Temple of Jupiter Capitolinas, 

Faffing thence through the Gate of St. Paul , TbeGtteaf 
t anciently called Porta Tcrgcmina ; and Porta Ofii - St ‘ ^ ■ 
tnfts i 1 went to St. PauPs Church, a little Mile 
from the Town. In the way I took notice of a 
.little Chappel on the Lefc hand, where St. Peter 
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and Sr. Paul cook leave of one another, before 
they Were led to Martyrdom. 

St. Paul’s Soon after I came to S. Paul* s Church, here S, 
Church. p au i was buried by Lucina a Roman Lady , and 
therefore Conjlantin the Great built this Church 
in the honour of S. Paul , as he had done that of S. 
Veter mentioned above. It’s built crofs-wife,and 
the body of it is 477 foot long, and 258 broad j. 
with a hundred pillars in all, let in four ranks v 
all of them ancient round marble pillars, taken 
pro*- out of the Baths of Attonius, faith PdJJari. Yet 
in all this vail body of the Church there are no 
.Chappels, nor any decoration, except at the 
very end of it, near the great door, where there 
is an Altar with thefe words in ftone over it. 
Hie invent um eft caput S. Pauli, The moft re- . 
markable things which I faw here, were thefe. 

1. The high Altar , with a Canopy of ftone 
like a Tabernacle , born up by four Porphyry pil- 
lars, and adorned with ftatues. Under the Altar 
repofeth half of the bodies of S. Peter and S. Paul, 
(as I obferved before in S. Peter* s Church) and as 
the Infcription upon the fide of the Altar here af- 
firms in thefe words : Sub hoc altari requtefeunt 
! ' glwiofa corpora Apoftolorum Petri & Pauli pro me - 

dietate. Behind this Altar ftands the Confelfion of 
S. Pauly like that of S. Peter deferibed above. 
Under the little low doors which let the Prieft 
into the fteps of the Altar, are written thefe 
words in golden Letters, Limina Apoftolorum , 
A. which makes me bold to hold againft fome Mo- 
M to orum ' devn Writers, that this was the preqfe place, 
and not the door of the Church, which was called, 
Limina Apoftolorum. 

2. In 
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2. In the old Aren in the top or the roof, is yet 
feen a piece of Mofaic Work reprelenting our Sa- 
viour in the midft of the four and twenty Elders 
of the Apoclaypfe. This piece was made there 
twelve hundred years ago in the time of S .Leo the 
great \ and at the coft of Placidia Galla (Daugh- 
ter of Tbeodofius, and Sifter of Honorius') as the 
two Verfes in that Arch teftifie thus : 

Placidia pia mens operis decus omne reportat , 

Gaudet Pontificis Jludio fpkndere Leonis.

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3 - The famous Miraculous Crucifix (Standing The mb*. 
in a Chappel on the Epiftle fide of the High editor) wlw* 
which fpoketo S. Bridgit. This Crucifix favours 

the opinion of thole who affirm that there were *' on * 
two nails in our Saviour’s feet. 

4- The neat Chappel and Tabernacle of the p. 
Sacrament ; with the rare pictures relating there- 
unto, made by Cavalier Lanfranco. 

5. The pi&ure of the Altar of S. Steven, made 
by a Lady of Bologna , called Lavinia Fonta- 
na. 

6. The chief Relics kept here, are the Head Baron. U 
of the Samaritan Woman Converted by our Sa- Matirol. 
viour: The Arm of S. Anne Mother of our 
Hefted LADY, and the Chain of Saint 

Paul. 

From S. Paul 1 s Church I went to the Trt Fort - 
tane above a mile and a half off, and in the way, 

I palled over the place where S.Z£/M,and tenthou- 
fand Cbriflians were martyred at once by the com* 
mand of Dioclefian the Butcher. Their blood > 
made this way holy all along. 
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7rc Font*- Arriving at the Tre Fontane I fa w there three 
Churches ftanding within a place anciently cal- 

TbeChurch a< * ^i uas Salvias, The firft of thefe three 
of St. Via- Churches is th3t of S. Vincent and Anaftafe 1 be- 
centrfwi caufe of their Relics feit hither. For about the 
Anaftafe, y ear 527 . the Emperor Heraclius fent the Head 
of S. Anaftaftus with the Picture of the lame Saint 
Baronitw unto Pope Homriu.il he Firft. A courteous Father, 
An. 627. Q f 5 Bernard's Order here, did me the favour to 
fhew me near the high Altar , this Head, and this 
Pidure. Thefe two are moft authentical things, 
for the atteftation of them is in the very Ads of 
the fecond Council of Nice , held an. 789. where 
to prove the lawfulnefs of facred Images againll 
the Iconoclajls , the facred Council cites a Mira- 
Baron./f*. c j c wroU ght by this very Pidure of S. Anajlafius : 
A».‘ 71”. anc * Nonius quotes divers others wrought by the 
fame Pidure. 

Tie round In the fecond Church here, to wit the little 
Church, round Church on the right hand, there is a fa- 
mous Pidure of S. Bernard's Extafis: Under 
this Church I was led into a Vault where many 
, of the Bodies of the forefaid ten thou fand Chri- 
ftians, who were martyred with S. Zenoy are bu- 
rled. This Vault goes a mile under ground. 
tre Fonts- the third place Hands the little Church of 
tie. the T re Fontane, fo called, becaufe S. Paul was 
here beheaded, and where his head jumpt thrice 
three Fountains gulhed out. Upon an Altar on 
the left han d; is an excellent pidure of S. Peter's 
Crucifixion, of the hand of Guido Rheni. On 
the other fide is feen a little block ( within an 
iron grate ) upon which they fay S. Paul's head 
was cut off! 

Going 
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Going from hence, I went over the Fields to The An - 

the Church of the Annunciata , one of the Nine 
Churches of Rome , vifited by Pilgrims j and 
from thence to S. Sebajlians. 

St. Sebaftian * s Church is one of the Seven s. Sebafti- 
Churches, and of great Devotion by reafon of an’/ 
the Catacombes which are under it. Here I faw the Church. 
Tomb of St. Sebajtian under an Altar on the left 
hand : many relics kept over an altar on the right 
hand, and the Vault underneath where Pope Ste- 
ven was beheaded in his own Seat of Stone, and 
where St. Peter's and St. Paul's Bodies were hid- 
den many years. 

Thence I was led into the Catacombes , which The Cate. 
are under this Church, and which from thence combes. 
running many Miles under ground, made anci- 
ently a Chriltian Rome under the Heathen. There 
were divers of thefe Catacombes in the primitive 
times, and they were called di vet fly r Arenaria , 

Crypta, Area , Concilia Martyr urn, Poliandria j 
but moll frequently Cameteria, that is, Dorme- 
toria , becaufe here repofed the Bodies of the ho- 
ly Martyrs and Saints, qui obdormiverunt in Do- 
mmo. But the greatell or all thefe Cameteria was 
this of Caltxtus. In thefe Catacombes during the Camctcri* 
Perfecutions raifed againll the Chriflians by ten umCaiixti. 
Heathen Emperors, the faithful Believers, toge- 
ther with their Popes and Pallors, ufcd private- 
ly to meet to exercife their Religion, and Real 
their Devotions j that is, to hear Mafs in little 
round Chappels painted over head poorly } Mi- 
nilter the Sacraments ; bury the dead Martyrs 
and Confeflors in the Walls of the long Alleys, 

Preach, hold Conferences $ and even celebrate 
Councils too fometimes. 1 defcended feveral 

times 
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times into feveral parts of thefe Catacombet with 
a good experienced guide (which you mu ft He 
fureof) and with wax Lights (Torches being 
too ftifiing) and wandered in them up and down 
with extraordinary Satisfa&ion of Mind. The 
Streets under ground are cut out with Mens hands 
and Mattocks. They are as high as a Man for the 
molt part, and no broader than for two Men to 
meet. All the way along, the fidcs of thefe Al- 
leys are full of holes as long as a Man, and fome- 
times there are three rows one over another, in 
which they had buried their Martyrs and Confef- 
fors, and that PofWrity might afterwards know 
which were Martyrs, which Confeflors, they 
engraved upon the Stone which mur*d them up, 
or upon one of the Bricks, a Palm Branch, m 
fign of a Martyr ; and a Pro Chriflo in Cyphers 
for a Confeffor ; it*s recorded, that during the 
■U forefaid Perfecutions, a hundred and feventy 
four Thoufand Martyrs were buried here in this 
Cametary of Calixtus : among whom were nine- 
teen Popes Martyrs. Hence thefe Catacombet 
have always been efteem’d as a place of great De- 
votion, and mnch frequented by devout perfons : 
The words over the door, as you defcend into 
them from the Church of St. Sebaftian , tell you, 
St. Hie- how St< Hirome confefleth, that he ufed every 
rom in Sunday and Holyday, during his ftay in Rome , 
Ezechiel. to g 0 10 thefe Catacombet , and a Pi&ure hung ovcf 
< '* 40 * the fame door, Iheweth how St. Philip Neri ufed 
to frequent thefe holy places in the Night ; and 
from whence I believe he fucked that true Spirit 
of tnc primitive Church, which reigned in him, 
and Thill reigneth in the breafts of his moft yer- 
' tuous Children, the pious Pricjts of the Oratory of 

Rome, 
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Rome, whom 1 mult always praiie wherefoever I 
find them, becaufe I always find them either wri- 
ting holy things, or living them that is, either 
writing Books fit to be lived, or living lives fit to 
be written. Indeed it’s incredible how much the 
prefence of thefe holy Martyrs bodies hath fan- 
ftified this place : in fo much that no man enters 
into the Catacombes but he comes better out, than 
he went in. Catholics come cut far more willing 
to die for that faith, for which fo many of their 
Anceftors have died before them. The Adveria- 
ries of the Roman Church come out more ftag- 
gered in their faith, and more mild towards the 
Catholic Religion, to fee what piety there is even 
in the bowels of Rome-, Atbeifis come out with 
that belief, that furely there is a God, feeing fo 
many thoufands of- Martyrs have teftified it with 
their blood. 

From S. Sebafiians I went to the place hard by, ctpo dl 
called Capo dt Bove, Handing upon the Vta Appia. Bove. 

It is a great Building faced about with marble 
. ftones. It was the Sepulcher of Metella wife of 
rich Crajfus. It’s now called Capo di Bove becaufe 
of the Ox heads cut in marble which compofe the 
Cornice that runs about the top of the Moles. 

Entering into it you will wonder at the thicknefs 
of the walls, which are above eight ells thick. It 
was begun to be pulled down,efpcciaUy the great 
marble Hones on the outfide of it, to make up the 
Fontana di Trcvi ; but Cardinal Barberino would 
not fuffer it to be fo defaced. 

Clofe by Hand the ruins of the Pretorium , the fp e j> ret0 
Quarters of the Pretorian Bands, which the Em- rium. 
perors lodged here, a little out of the throng of 
the Town, that they might not occafion fo eaiily 

tumults ; 
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tumults and that they might exercife them- 
felves often in the Circo of Caracalla which was ' 
hard by. 

Circus Co. This Circus was made by the Emperor Caracalla , 
walk. anc j j s t jj e moft entire of all the Circos that were 
in Rome. You fee where the Carceres , or lotting 
place was, where the Meta ; where thcGuglta 
were. You fee how long it was, and the walls yet 
fhow you what compafs it carried. In the midft 
of it ftood that Guglia which now Hands in the 
midft of Piaixa Navona. i faw it lye here broken 
in three pieces, and neglected quite, till the Earl 
of Arundel our late Lord Marjhal , offering to 
buy it, and having already depofited threefcore 
* Crowns in earneft for it, made the Romans begin 
to think that it was fome fine thing, and ftop the 
tranfporting of it into England. At laft it light 
upon a good ftone-fetter, who joyned it fo well 
together, that it now Hands ftreight upon a rare 
bafis t and adorns the very heart of Rome : Thanks 
to that ingenious Archited Cavalier Bernini , who 
fet it up there in the anno fantto , and whom it fee 
up too again in the Pope’s favour Innocent the X. 
which he had loft, by a crack in the roof of the 
Porch of S. Peter’s Church, caufed by the heavy 
fteeple which he had placed upon it. 

Ike temple Near the end of the Circus of Caracalla , Hands 
•f Vertue an old round Temple, with another little Ante- 
and Ho - Temple, clofe joyned to it *, and out of which you 
•°ur. g 0 j nt0 t k e ot her. What if this were the Tem- 
ple of Honour? into which there was no pafTage, 
but through the Temple of VertUe, which was 
joyned clofe to it, as this is : to manifeft, that 
Vertue is the way to Honour. Now it’s certain 
that thefe two Temples ftood not far from the 

Porta 
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Porta Car pern (now called S. Sebapan * s Gate ) a$ 
thefc two do. But I declare that this is but 
guefling. 

Hard by the forefaid old Temple there is an 
Eccho which heretofore (as they fay) would repeat — » 
after you a whole Verfe of Virgil-, but if fo, it 1 “ 

was my fortune to find her when Ihe had catch- 
ed a cold for I could get nothing from her but 
the two laft words of a Sentence. Indeed Aufont- 
us calls the Eccbo the tail of Words ; and Sympo± 
fius faith, that the Eccbo is like a modeft Virgin^ 
which fpeaks nothing but when lheis asked. 

Returning from S. Sebaftians towards the town 
again, I palled by a little Chappel called, Domine 
quo vadis ? and anciently called, Sand a Maria ad 
paps. It’s called Domine quo vadis , becaufe onr Domine 
Saviour appearing here to St. Peter , flying out of quo vtdti? 
the Prifon of Rome , was asked by Peter , /Domine 
quo vadis ? Lord whither go you ? And he an- 
iwered, Vado Romam ut ibi iterum crucifiga r, I 
am going to Rome , there to be Crucified again ; 
which words Peter underftanding rightly, of 
Cbrif\?s fuffering in his Members the faithful Be- 
lievers, returned again to Romc t and was foon 1 
afeer Crucified. In the middle of this Chappel 
are fecn the Prints of our Saviour’s feet in a white 
marble ftone, with an iron grate over them. 

Entring into the Town by S. Sebajlian y s gate, s. Kerens 
1 went on ilreight to the Church of S. Nereus and and Achil- 
Achilleus , of which Church Baronius was Car- leus - 
dinal. The bodies of thefe Saints are under the 
High Altar. Cardinal Barqntus caufed this 
Church to be painted with the Hiftories of Saints 
and Martyrs, to excite others to devotion by 
their Examples. 


Almoii 
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San Sifio. Almofl: over againft this Church, (lands the 

Church of S. Sifio with its Monaftery made fa* 
mous by S. Dominic, who made it his habitation, 
and by whom God wrought many Miracles here*. 
It (lands in a mod unwholefora place called anci- 
ently the Pifcina Publica , becaufe the People ufd 
to walh themfelves here. Here are buried S. 
Sixtus , Lucius , Luc i anus , Sotherus , and Zcpheri - 
ms. Popes and Martyrs.

*J?*Tohn Then following the walls of the Town for a 
La reran’ x S 00 ^ while, I came at lad to S. John Laterals, 
eburcb. Church, the Mother Church of all Churches in 
The Pnfe's the World, and the Pope’s Cathedral. In fay- 
Caxbeirti j n g this I have faid enough and I fay this after 
the words which are written in the architrave o- 
ver the Porch of this Church, and after the Bull 
\ of Gregory the XI. who declared this Church to 
' be the Popes chief feat, and to have the prehemi- 
nency over the other Churches, Orbis & Vrbis j 
even over S. Peter's Church too by name. It was 
built by Conflantine the Great upon mount Callus y 
and dedicated to our Saviour hiinfelf, for whofe 
fake it deferveth the headfhip over all the other 
Churches in the world, as he, to whom it is dedi- 
cated, is the head of all the Eled. Yet it is cal- 
led diverfly by Ecclefiadical Authors. Sometimes , 1 
tBafilica Conjlantiniana, becaufe Conftantin built it^ 
fometimes Baftlica Salvatoris, becaufe it was dedi- 
cated to our Saviour. Sometimes Baftlica St. Jo * 
mn\s t becaufe it was near to the two Chappels 

dedicated 
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dedicated to the two St. Johns , in the Baptitteiy cf 
Conftantine : foraetiraes it was called Baftika St. 

Joannis in Later dno, or St! John Laterals Church* 
becaufe it was built upon the place, where Flau- 
tists Lateranus, the defign’d Conful, had a fair 
Houfe and a Garden, which Mro the Tyrant 
made bold withal, having firfc made bold with 
their Matter by killing him. Now this and the Tacitus 
other great Churches of Rome are called BaJjlka, and. Juve- 
either becaufe they are built after a Royal and naI »* y "» 
ftately manner, or elfe becaufe they are built to ,0 * 
the King of Kings. 

Asfor this Church of S John Later an. It is here K 
that the Pope taketh polFelfion of his Papal charge* 
after he hath been chofen and confecrated Bilhop “ : 
(if he were none before) in S. Peter' s Church. For 
this reafon all the chief Epifcopal functions of the 
particular Diocefe of Rome, are performed here * 
as the confecrating of Bifhops and Prietts,thecon- - ‘ * v ' 

ferring of the Sacrament of Confirmation * the 
Efaptizing of converted Jews and Infidels. For this 
reafon it’s looked upon by the Popes with great 
refpeft, and hath been not only beautified by 
them with cottly decorations, fuch as thofe that 
Clement . the VIII, and Innocent the X. made } 
but alfo favoured by them with great Preroga- 
tives i one declaring by his Papal Decree, chat 
this is the Mother Church of all Churches i ano- 
ther fixing her very Altar it fclf (of wood) on 
which St, Peter and the primitive Popes had of- 
fered Sacrifice ; another allowing the Clergy of 
this Church the Precedency over the Clergy pf 
all other Churches in publick procefilons, and to. 
carry before them two Crucifixes , another fix* 
ing here the Heads of St. Peter and $t. Paul. 
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As for the things inolt to be taken notice of , 
here, they are thefe. 

1. The Soffeta or roof of this Church moil 
richly gilt. 

2. The Body of the Church all made new al- 
raoft by Pope Innocent the Xrfc, as to the infide 
of it. 

3. The rare painting that runs crofs the Church 
from the ftately Organs to the Altar of the B. 
Sacrament, containing the chief aftions of Con- 
ftantine the Great, and other Hiftories. That of 
the Afcenfion of our Saviour, with the Apoftles 
looking up after him, is of the hand of Cavalier 
Giofoppe. The Hiftories and Figures about the 
Chariot of Conftantin, are of the hand of BcUar- 
dino. That of the apparition of our Saviour, that 
of Mount Soratte , that over againft Conftantirfs 
Baptifm, are all of the hand of Paris Romano. 
That of the Baptifm of Conjlantin , is of the hand 
of Cavalier Ricelli. In the Quire of the Canons 
the pitture of S. John is of the hand of Cavalier 
G’tofeppe. In fine, the pifture of our Saviour in 
the very Tribuno , or Abjide , was the firft pifture 
that appeared publickly in Rome , and which was 
miraculoufly conferved in the burning of this 
Church. There are divers other pictures in that 
vaulted Tribune in Mofaic work*, and fome fym- 
bolical figures relating to our Saviour’s Life and 
Paffion, which were much ufed anciently in 
Churches, as you may fee in many other Chur- 
ches, and in the rare Book called Roma So terra - 
nea. 

4. The High Altar here, within which is fliut 
up the wooden Altar, which.§. Peter and the pri- 
mitive Popes mad^ ufe of in faying Mafs upon 
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it, during the Perfccutions, and before they had 
any fetled Churches, S. Silvefter in the dedicati- 
on of this Church, fixed it here, and none can 
fay Mafs at this Altar, but the Pope, or during 
the' Popes indifpolition, fame Cardinal, with a 
particular difpenfation, or dpoftolical Brief which 
ranft be faftncd to one of the four Pillars of the 
Altar, during the CirdinaPs faying Mafs there. 

Over this Altar ftands a great Tabernacle of 
Marble born up by four Piilars, not only ferving 
for a Canopy to the Altar, but alfo for an Area 
to the Heads of S. Peter and St. Paul, which are The Hais 
kept within it, and Ihown there to the People 0 / Pe * 
upon great days through an iron grate which en- p* f” , 
virons them. u * 

5. The Altar of.the B. Sacrament adorned by 
the coft of Clement the VIII, with a curious and 
precious Tabernacle of rich polifhed Hones, and 
with four pillars of Brafs.gilt, about fifteen foot 
high. Over this Altar is the Table it felf upon 
which our Saviour eat the Pafcbal Lamb before 
his paflion, and then prefently inftituted the Ho- 
ly Sacrament, of which the Pafcbal Lamb was but 
a figure. 

<5. The Brazen Tomb of Martin the V. of 
the Houfe of Colonna, who was cjiofen Pope in 
the Council of Conjlance. 

7. The .Tomb of Alexander the III, pf thp 

Houfe of Banditulli in Sitna, neatly adorned by ~ 

Pope Alexander the Vll, who took bis name pf 
Alexander from him. 

8. The Tomb oiLw'.’entms l r alia^ learned Ro- 
man , and Canon of this. Church , , of whom, as 
the rcftorer of pure Latine language after Gcthk 
Bjrbmufnefs, Latwm fang thus.:..,

But it’s ftrange to fee how the Enemies of the 
Popes, give out malicioufly, that this Chair 
(whofeufe we fee fo plainly in the very Cererao- * 
nial of Rome ) was only intended ad explorandum 
fexum , and to hinder the inconveniency of ano- 
1 =• " ther Pope Joanne. For this reafon I think it noc 

amifs 
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amifs to examine a little this Fable of a Ihe Pope, 
or of a Pope Joanne. 

I am not afraid at all to call this a Fable, 7 f? eF *fy 
both for the unlikelinefs of it in general \ as alfo ^ 
for the fufpe&ed authority of its firft broachers \ 
the contrarieties in the ftory •, and the little credit 
given unto it by the learnedeft Adverfaries of 
the Roman Church. Firft, what can be more un- VnlilcU- 
likely than that a Woman Ihould fnrprize fuch a 
wife nation as the Italians are, and fo grofly? what Fi * 
more unlikely, than that a woman ihould pafs 
her youth in thofe fevere ftudies, which are re- 
quired In Popes, without being known to have 
wronged, or difcovered her Sex \ and that ihe 
muft Juft do if, when ihe was in a declining age, . 
at which age Popes ordinarily are chofen ? What 
more unlikely, than that a woman finding her- 
felf great with child, ihould venture to gofo far a 
foot in a proceifion ? What more unlikely, than 
that, if there had been fuch a ihe Pope, the Greek 
Church ( which then was ar odds with the Roman . * 
Churchy ihould have palled it over in filenee, and 
not have upbraided her with fuch a difgracefal 
Paftor, efpecially feeing the. Roman Church had 
upbraided the Greek Church with having an fn- 
mtch for her chief Patriarch ? What in fine more 
unlikely than that there ihcmld have been fuch a 
Ihe Pope fo publickly convinced to have been a 
woman, and that Anajlapus Eibliothccanus who 
wrote the lives of the Popes fome thirty yeafs 
after that pretended time, and who mult have * 
lived in her time, fpeaks nothing of any fuch wo- 
man, or any fuch ftrange accident ? 

Secondly, the firft broachers of this ftory make Enemies

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and fome others of the Emperors fa&ion;fthen 
at variance with the Popes) are the firft that men- 
Ncarfij no tioncd this Fable ; . and Plating who quote} no 
conviction, higher authors for it, grounds a ltory of this con- 
fequence upon no better authority than a weak, 
ft dice, it’s faid. 

Cowadi- Thirdly, the apparent contradi&ions in the 
Xde'litn convince it of faUity : as that this Jane was 
of Fulfil], an Englifli Woman born in Mentz which all' 
men know to be a Rhenifh Town in Germany-.znd 
that Hie had ftudied at Athens in Greece ; which 
long before this time had been ejeftroyed. 

Alverfd. Fourthly, the little credit given to it by the 
riescon- learnedelt Adverfaries of the Roman Church, to 
tg. Vibi° be w ^/ our P r i me Miniflersof France ( who take this 
4 e ' .hiftory for a meer fable,) proves fufficiently that 
. it’s worfe than an old wives tale. For Mr. Bhndel

On the other fide of St. John Later ans.C\vtrcz\x 
ftands the Scala Santa , and the Sand a Sandorum. 
The Scala Santa is called from the Stairs twenty 
eight in all, up which our. Saviour was led in 
his Paflion to Pilate's Houfe. Upon Come of them 
you fee the places where the precious Blood of 
our Saviour had fallen, and for that reafion they 
are covered with little grates of Brafs, which 1 jet 
in Eyes, but keep off Knees : I fay Knees : for 
none go up thefe holy Stairs other wife than Kneel- 
ing, and this out of Reverence to him who often 
fell upon his Knees as he was drag’d upand down 
thefe Stairs. It’s painful enough to go up thefe 
Stairs upon your knees •, yet I faw it done hour- 
ly in the Jubile-year, by continual flocks of de- 
* vout People, both Men and Women j of great 
Condition as well as of great Devotion. Thefe 
holy Stairs were font from Hierufalem to Conftan- 
' tine the Great, by his Mother Queen Helen, to- 
gether with many other Relics kept in St. John 
Laterals Church. They are of white Marble, 
and above fix Foot long. 

the salt*. At the head of thefe Stairs ftands the Chappel 
fanclorum. ca p e d Sand a Sand ovum, becaufe of the holy 
things kept in it. Hence over the Altar in this 
Chappel, are written thefe words.

Upon the Altar is kept the miraculous Pi&Ure 
of our Saviour, it reprefents him about thirteen 
years old, and only his half Body. It’s about 
a Foot and a half long, and its faid to have been 
begun by S. Luke, but ended miraculouily by an 
Ahgel ; others fays that St. Luke having only pre* 
pared the ground, and before he had drawn one 
ltroke, fell to his Prayers to beg of God that he 
ihight draw his Son right, and riling Up again 
he found his Pidure already fmifhea. Hence 
Domenico Magri (a learned Antiquary) is of opi- 
nion, that this Picture of our Saviour is that very 
Picture which Anaftafius Bibliothecarius Sii the life && PeUs 
Of the II, calls Achyropeeta, thatfs, 

without hands. Round about this Pidure goes Ecdefsefii. 
a fet of great Jewels, enriching the ftamtOf it. ci in verb* 
Under the Altar repofeth the Body of St. Atia- Acbjropjn* 
jftatius, of whofe head and Pidure I fpoke above 
in the Defcription of the Church of this &nnt at 
the Tre Fontane. Here are alfo kept the Heads 
Of St. Agnes, and St. Vraxedcs, with tflariy other 
precious Relics. Anciently, (as the Records 
here mention) the Holy Prepuce, or fore-Skb of 
our Saviour was kept here too : but being taktti 
away ih the Sack of Rome by one bf Fdttrb&fs 
Soldiers, it was left in a Country TliWri Called 
« Calcutta, fome fifteen Miles diftann from Ronre t Oila&l

Morning, to fee this precious Relic through the 
Chryftal Cafe, this Count keeps one Key of ir, 
and the Parifh Prieft the other, without both 
which it cannot be feen. 

Triclinium Near to the Scald Santa is feen a famous piece 

Lconit. of Antiquity of Chriftian Rome, called Triclini- 
um Leonvs : where is feen a Mofaic Picture ot our 
Saviour refufeiated, and holding out a Book to 
his Difciples, in which are written thefe words, 
Paxvobis , Peace be to you ; which Picture Leo 
caufed to be made eight hundred years ago, as an 
Emblem of his peaceable return again to his Sear, 
after he had been chafed out by his Enemies. Up- 
on a Pillar on the Right-hand is painted our Sa- 
viour fitting upon a Throne, and giving with one 
hand the Keys of the Church to St. Peter , and 
with the other, the Imperial Standard to Conjian- 
tine the great. Upon the other Pillar on the left 
hand, is reprefented in Mofaic work alfo, St. 
Peter fitting in a Chair, and with one hand giving 
unto Pope Leo the 111, the Papal Hole * and with 
the other the imperial Itandard unto Charlemagne , 
who had reftored this Pope Leo to his Seat again. 

4 From hence palling again by St. John Laterals 

Church, I faw firft the Palace of the Pope here, 
built by th c Sextus Quintus : then the great Guglia 
(with Egyptian Hirogltpbes figur’d upon it) which 
had flood anciently in the Circus Maximus : it’s 
above a hundred foot high, and was brought from 
Alexandria to Rome, by Confiantine the great. 

' Laftly in a low Room joyning to the Church, I 
faw the Statue in Bronze of Henry the IV. of 
Prance , fet up here by the Canons of Sr. John 
Laterans t for having caufed ten thoufand Crowns 
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a year to be reflor’d to this Church, which-was 
doe to it in France. .V'.; .. 

I looked alio into the fair Hofpital which Hands 
hard by the forefaid Church, and fo well fervM 
and tended, that many perfons of quality in their 
Sicknefs defire to be transferred hither, that they 
may be better looked to, than they can be at 
home; Taking the Wall of the old ‘A<Bpdu& of 
Claudius along with me. I went to San Stefano 
Rotondo, Handing upon the Mount Colins too.This 
Church now belongs to the Seminaries of the Ger- 
man College. Upon the round Walls are painted 
curioufly the Martyrdoms of ancient Martyrs.; 
with the divers InHruments of the Heathens, 
wherewith they tormented the poor Chriflians. 

Over againH this Church Hands the Church of 
Santa Maria della Navicella , fo called from a lit.- 
tle Hone Ship which Hands before it, being a vow 
of certain Boatmen. This Church in ancient Au- 
thors is called in Dominica, or in Ciriaca, becaule 
of a Holy Woman called Ciriaca , in whole 
faoufe here St. Zawffice diHributedall the Church 
goods, he, as Deacon, had in his hands, unto thp 
Boor. 

Hard by Hands the Vida of the Duke Mattbei , 
where I law the jVcat-bopife full of curious Statues, 
and cruHed on the outfide with rare aniicxglie. 
Among th£ reH 1 took particular notice of the 
heads of Brutus and Portia, Man and Wife in 
one Stone : the Statues of Cleopatra : of Hercu- 
les : of three little Boys fleeping and hugging one 
another : the Head of Cicero rarely well cut : the 
Statue of Marcus Aurelius, a rare tabic of preci- 
ous Stones. In another Houfe here (looking to- 
wards San Sijlo ) I law the incomparable Satue of 

Andromeda , 
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Andromeda^ expo fed to the Sea-Monlter, it’s of 
pure white Marble, and of the Hand of Otivi&b i 
that other there of Apollo fleaing Marfiar, is an 
excellent piece too, and in white Marble: fo is al- 
alfo that of the Satyr plucking a Thorn out of his 
Foot. The curious Alley, Water-works, Grots, 
Walks, Wetting-places, and the intricate Laby- 
rinth, are all very delightfom. 

Am - Defending from hence I went to the old Arft* 

ititbcstcr. pitheater , called now the Colifeo, becaUfe of 'a 
ColofTean ftatue that ftood in it. This is one of 
the rareft pieces of antiquity in Rome \ and though 
Rome be grown again, by her new Palaces, one 
of the fineft Cities of Europe, yet her very ruins 
are finer than her new buildings. And though I 
am not ignorant how Rome , fince her Ladylhip 
govern’d the World, and was at her greatheft, 
hath been fix feveral times ruined, and Packed, 
by the envy and avarice of Barbarous Nations, 
Rome (Vifegotbs, Wandals , Erules , OJlrogotbs , Totila 
faciei fix who fet fire on Rome 1 8 days together, and the 
whs* Germans under Bourbon ) whofe malice Was fb- 
rr . . great again A Rome, that of thirty fix Triumphal 
tn Arches once in Rome , there remain but four now 
vifibly appearing *, that of ten Thermae anciently, 
but two remain any way vifible; that of feven Cir - 
cos, but one now appears : yet as of/air Ladies, 
there remain even in their old age, fair refts or 
comlinefs : fo the very ruinesof Rome , which ma- 
lice could not reach to, nor avarice carry away, 
are yet fo comely, that they ravilh ftill the be- 
holders eye with their Beauties, and make good 
the faying of an ancient Author, that Roma 
jacens quoque miraculo ejl : Rome is a miracle even in 
its r nines > But to return to the Colifeo 0t’s another 

wonder

wonder of the woila : and I wonder indeed, how 
fuch prodigious ftones could either be laid toge- 
ther in a building, or being laid together, could 
fall. V tfpafjan began it, but Domitian finilhed it CV- 
and Martial flattered it as a wonder which out- 1?',° ce j** 
ftript all the wonders of Egypt and its Pyramids. 

It was of a prodigious height, as that part of it mum prt - 
yet Handing Iheweth. The form of it was round cunSUfa- 
jvifhout^nd oval within, and the outfide of it was ™ io <P** r 
adorned with the three orders, of pillars, great Dfus ‘ 
arches below, open galleries above, both to walk 
in, and to let People into the Amphitheater, and 
out again without crowding, Co that two hundred 
thoufand people could go in or out in half an 
hours time, without crowding. Within, it went 
pp from below by Heps of Hone unto the t6p,and 
afforded room enough to all that world of people 
to fit conveniently, and fee the combats and fports 
that were exhibited in the Arena. Anciently the 
top of it was fet round with ilatues, and in time c 
of great heats or rains, it was all overfpread with ^ 

. great fails.From its roundilh form it got the name 
of Amphitheater , from feeing on all fides. Under- 
neath were the Caves for the wild beafts, out of 
which they turned them Joofe to fight, fometimes 
againlt condemned men, fometimes againlt inno- 
cent Chriftians.^ro made theChriilians be cledin 
fhe skins of Beaftsj and lb to be expofed to Lyons 
and Bears. Sometimes allb Gladiators fought 
pgainit Gladiators j and one Gladiator againft 
twenty others : Nay, the very noble Romans them- 
felves would now and then fight here publickly, 

, either to Ihew fport or valour. And ail this was 
done by the politick Romans , to teach Men not 
to be afraid of bloodlhed and death in time of 
r t wars. 
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wars, with which they had been fo acquainted 
in time of peace. 

The old round mbbage of Brick, which is 
here near the Amphitheater , was anciently a fine 
Met* Su - Fountain called Meta Sudans y ferving for the ufe- 
4vts+ of thofe that came to the fports here. It was all 
faced with Marble, and had a Statue of Jupiter ' 
of brafs upon it. 

TkeTrium. Ward by Hands the Triumphal Arch of Con- 
fUiArcb fiantine the great. It*s all of Marble, with a world 
ef Con- of curious Statues anciently, but now headlefs, 
ft f5l ne and with hiftories in bajfi rilievt. It was ere&ed 
** mt * to him rn memory of his Vittory over the Ty - 
rant Maxeutiuty as to the freer of the City, and 
Founder of publick quiet. As the words here ’ 
import. Liberator i VrbiSy Fundatori Qutetie. 

From hence I went to the Church of St. John 
it.Grego- and Paul and thence to St. Gregor ies Church, 
ties which anciently had been his houfe. They fhew 
Cbmb. us y et t ], e p} ace an( i the Table where this Holy 
Man, in recorapence of his charitable hofpitality 
to the poor, deferved to have an Angel, and the 
Lord of Angels for his Guefts, he treated daily 
here twelve poor Men in honour of the twelve 
Apoftles. In one of the Chappels, you fee a fine 
Statue of white Marble, of S. Gregory in his, 
Pontifical Robes *, it was ere&ed to his honour by 
. Cardinal Baronm y who was a devout admirerof 
him. • : „ 

In the Garden belonging to the Monaftcry of 
St. Gregory there is to be feen a Cave in which 1 
faw upon the wall fome old painting ©f the high- 
eft times of Pagan Rome : Pitiful fluff, yet con- 
siderable for its ancientnefs, v - .>

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From hence I went to the Baths or Tberma, of Antonins 
the Emperor Antonius^ looking more like a Town, 
than a bathing-place. Indeed Ammianus MarceUi- 
ms out-throws me, and calls thefe, and the other 
Tbermtc in Rome , Lavacra in modum Provincia - 
rum exftru&a: Bathing- pi aces built like Provinces. 

And judge whether of 11s hath more reafon, by 
that which we read in the Exceptis Olympiodori , 
where it’s faid, that thefe baths of Antonins had a 
thoufand fix hundred feats of poli/hed marble ; for 
as many perfons to fit and bathe in a-part : nay, 
fome of thofe bathing-places were paved with / ' 
filver, and were adorned fo curioufly with filver 
. pipes for the water, with Statues, Figures, and 
precious Stones, that Seneca cries out i £0 delict a - _ 

rum venimus,ut nifigemmas calcan nolumus \ We , , 

are come to that delicacy that we fcorn to tread ^ 

upon any thing but Jewels : Now thefe Baths .«**> 
fervconly for the Roman Seminaries to recreate 
in. 

Returning from hence between the Mount A - 
•ventin , and the Mount Palatin , I faw the place 
where the Circus Maximus Rood. This was. the circus 
greatefl of ail the Circus in Rome, as its name Maxims, 
mews. It was begun by Tarquinius Prifcus , but 
afterwards much augmented by Julius Cafar and 
Auguflus. It was three ftades long, and four acres 
wide ('the Roman Hade was 625 foot, or 125 pa- 
ces ) at laft ic was adorned with ftatues and pillars 
by Trajan and Rfeliogabalus. A hundred and fifty 
thoufand men could fit conveniently in the three 
open Galleries i one of which was for the Sena- 
tors, the fecond for the Gentlemen, and the third 
for the common People.The two great Obckcksjx> 
wit, that before Porta del Populo, and that before S. 
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John Later arts Hood in it. Under this building were 
many vaulted Caves, called in Latin Fornices^ whctc 
lewd women proftituted themfelves for mony,arid 
fo from thefe Fornices cam® the word Fornication . 

Going from hence to S.Georges Church,! law on 
my right hand, the goodly ruins of the Emperors 
Palace, called Palazx.o Maggiore. It poflefled al- 
moft all the Valatin hill, as the ruins fhew. State- 
ly ruins I confefs : but ruins, and imperial ruins* 
And here I could not but wonder to lee the Par - 
lace of the perfecting Emperors ruined quite,arid 
the Church of the poor Filherman Handing ftiH, 
more glorious than ever. 

Before 1 came to S. Georges Ghurch,I ftept into 
S. Anaftafius Church, which was anciently the 
Temple of Neptune •, and from thence to the old 
Iquare Temple, commonly held to be the Tem- 
ple of Janus Qua dr i for is : and with fome reafou, 
becaufe it hath four doors in it, and twelve Ni- 
ches upon every fide of the fquare out-fid e. The 
four doors reprefented the tourSeafons of the 
year ; the twelve niches, the twelve months of the 
year \ yet others will have it to have been only an 
Arch, or Portic, or a Lodge j and while they 
difputeit. I’ll go on to S. Georges Church ; hard 
by to which Church is joyned an old Arch curi- 
oufly carved in marble, which was erefted here, 
by the Merchants or Goldfmiths, to the Empe- 
rors Severus , and M. Aurelius. 

Near unto this Church of S. George came anci- 
ently the Water of Tyber \ and this water or 
creek of the River was called Felabrum i becaufe . 
men palled over the River here by Boat, and * 
fometime with a little fail, when the wind Hood, 
fair. 


From 
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From hence 1 went to the round C torch of 5. 

Tbeodoro , ftanding in the Foro Boario. This was FcnmSf 
anciently the Temple of Romulus and Remus , be - arium ' 
-caufe it was here that thofe two Brothers were 
expofed, and nourilhed by a flw-wdf, which 
found them here. 

Not far from hence I ftept into the Hofpital of . \\ 
our Lady of Confolation. This was once the 
Temple of Vefia. And here it was that the Veftal He Temple 
Virgins finftituted by Numa) kept the Eternal o/Ve&u 
fire j the extinguilhing of which was held by the 
fuperftitious heathens, fatal to the flate^and there- 
fore they committed the keeping of this fire to 
Virgins of great repute and honour. Thefe Vir- n e Vffai 
gins were to be io years in learning their profef- Virgins, 
fion, i o years more in exescifing ir, and other i o 
years more in teaching it to others. And for this j^chlT 
reafon they had great Priviledges given them. For N umJ , 
if in going up and down the City, they met by 
chance, a criminal man going to be executed, they 
bad power to free him. If any of thefe Vcltals, 
forgetting her felfhad wronged her virginity, they 
would not, out of reverence to her Profeflion, 
lay violent hands on her by the common Execu- 
tioner, but they buried her alive in a low vault 
made for that purpofe. 

From hence I entred into the Campo raccixo , 7[}e c 
and prefently fell upon three Pillarsof admirable VAuino. 
ftru&urej they belonged to the Temple of Ju- 7 he Temple 
piter Stator built by Romulus } the oecaiion was 0 / J u P' tc * 
this, Romulus in a battel againft the &*i/m,feeing^ Utor * 
his men give back, made a vow prefently to Ju- , /T 
piter , that if he would flop their flight and make . 
them ftand to it, he would: build him a Temple} 

Sifie fadamfugetm , fa id he to Jupiter *, the Men 
flood, and Che Temple was built to Jupiter St at or t

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who made Men Hand. Buc this Jupiter Stator 

could not make his own Temple Hand } for it’s 

now fo ruin’d, that Antiquaries are fcarce fore 
where it ftood. 

Clofe to theie three Pillars Hands the Church 
of Santa Maria Liberatrice at the foot of the P ala- 
tin Hill. Why this Church is fo called, both a 
long writing in the Church, and Baronius in his 
Annals, tell at length. 

44 *>7.324 Near to this Church ftood the Lacus Curtu , a 

Locus Cur- (linking puddle which annoy’d the Romans much, 
VC an d which the Oracle allured was not to be ftopt 
up but by calling into it the raoft precious thing 
in Rome. Hereupon the Ladies threw in thtif 
beft Jewels} and the Noblemen every one what he- 
had the molt precious, but all in vain. At laft 
Curtius , a brave young Nobleman, thinking that- 
there was nothing more pleafant than a gallant 
Man i mounting on* Horfe-back in a brave Equi- 
page, in fight of all the People, jump’d into this 
Lake alive, as a Victim devoted to his Coun-‘ 
fww tries Service, and the hole hereupon clofed. I 
others.' confefs a brave Cavalier is a precious Jewel indeed: 
and I remember that a Roman Lady having fliew- 
cd her Jewels to Cornelta the Mother of th eGrac- 
cbi y and having defired her to Ihew alfo her Jew- 
els, (he called for her two young Sons (brave 
ti r a. youths,) and faid, here Madam are my Jewels : 
and in my opinion, Curtius was fomewhat Vainr 
glorious, to think himfelf to be the braveft Man in 
the City. If the Votes and Judgment of all the 
People had declar’d him to be fo (as they did; 
afterwards declare Scipio jslafita to be the bew 
Man of all the Romans } and the Matrons declared 
Sulpitta to be the chafteft Matron of her time,) 
then he might lhave devoted himfelf more freely 
for |iis Countries fafety. Going 
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Going on from hence on the Right-hand ftill, 

I came to the door of barnefet Garden. This Farnefes 
Garden /lands upon the Mount Palaftn , where 
anciently the Emperors had their Palace, which 
lookup all the upper part of this Hill, but not 
all the Skirts of it *, tor I find that the Goddefs 
F caver, and the Goddefs Firiplaca had their 
Temples here, and Cat aim and Cicero their hou- 
/es. Enti ing into this Garden 1 found /ome pretty 
Water- works and grotts at the Entrance, and fine 
high Walks above, overlooking the place where 
the C ircus- Maximus flood anciently. The Scho- 
lars of the Englifi) College in Rome have a piece TheE ”i^ 
of this hill for their Ftnca and recreation place, Vtne 3 vi ' 
to breath on upon days of Vacancy. 

Following ftill my right hand, I came to the 
Arch of Tttus : a Triumphal Arch, eredtedto^^fi 
him upon his viftory over the Jews. Hence you Ticu ** 
fee here engraven in Mcvjo riUevo the faid Empe- 
ror in a Triumphal Chariot, and on the other the 
Holy Candleftick of the Temple of Bierufalem , 
the Ark of the Alliance, and the Tables of the 
Law, which this Emperor brought with him af- 
ter his taking of Ijierufalem t to grace his Tri- 
umph. This is the mo A ancient Triumphal 
Arch in Rome, and it flood in the Vh Sacra which 
went under it. 

Wheeling about the Campo Vaccino, ftill on 
my right hand, 1 came to the Church of San5a 
Franctfca Romanu , other wife called Santa Maria jUcLurJ> 
nuova. Here 1 ft tv the neat Tomb of that Saint ofsr. 
m Brafs gilt, nude at the coll of Pope Innocent I: ramefca 
the X. Here’s alio cut in white Marble, and Ro ‘ nana * 
/landing upon an Altar the Hiftory of the Pope’s 
teturning again to- Rofne * from Avignon, I /aw 
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alfo here a rare Suit of Hangings belonging to 
this Church, and given by the Sifter of Pope In- 
nocent the X. i 

Tb{ Temple. Hard by Hands the Temple of Peace, that 
* ei(C ' is, Tome remnants of that Temple. It was once 
the moft noble of all the. Temples ( as the pil- 
lar before St. Mary Majors great Door, which be- 
longed to this Temple, (beweth) it was 200, Foot 
large, and 300 long: but now little figns of. its 
Beauty remain : Wars and time defacing tjie 
monuments of Peace. It was built by Fpfpajian 
who plac’d in it the fpoils of the Temple of 
rujalem, brought to Rome by Titus. 

Behind this Temple Hands a neat Garden, be- 
longing once to Cardinal P/0, where 1 faw neat 
Water-works. It’s now fold to another Mafter. 
TbeCturcb Going on ftill in the Campo Faccino on the right 

of st. Cot- hand, 1 came to the Round Church of St. Coftno, 
Damk* and St. Damiano , anciently the Temple ofCaJfor 
1 no * and Pollux: becanfe the Romans having feeritwo 
' Men upon fweating Horfes, that told them news 
Vi! of a Battel won by their Confui, and fo vaniflfd, 
they imagin’d them to be Cafkor and Pollux , and 
-uu* thereupon decreed them this Temple. The 
Mofaick work in the roof of the Tribune defences 
your particular attention, for the Symbolical Fi- 
gures fake. 

Going on ftill, I came to the Church of S.t. 
Loren- Lorenz# in Miranda. It was once a Temple de- 
lind Seated t0 Fauflina the Emprefs, by her Husband 
rin *' Antonins. Poor Man! he could not make her 
Me!Ha in an honeft Woman in her Life-time, and yet he 
viu M. would needs make her a Goddefs after her Death. 
Aureiii,# p orc [, 0 f thi^ Church is ftately ftill, by rea- 
fon °f its great marble pillars. 
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A little further Hands the Church of St. ylndri- St. An- 
ano, anciently dedicated to Saturn, who firft drian0 * 
taught the Italians to make Money, and there- 
fore the Romans plac’d their tAirarium Publicum , 
the publick Treafury in this Temple, and had 
their Mint hard by it. 

St. Martinas Church follows, the next ; and in 
a low Chappel neatly adorned, I faw her Tomb \ 
here Hood anciently the Temple of Mars the 
Revenger. 

Before this Church Hands the Triumphal Arch 7* r ■ 
of Scptimius Sevcrus rarely cut with figures in U mpbT 
marble in mezju) relievo. Half of it is buried un- Acb of 
der ground, the other half is fore battered with Sevcrus. 
the air. Who would think the Air and the Earth 
to be devouring Elements, as well as the Fire and 
the Water? But why do I accufethe Air, when 
it’s only time (which taketh 'a pride to triumph 
our Triumphs) that hath battered this Trium- 
phal Arch, and moultered even marble ? 

A little higher on the Hill-fide Hands the little 
Church of St. Jofepb, where I faw in the low $*.Jofeph. 
Grot underneath, the Prifbn called anciently 
Tulltamm, into which Prifon St. Peter anri St. Paul The rHUit - 
were fhuc up. I defeended into the low Dungeon nwn ' 
where St. Peter baptiz’d Procejfus and Martinia- 
nus, his two Keepers, with divers others. The 
Fountain of Water that fprung up miraculoufly 
for that holy function is Hill feen there in the bot- 
tom of that Dungeon. 

Many other brave buildings Hood anciently in TbeComU 
this Fura Romano, worth remembring, as the Co- tim* 
mitiam , or publick place of AlTcmbly ; fo called 
a Cocundo, ic being the great Hail of JuHice, in 
/; which was cre&ed a large Tribunal, where the , 
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Prator four Lord Chief JufticeJ fat in an Ivory 
Chair, called Celia Curulis, and miniftred ju- 
ftice to the People. In this Comitium flood the ftar 
cue of Horatius Cocles } and in the Corners of it, 
thofe of Pythagoras and Akibiades. In this For 9 
alfo flood the Rojlra ( a great Pulpit made of the 
Rofira or brazen fnouts of the Ships won from 
the Antiates ) where Orators ufed tp Plead, and * 
where Tally Thunder’d. Behind the Roftr-a flood 
Romulus his Tomb, and before the hq/lra thp 
Tomb of Faujlus , the Fofter Father of Romulus* 
Mounting up from hence to the Capitol by, tb$ 
Coach- way, l favv upon the fide of the Hill, the 
Pillars that belong’d once to the Temple of, Cotu 
'/ cord built byCamillus, and not far from hence, 
three other pillars of neat Fabrick which belong- 
ed to the Temple of Jupiter Tonans, Thundering 
Jupiter, built there by Augujlus Ctfar, after he 
had efcaped a Thunder-clap- whick.kill dh» Lifc 
ter-man clofe by him. 

TheCapitoU Arriving at the Capitol, I was glad to fee that 
place fo famous in the Roman Story. Its name 
of Capitol came from the Head of a Man ( Caput, 

, • in Latin) found under ground when they, firil 

laid the Foundation here of the Temple of Jupi* 
ter Capitolinas. JuJlus Lypftus , as if he had been 
the Godfather of that Man whofe Head was 
found here, faith, that his name was Tolus^ 
and that from Caput Toll came Capitolium. This 
Head found here portended, that Rume fhould, 
one day be the head of the vVorld. And this 
title is fo universally known to belong to Rome ^ 
that all Authors affirm it, and every petty Arti- 
> fan in Rome will tell you fo:though in falfe Latin, 

*" as one did me, when hearing me praife Rome,

and thinking chat 1 did it not enough, cried out to 
me half in Italian, and half in Latin , Cafpitra,

is the Nobleit Statue in the World * and I was 
going to fay, the nobleft Statue Living; for it - ’ 
feems almoll: to Live and Breath by the Work- 
man’s Art : It is noble alfo, becaufe it reprefents 
a Man fb Noble as Marcus Aurelius , who was a 
double Emperor, being both a great Emperor, 
and a great Philofopher. 

Hard by this Equefiris Statue are feen two Co- 
frffian Statues, pouring out two Rivers, the one 
reprefenting Nilus^ the other Tygr'vs. Over them 
Hands a Statue of Rome fomething like Pallas , 
her Face is of white Marble, her Garments of 
Porphyry.

Ic was called Miliiarum , becaufe 
from it the Romans counted the Miles that werei 
from Rome to every great City of Italy 7 or of the 
Empire, and the firft Mile diftant from this Pillar* 
was called primus ab orbe Lapis \ and fo of the reft,

ftrvmno. is the Palace of the Confervatori , or Sena- 
tors , 1 faw there the Statues of Julius Cafar 
and Augujlus Cafar. Then in the little Court 
I faw marked up upon the out-wall in a Marble 
Stone, the Roman Meafnres, as their Canna, 
Palmo , &c. (as we have all meafur’d by the Ell* 
and Yard,) that all Merchants may know 
where to find whether his Meafure be Lawful 
and Juft, or no. Then the Foot, Hand, Thighs 
and Head, in Marble fcattered here and there 
in this Court, yet all looking as if they had be- 
.1. longed to the great Colojfus of Apollo, made by 
the command of Lucullus. Then the rare Sta- 
tue of a Lyon tearing a Horfe. The Tomb of 
Mamea and Alexander Severus her Son, with the 
Rape of the Sabines upon it in a Baffo Relievo. 
The little Egyptian Idol fet high up over this 
Tomb. The head of the Emperor Commodus in 
Brafs, with a hand of the feme. 

ColonnA 7 . Hard by the Stair-foot as you mount up to 
Roftratt. the Chambers, ftands the Colonna Rofirata , a 

marble 
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marble Pillar fome twelve foot high, decked with 
Stems of Ships cut in Marble, and flicking out of 
the Pillar, with an Infcription in the Bafts below 
in feurvy old Latin . 1 found it fpoke of a Sea- 

Viftory won over the Carthaginians , and of Dk- 
illius j and 1 car’d for no more, becaufe Livy in 
better Latin tells me the reft: to wit, that it was 
Dulius that of all the Romans got the firft Naval 
Vi&ory y and then I eafily concluded, that this 
Pillar was ere&ed to him for that Service. It’s 
almoft as hard a thing to conftrue this old Latin , 
as to have won that Vi&ory \ and therefore l’le 
leave the words to Petrus Cioconius a flegmatick 
Spaniard to comment upon. Yet I learnt out of > 
this Left-handed Latin , this obfervation, that the 
brave Romans of the higheft times, cared more to 
do well, than to fpeak well ; and that the Roman 
Common-wealth was turned towards her decline, 
when fine Language was in vogue. 

8 . Hard by this Pillar ftand mounted two lit- 
tle quarter Cannons : a poor Arcenal for the Ro- 
btan Senators now a-days. '• 

? ■ ■ . 9. Then mounting up fome ten Steps, I came 
into a little Court, whofe Walls are all encrufted 
over with four excellent pieces of Marcus Au- M. Aure- 
relius his Triumph cut in Marble. In one of them h u ? 

Ire triumpheth in his open Chariot : in another lrlUm f bm 
he Sacrificeth : in another he giveth Largefles to 
the People : in the fourth he receiveth the Pre- 
fents of the Romans . They are all lb well cut, 
that you doubt whether it be the Emperof or 
the Sculptors that triumphs here. Indeed the 
Emperor’s Chariot hath got new Wheels of late, 
and his Horfes new Shoos and Feet, elfe all is y\ 
old.

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10. Then going up the Stairs higher, I faw an 
old Plate of Brafs nailed up, in which the Roman

irum ‘ yet kept ; if that be to keep Laws, to keep them 
'-nailed faff to the W all. 

1 1. Then entring into the Chambers and great 
Hall, I favv the Statues of Alexander Farnefe Duke 
of Parma , of M. Antonius Colonna , the Pope’s 
General in the Battel of Lepanto : and of Don 
John of Aujlria Gencralijfimo. I favv upon the walls 
painted in Frefco , the rape of the Sabins , the duel 
of the Tergemmi Fratres , three Brothers againft 
three Brothers, Horatii againft Curiatii : Scevola 

_ holding his hand over the burning Coals: Codes 
defending the Bridge alone againft an Army of 
Men : Scipio, and Hannibal with their fcveral 
Armies, fo rarely painted by Pietro Perttgino , that 
the Romans now arc in love with Hannibal. Then 
the Picture of the fix on ful Brutus commanding 

** the Death of his own $on : that of the Tarqui* 
nit : that of the conquering of the Sabines , &c. 
All pieces as bold as the very a&ions they repre- 
fent. Here alfo in the other Chambers, I faw 
ff ' fome fine Statues, as that of Caius Marius ; that 
of Hercules in Brafs being but yet a Lad ; that 
of Junius Brutus in Brafs ; the heads in Marble of 
Diogenes, Plato, Socrates : the Statues of Cicero * 
Virgil, and Plato ; the Brazen Statue of the 
Wolf that gave Suck to Romulus and Remus* 
But the beft Statue here is that of the young Man 
picking a Thorn out of his Foot. It’s only of 
Brafs, but worth its weight in Gold. The Story 
of it is this. A young Foot-poft bringing Letters 
of Angular Importance onto the Senate,and prick- 
's •' ‘ v : i" ing 
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ing his Foot as he ran, would not ftay to pick 
out the Thorn *, but haftning to Rome with all 
fpecd, delivered his Letters in full Senate prodi- 
gioufly foon, as it appeared by their Dates. But 
then clapping himfelf down upon the ground be- 
fore them all, he began to pick out the Thorn, 
in the pofture you fee him here. The Senate fee- 
ing the hafte he had made, and the pain he 
had endured, decreed prefently, that his Statue 
in that pofture, Ihould be erefted in the Ca- 
pitol. 

Thus the old Romans not having then recom- 
pences enough for well deferving men, or elle 
not willing to recompence them otherwife, 
perfwaded men, that no recompence was like 
to that of a ftatue in the Capitol, or to walk up 
and down the ftreets with a Crown of Laurel , or 
Oaken Leaves upon their heads. Poor Fools ! 

Was a Crown of leaves fuch an honour, when 
even Bawdy-houfes and Privies, faith Tertulhan , Tertul ^ 
were crowned too? Or was it fuch a foli d Coma 
honour to have a ftatue in the Capitol, when Mil it. 
Geeib and Wolfs were honoured fo too? But 
quod, rarum , charum eft. And as Alexander the s ereca j 
Great hearing that the Corinthians would make j.'de Be - 
him a Citizen of their Town, feorned it at firft : »ej 1c. : 
but after he had been affured that they never 
offered that honour eo any man but to Hercules 
and him, he* was well pleafed with that offer : 
fo the rarity of having a Statue in the Capitol 
being an honour granted to few, and thofe well 
deferving men, made men think it the higheft 
of recom pences. Among thofe few, were Scipio , 
for having overcome Antiochus s tAtmilius Lepidus 
for having, while he was but yet a Boy, freed 
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a Roman Citizen in a battel : Metellus for favlftg 1 
the Palladium out of the burning Temple of 
Vefia : Cornelia for having furnilhed Corn to the 5 
People in a dearth, out of her own moneys v’ rf 
and forae few others. ' ^ 

Having thus feen the Capitol, I went into the 
AnCxli. Noble Church of Ara Coeli , which is joyning to 
the Capitol upon the fame hill, and built in the 
lame place where anciently flood the Temple 
of Jupiter Capitolinas , or Jupiter Fcretrius. Here 
it was the Sybille fhewed unto Augujlus Cafar , at 
the birth of our Saviour, that a greater Lord 
than he was born } whereupon Auguflus forbad, 
that any man Ihould call him Lord from that 
time forward. In this Church is the Tomb of 
S. Helen, Mother of Conftantin the Great. 

Defcending from hence by the marble flairs, 
which are a hundred in all, and all fo large, 
that twelve men in a breaft may go up at once ^ ‘ 
Thejtfuits \ came to the Jefuits Church and Houfe called 
c * the Cafa ProfeJJa. The Church is neat and 
capacious, the Chappels well painted, and the 
Ornaments in the Veflry very rich. Under 
the Altar where S. Ignatius his Picture is, lyes 
the body of that Saint, Founder of the Order' 1 
of the Jefuits. Near the high Altar on the Gof- 
pel fide is the T omb of Cardinal Bellarmin. In 
the Houfe of thefe Fathers I faw the Chamber of 
St. Ignatius , now turned into a Chappel, and a 
fair Library. 

Pairing from hence, I flept into a Palace of 
s. Marki S. Mark, belonging to the State of Venice, and 
Palace, the lodging place always of the Venetian Ambajfa - 

i dors residing in the Court of Rome. This Pa- 

lace, as alfo that of the Cancellaria, and that of 
- Farnefe, 
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Fame fa are laid to have been built of the Hones 
that were taken from the great Amphitheater *, 
and yet a great part of it remains Hill } and I 
believe, as much as would make three more fuch 
Palaces. 

From St. Marks Palace I went towards the 
Mount Quirinal, now called Monte Cavello, and Ot'K 
as 1 went, palled through that part of the Town, 
which anciently was called Forum Trajani , and 
there faw that which Trajan himfelf never law, 
to wit, the wonderful Pillar of white Marble e- 
' rcfted there to Trajan, and therefore called Co- Colovm 
lanna Trajana , but never feen by him : For he Xrajana. 
died in foreign expeditions, returning from Per- 
fia without ever feeing it. This Pillar is made of 
four and twenty great Hones of Marble, in which 
are carved the exploits of Trajan, efpecially in 
his Wars again 11: the Dacians. It’s a hundred 
twenty eight foot high, without its bafts, which ' 
is twelve foot high. Within it there are a 
hundred fourfcore and five Hairs, which deliver ^ 
you up to the top of it, and there are forty little 
Windows, which let in light enough for you to 
go up. On the top of all this Pillar were anci- 
ently buried the allies of Trajan the Emperor: 

But Sixtus Quintus caufed, in place of them, the 
Statue in Brafs gilt of St. Peter to be fet up here. 
Heretofore all the balls of it was buried under 
ground in the ruins, but now they have digged 
about it and cleared it } yet by this we may fee 
how much the ftreets of Rome are higher than 
they were; Rome now being built upon the ru- 
ines of Rome. 

From hence going up the hill, I came to the The Paine 

Palace and Garden of Aldohrancimi. The Houfe °f Aldo * 

brandim. 
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is but little, yet neatly furnifhed with Statues and 
Pi&ures. Some whereof are thefe : AnoldPi- 
dore made in the time of the Pagans, reprefent- 
ing a Marriage after the old Romans falhion. 1 
take this to be the ancienteft Pi&ure in Kowr,and 
the rarity of it is fo great, that Cavalier Poxxo (a 
brave Gentleman ^nd a great tfrtuofo^got leave to ' 
copy it out,and this copy is to be feen in the houfe 
of his Brother, among other rare curiofities, near 
St. Andrea della Falle. Next after this I was fhown 
in the forefaid Palace, the true Pidurc of Mar - . 
tin Lutber : A rare St. Sebaftiatt in the Chappel, 
of RaphaePs hand : Upon the Stairs a Statue of a 
Man hanging by the hands, with great (tones at 
his feet, weighing him down ; A torment ranch 
u(ed by the Heathens, and pra&ifed by them up- 
on Chriftians: With a world of other Pi&ures 
and Statues in the Chambers, 
jjr p »Uce From hence I went to Cardinal Maxjjvr'mi ' s 

tf Mazza- Palace, and there few in the Garden the famous 
Pi&ure of the Aurora, made by Guido Rheni, fa- 
mous over all Rome. In the Court of this Pa- 
lace, I few the belt riding Mafters of Rome teach 
young Gentlemen to ride the great Horfe : But 
1 found them here far (hort of the Mafters in , 
Francc y both for good Horfes, and good Scho- 
lars, and graceful riding. In the feme Court, 
in the Summer Evenings, they play at Ballon , a 
manly exercife much ufed in Italy, and far more 
gentile than our rude Foot-ball Sport. 
trope’s Near to this Palace ftand the Pope’s Stables* ^ 
sublet. w he rc i faw all the Genets that had been preferr- 
ed to the Pope, (race his creation, by the King 
of Spain for the Kingdom of Naples \ every ... 
year one, with a Purfe of Gold. The other 

Horfes 
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Horfes here were only Coach- H or fes } for when 
the Pope goes any whither abroad upon publick 
Ceremony, the Cardinals and Prelates upon Mules, ' 
and the Noble-Men of Rome upon their own Hor- 
fes, wait upon him : and when he goes out of 
Town, his own Horfe-guards attend him. 

From hence I was prefently in the Piazxa of 
Montecavallo , where 1 faw the two Famous i/iomcc *- 
Horfes in Marble, with each one a Man holding vaiku 
him ; they were lent to Nero for a Prefent by 
Ttridates King of Armenia. In the Pedeftal of 
theft; flatues are written, under the one of them. 

Opus Pbidia : under the other. Opus Praxitelis. 

It’s faid that thefe two Horfes and Men were 
made by thefe two ancient Sculptors of Greece , to 
reprefent Bucephalus , and Alexander the Great. 

However thefe Horfes give name to this Hill i 

and w hereas it was formerly called Mans Oidrina- . t 

//j, it’s now. called Montecavallo. Upon this Hill 

flood anciently the Therma Conjlantiniaua , or .ah 

Baths of Conjlantin the great, of which there 

are feen fome remnants in the garden of Colomur, 

which lies behind the wall of this Piazjut. 

Over againit the forefaid Horfes Hands the 
Pope’s Palace where he ordinarily lives in Sum- P : Fo P t ' s 
mer. The. houfc is a noble flru&ure, and the S u ™* ter 
rooms Hardy : but 1 faw nothing rare in them 
but themfelves. The Garden of this Houfe is 
curious for fine Walks, Hore of Fountains, and 
the cool Grotta under great lhady Trees, where 
there are fine Water- works, and an Organ play- 
ing without any fingers to touch it. Over a- 
gainfl: the back-door of this Garden Hands the 
Novitiate of the Jefuits, with the neat new 
Church, and fine Gardens. 

Returning 
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Returning from hence, I flept into the Church 
of St. Sylvefter, over againft the Palace of Max.- 
zarina belonging to the Theatins ; and there fiw 
the Tomb of Cardinal Bentivoglio, the modern 
Livy of Italy . The Garden here Handing in a fair 
Propped, is very pleafant and delightfome. 

Defcending from hence, by a private Street, I 
went to St. Agatha's Church in the Saburrd near 
the foot of the Quirinal hill. The Body of St. 
-dgatba lies under the Altar. Before the door of 
this Church are Pome ancient Statues of Pome lit- 
tle Boys, in the habit of a Prcetexta, a habit be- 
longing to Noblemens Children. 

From hence, paffing by the Church of Madon- 
na del monte (a Church of great Devotion), I 
went up the Hill to St. Peters ad vincula ; where 
I faw the famous Statue of Mofes fitting. It’s of 
white Marble, and adorning the Tomb of Julius 
Sccundus. It’s enough to tell you that it was made 
by Michael Angelo, and admir’d by all Sculptors. 
Here’s near unto the door of the Church, an 
Altar with the Statue of St. Sebafiian , at the ere- 
cting of which, the Plague ceaPed in Rome, faith 
Baronius. In the Sacrifty of this Church I Paw 
the Chains in which St. Peter was fetter’d in Pri- 
fon i and which make this Church to be called 
St. Peter ad vincula. 

St. Martino in monte follows next, and is a 
neat Church now. In a Cave below there were 
two Councils held by St. Silvejler in the primitive 
times of Perfecution, as the words upon the wall 
as you dePcend into the Cave, and Baronius tefti- 
fie. It’s Paid that in this place was exerciPed the 
firft publick Profeflion of Chriftian Religion.

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. j., Then to the Chinch ©f St, Praxedes , where St. Prax- 
1 faw the Pillar at which our Saviour was cdes * 
whipp’d. It’s a low round Pillar of fpeckled T . 
Marble. It Hands within a little grate of Iron, at which'

tells you,that it was brought to Rome from Hieru- our was 
falem four Hundred years ago, by Cardinal Co- wbi fP'^ 
loma. Iji the midft of the Church is a Well 
(now covered) where St. Praxedes hid the Relics 
.and Bodies of Martyrs. In another Chappel I faw 
thePidure of the defcent of our Saviour from the 
Crols, made by Guido, In the Balconies above 
in the Pillars, I (aw, by fpecial favour, many 
curious Relics. 

From hence I went to St. Mary Majors Church, Slnu Mx . 
fo called, becaufe it is the greateft of all the r ia Mag- 
Churches of our Lady in Rome. It’s built upon giore. 

, the Monte Effiuilino, and upon the place which 
‘ was covered miraculoufly with Snow upon the 
fifth of Augufi. Jhe Hiftory of it is known by ^ ' 
f the Solemn Feafl in the Kalender, called Sanffa 
Maria ad and it is expelled in the old Mo- 
(aick Pidpres, which arc let here in the Wall 
over the Pillars that bear up the roof. The moll ecnaS 
remarkable things I faw here were thele, 3?-

C onjlan* 
tine the great. It Hands ne?r the Walls of the 
Town in the end of the Mount Cxlius. Hard by 
o it appear fome Prints of the Temple of f'euus 
;Ss in bh and Cupid, which the faid Emperor ruined, to 
Ann&is. build a Church in-the place of them, m honour 
Of the Holy Crofs, and fo repair the injury which 
the Infidels had done to the Hoi? Crofs in Hie- 
rufalem , by placing the Statue o£ Femw «ipon 
MountCalvary, and ftrivingto blpt out the name 
of Mont Calvarie, apd bring in that, of Mont 
jTenerie.

Gate of St. Law-ewe through .which (went to 5 w

- Returning again into the Town, Iflept into 
>St. Antonies Church and Hofpital, near to St. Ma- 
ry Majors , before which Church Hands a Pillar 
with a Crofs upon it, erected here upon the coii- 
verfion of fienry the IV. of France. 

♦Paflingbehigd St. Mary Majors, l went to San- 
ta Pudentianas Church, Handing in the ancient 
flree? called Ytcus Patricias. This Church was 
built upon the place where the houfe of Pudens 
a Senator and Father of St .Tudentiana lived. And 
here it was that St. Peter , at his firH coming to 
Rome lodged, having Converted this Pudens and 
his two Daughters, Tudentiana and Praxedes. 

> Here I faw thefe things. 

‘ 1 . The dry , Well i^to which St. Tudentiana put 

many Relics of Martyrs to conferve them. I 
looked into it y/ith a lighted Taper let down in 
a Hring \ and faw many curious Relics desked up 
in the Jide of the wall. * r

MaCs at his being here. • 

3. The two Marble Statues of our Saviour and 
St. Peter. They are both excellently well cut, 
and pcrdiance by .rare Olivieri.. '

back of the Altar in white Marble, curioufly cut ' 
by Olivieri in a lajfo rilievo , teprefenting the.a- 
doration of the Magi. ' ' 

Near the high Altar, is the Pi&ure of. the 
forementionc.d Senator Pudens , in his Scnatofs 
. Robes* ' 

From hence I went to *St. Lorenzo in Panifpcr- St. Lau- 
m.i. Here it was that St .'Laurence \vh broiled up-^ en *° *» 
on a Gridiron, by the command of the Emperor ^ n ' rpcr * 
Decius , who{e Palace flood where this Church ' * 
now (lands. Upon the wall of this Church is 
painted die Martyrdom of St. Laurence in Frefco , v . 

Here lie buried the Bodies of St. Bridget a 
Holy Virgin of Scotland j and of the Cardinal 
iSirletus. ' 

Going from hence by a little unfrequented 
flreet, running under the foot of Afontecavallo , 

I came to the Church of St. Vitalvs , which Hands Vitalii,’ 
joinedjto the Garden of the jefuits Novitiat. Ids 
faid, that the Tcm pic of Quiriniii or Romulus 
flood here, and that it was here that Proculus - • 
(wore he faw Romulus after his death, who bid 
him go tell the Romans , that he would be ado- 
red by then} under the. name of Qisirimis : When _ •> 
indeed it was thought that the Senators had torn 
him ill pieces in the Senatc-Houfe, and carried s * Plu- 
away under their Gowns, every one a piece of tarcl1 * 
him ; and finding the People to mutter much at 
Jus not appearing, had got this Proculus to depofe 
1 4 • Gg j as 
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as above ; and lo quieted the People, y? ho are 
as eafily pacified again with a vain tale£ as Hit- 
red up with a fond rumour. 

Z.nvuTm* From hence I went to the Quatro Font an 
• J3: * which ftand at the head of four Itreefs which 
meet here. Thefe Fountains ilTue out fiom four 
Statues which Ije here in cumbent poftures.j and 
they were made here by Lepidus. 

Then following that fair ft reet, ! went. to Sat i* 
s ibis Ma -ta Marta della Pittoria , fo called from the Victo- 
ria ry won at the Battel of Prague. The Flags and 
Vicuna. Cornets taken in this Battel, are fet round about 
the Church. In one of . the Flags over th# door, 

4 found Crofs Keys, Cardinals Caps, Miters and 
Priefts corner’d Caps, all turned topfy turvy, 

. with this fingl^ motto, Extirpentu/. Here are ve- 
ry neat Chappels, efpecially that orf the left hand, 
where is feen the reprefen tation of S.Tcrefa woun- 
ded by a Serapbin. It*s an admirable piece of 
j Bernini . In the Convent you fee painted in a Sa- 
la , the Battel of Prague , and in the Sacrifty, a 
Sepulcher of our Saviour all of Ivory, .extraor- 
dinarily well wrought. 

Before the door of the aforefaid Church, ftandi 
the great Fountain., called Fontana felice ,. where 
the. Aquedudt of Sixtus Quintus ( who before his 
afliimption to Ecdefiaftical Dignities, was called 
in his Monaftery Fra Felice) disburdeneth it felf 
into a great ftone Bafin, and from thence is car- 
ried into divers parts of.the Town. 
the Gar- From hence I went to the garden 6f Montalto , 
ien tf which is hard by. This is one of the belt gardens 
Montalto. j n Rontc^ and therefore.deferves well to be feen. 

At your entrance into it, you fee a round table 
of a blewilh Hone, upon which the Arms of the 

. Houfe.

Houfe of Montalto are engraven, at which, while' 
yon gaze curioufly and near athand,the Gardiner, * 
by prefling his foot upon a low Iron Pump, un- 
der the Table, pr^Tecb out water on all fides 
that round Table, and welcometh the ftranger9 
that come to fee his 'Garden.

Then mounting into the little Palace near the 
door, I faw divers good Pictures and Statues* of 
the HodTe of Montalto % and others.

There alfo f ftw the Pifture o P'David killing 
Goliath : It turns upon a frame, and Ihews you 
both the forc-lide of thpfe combatants, and theit 
backlides too, which other Pictures do not. Hdre 
are curious Urns:-, the crue Bujlo of Sixtus V. a 

* Tabernacle of rich lloftes. There is a Pifture 
in Hones of feveral colours, which held one way, 
reprefents nothing blit a bunch-of Herbs *, but 
held up another way, it reprefents a Mans head 
and face* In line, 'here is jgthis little Palacey 
a neat Library in a ! Cool roonv over the door of 
which, on the inlidc, are: written thefe' words

Defcending agaih into the Garden, f faw ftore 
of wetting-fporcs, and waterworks, moll: curt* 
oufly contrived, and moll (lately walks.

This Church and M6na(lery are 
built upqp the Ruins of the Baths of Diocletian. thfBstbs 
For this cruel Ernperor with his afFociaie Maxi - °t Diocle " 
man, condemned Forty Thouland Chriftians to tian * 
work in this Building, for the fpacc of fifceeqi 
years together, -and afterwards condemned many ^ 

. ; G g 4 Thoufands 
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'Thpufands of them to death for their Religion, 

» Thus Men work for Tyrants. But fuch is the 
wonderful providence of God y ChurchesofGhri- 
ftlans qow ftand where Ghriffians.were condem-. 
jied to death and torments. The Blood of tbefe 
Martyrs was but the feed of Chriftians, and when 
Diocletian condemned Chriftians to work here, 

' methinks he did but bid them go lay the fount 
dation of a > Monaftery for Carthufians y And of a 
Church for the worlhip of that God he lb much 
perfecuted. 

l%t Pope's Having feeri this Church and Monaftery, I 
Grin tries, went to lee the Pope’s Granaries, vaft buildings, 
two ftories high,* and always full of Wheat for- 
the prefent ufe of the whole Gty. A world of 
Officers and Overleers belong to thefe Granaries x 
and are always turning over, and keeping the vaft: 
heaps ol Wheat from fpoiling and corrupting. 
By fticking up Canes in the heaps of Wheat, 
they can tell, linelling at the end of thefe Canes,' 
whether v the Whatt begin to moiften«and corr 
rupt, or no, ancroccordingly give order cither 
to turn it and air it, or prcfently to give it out 
* ' to the Bakers : Thefe Granaries were aifo built 
upon the ruins of Dioclctians Baths. 

TbeCtureh From tbele Granaries l went to the T own Gate 
of st, Ag- not far ofl^ called Porta Pi a, and from thence 
nes * (freight along for a good mile, to St. Agiefes 
Church. Under the high Altar rcpolcth the 
body of that tender Virgin, who being, as inno- 
cent as her name, fufferea Martyrdom at thir- 
" teen, and triumphed over the World before Ihe 
could know it. 

Clofe by ftands the Church of S.ConJlantia-a- 
BOthcr holy primitive Virgin, Here I faw the 

Famous 
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famous Tomb, commonly called Bacchus his 
3 T omb r but falfely, feeing it was the Tomb of S. 
■^Conjlantia. It’s a vail area, orChell of one Pdr- 
phyry Hone, above half a Foot thick* and fix 
Foot long. It’s all cut on the outfide with a bajfo 
■ rilievo 'm a moll admirable manner. 

From hence crofling over the Fields, I went Bur 
• to Burghefn Villa and garden, which are la little 7 pUft 
half mile from the Town. This is the greateft 
Villa that*s about Rome. For here you have (tore 
of walks, both open and clofe, Filh-ponds^vaft. 

Gages for Birds, thickets of Trees, ftore of Foun* V 
t tains, a Park of Deer, a world of Fruit-trees, , ;: 

Statues of all fi2es, ; Banquetting places, Grotta\ 
Wettrng-fports, and a (lately Palace adorned 
with fo many rare Statues and Pi&ures, that their 
Names make a Book in Odavo, which 1 refer 
you to. As for the Palace it felf, it’s compafled 
p on both fides, by a fair femi-circle of Statues, 

V which Hand before the two doors, like old Pena- 
tes and hares. The Wall of the Houle is over- 
crufted With- a world of Anticallie , or old Mar- 

- ble-pieces of Antiquity : As that of Curtins fpur- 

ring into the Vorago : That ofEuropa hurried a- 
way by Jupiter, become a Bull, with a world of 
fuch like Fables.

Here alfo hang two * 
great Pi&ures, the one reprefenting a Cavalcata 
when the Pope goeth abroad in Ceremony j the 
other a Cavalcata, when the great Turk goeth

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‘ 2. In another Room Hands the S tattle of one 
of the famous Gladiators anciently, who fought 
alone againft twenty others, and being wounded 
to death, fecms to threaten with his looks all his 
Beholders. 'It** terribly well made’. i 

3. In one of the Chambers above, is the head, 
in Profile, of Alexander the great, cut in Marble. 

4. In another Room below I faw the Stattfe 

of Seneca bleeding to death. It’s of a black (lone 
like Jeat, than which nothing can be blacker but 
the crimes of Nero the Magtfiricide, who put this 
rare man, his Mailer, to death, . 

5< The Statue alfo of Daphne and Apollo in *A* 
labaltar ; Apollo running after Daphne, and Ihe ' 
ftiffening into a Tree, being overtaken, her Fin- 
gers (hooting into Branches, and her Toes into 
Roots, are admirably well done. It mult be 
BeminQs work. * 

- 6 . The Statue alio of tAEneas carrying his old 

.Father Ancbifes upon his Back, out of burning 
Troy. . The young Man is brawny and ftrong^ 
the old man is made lean and weak : As alfo the 
young man (hews a great deal of tender affe&ion 
towards his Father, and the Father as much fear 
in his looks. 

■ 7. The Statue alfo of. David flinging at Go* 
liah. He firownsfo terribly as he flings, that you 
would (wear he intends to fright him with his 
looks, and then kill him with his fling. Thefe 
.two lad Statues are alfo of. the hand of Cavalier 
Bernini. 

8. In another Chamber above- I faw the great 
Chair which locketh fad any Man that fitteth 
down in it. It*s faid to be a Chair of Revenge, or 
a Trap-chair for an Enemy : But methinks it 
* would 
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would be -a fine Chair for a rcftlefs Student ; or 
a Gofiiping Wife. ^ . 

I faw here alfo forae toys for young men ; as 
the Clock, which being wound up, playeth a 
tuneable Dance, and little Men and Women of 
Iron painted handfomely, dance in a ring to that 
tune, by vertue of the Wheels. The Fools Pa- 
radife reprefenting firft a fine green Garden of 
Flowers, then a Palace, and laftly a neat Libras 
is made alfo to recreate Children. 

Returning from this Mia by the back door 
which lcacfeth to the Porta del Populd 9 , I ftept in- 
to the Church of Madonna del Populo. This Miiotnu 
Church hath been much beautified of late by Pope del Populo: 
Alexander the VII. becaufe .of fome of hi$ Ance- 
stors buried here. Here I law the famous llatue • 
of Jonas, made by the command of Raphael Vr- 
bin, who Ihewed the Sculptors of his time how 
perfectly he po defied the Theory of Sculpture, 
if he would but have dirtied his fingers with ., 
that dirty Art. In a Chappel near theGofpel ■ ' B 
Ikle of the high .Altar, I faw.41 good Picture - of 
the hand of Guido Rheni. Where now the high 
Altar Hands, flood anciently the Tomb of Nero. 

Going on from hence on the left hand, to- 
wards the Piatzadi Spagna, I fir ft palled by the 
great Guglia, or Egyptian Pyramid, carved all o- 5 
ver with Hieroglyphs. It’s looked upon by three 
ftreets, and feen afar off. Then paffing a little 
further, I came to the Greek Church and College, 7le Greek ' 
where, upon certain days,! faw their Ceremonies, 
and heard the Mafsfung in Greek, after the Greek 
.manner*. Thefe Grecians are in union with the • 

* Roman Church j and have a Seminary of young 
of.’; - Students 
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Siudents of their Country, maintained by the 
Pope to return to their Country in Million. 

Mounting from hence on the left hand to the • 
top of the Hill, by the Coach way, I went into 
The viiu of the Villa of the great Duke, where I faw the 
the greit neat Gardens with Fountains, two or three huge 
Puke. y e ff e i s 0 f Marble, and ftoje of Statues, both in ; 

the Palace, and in the long Gallery. That of- 
- the two Gladiators wreftling : That of the Clown 
whetting his Sithe, and hearing the Confpirator*: 
of Cat aline fpeaking of their' Conspiracy, whiqfe" 
he difeovered, is one of the belt pieces of Sculp- 
ture in Rome . That of Cupid and Mentis are ad- 
’ * mirable. From the Chamber-window of this 

Palace, you have a perfect fight of Rome under 
you. In the Garden there is a little Guglia, with 
many other Curiofities. ‘ 

Going out from this Garden, by the back door, 

I ^rolled over the Street, and was presently, at 
Yiiu Lu- the back door alfo of .the Vida Lndovifut y belong- 
dwifii. ing to the Prince Ludovifio. This Villa (lands in 
an excellent air, being feated high. There are tw«r 
Houfes in this Garden, and both furnUhed with 
exnuifitc Rarities. That which (bands near this 

backdoor, afforded me thefe curiofities. A: rare 

Tbe fird Pi&ure of the BlelTed Virgin Man r, made by 
ifouft, Guido Rheni. It’s the bed Pidureof her that e- 
ver I faw. A Rich Cabinet, with the Pifture of 
Pope Gregory XV. in a Cameo, and other rich • 
Stones adorning it. A neat little Clofet full of 
divers rarities \ as a true Hydrct s skin witbieyeB&i 
necks, a petrified fungus: The true Figure of 
, * Francis the firtt of France, with That alfo of hi* 

"Phyiician, both made by Laurenzo Vtnct , and • 
eftcemed rare pieces, with many other little cu- 
? riofities. 
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riodties. I n another Room, the heads in white 
marble, of Gregory the XV. and bis Nephew 
Cardinal Ludovifio. A Chamber full of curious 
Glares. Upon the Stairs a little dug fo ' joavicn 
with a Quiver of Arrow?, that another little Cu r 
fid is forced to hold them up behind him. But 
yiat which is the moft rare thing In this rilla y or 
perchance in any in Rome , is the incomparable 
bedftead which is feep in one of the Chambers of 
this Palace. It*s all of precious ftones, and va- 
lued at an Hundred Thouland Crowns. The four 
Bed-pofts are all of Oriental polifhed Jafper. 
The reft of it is of other rich Stones ^ but the 
head of it exceeds far the reft, for Riches and- 
Art, efpecially the midft of it, where the Arms 
of the Family of Ludovifio , are curioUfly- fet in 
rich Stones of feveral colours, according to the 
colours of the Coat of Arms. , Here you have 
bunches of. .Grapes, fome red, fome white, but 
all of rich Stones. Here are vaft jJmethyJis^ one 
fquare, another round in pyramidal form. Here 
Phaeton • in his Ciiariot in a Cameo y with the 
Wheels of his Chariot of precious Stones ; and 
a world of fuch rich work, which makes his'Bcd- 
ftead th e nonplus of art and magnificence. I dp 
not know for^lPthat, why Beds /hould be matte 
of Stones, thoiigh precious ones? If it be for the 
Princefs of this houfc to be brought to Bed in, 
it portends unto her a hard labour ; if to lodge 
in it the everlafting fame of the gi eatuefs of this 
Family, it is a vain labour , ieeing precious 
Hones will moukcr away in time, as other Hones 
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head and the other parts lie jumbled up together 
in the Box. . If you- ask me why they do not put 
this Body into fome Tomb, to bury it, I anfwer 
you, that it needs no other Tomb than this cruft 
of Stone. Indeed I never faw a body fo neatly 
intoinbed as this: You would fwear that this , 
Tomb is a pure Juft aucorps rather than a Tomb: 

It fits as clofe as if a Taylor had made it. And 
that you may not -think it an impoflible thing that 
men ihould be thus petrified, I muft mind you 
what Ortelius faith, that upon the Mountains ii* ' Ortelius 
tuated in the Weftern parts of Tartary are fecn *'» Tab. 
figures of Men, Canllnels, Sheep and other Beafts, Ge °$ r *?b. 
which by an admirable Metamorphofis, were 
changed into Stones, about three hundred years ‘ 
ago. And Ariftotle himfelf fpeaks of men petri- Ariftot. 
fied in the hollow cave of a Mountain near Per- lib.it an. 
gamut. Ii^huother Chamber ftands a great Clock c ; S°* 
of brafs, gilt, h tall as a man, . and i* ftands in- 
deed j for I think it. hath not gone fince it went 
out of Germany to Rome. They tell us pretty 
things that this Clock did, when it was young i 
but now it cannot fo much as ftir its hand : Thus 
time calhiers at laft its own Heralds •, and break- 
eth the Clocks by which we know her. In ano* 
ther Chamber of this houfe I faw a new Statue 
in pure white Marble, of the rape of Proferpina ; . * 

Ilfs of the hand of Bernini. In another Room I 
faw the rare Statue of Ceftius Marius , killing 
himfelf with his dagger, upon fight of his dead 
Daughter, who had killed her .felf for fear of 
falling into the hands of a luftful Emperor. De- 
feending from hence into a long low Gallery of 
Statues, I found here fome very good ones as 
that of Junius Brutus , of of Domitiars. tkc.

Fontana de T revi, and in my way, faw divers 
ftately Palaces, inhabited by Cardinals, becaiife 
tChey ftand near the Foot of MoritecavaHo , where 
^ .the Pope refides. This Fountain of Trove hoc 
" yct-finifhed, a* to the itrudure that . was intend- 
ed y bat only the water is brought hither, and in 
that quantity, that it feems to make three little 
Rivers, at the three mouths, oiit of which it . 
gufheth. 

7h Niiro- From hence I went nearer unto the foot of thfe $ 
nites Col - hill Montecavallo, and ftegp into the College of 
H e ' the Maronites, in whofe Church I heard them 
linging Mafs in tbeir own language,, and after 
their own rites, as the Ghriftians of Mohnc Liba- 
ms have immemorahly ufed to do, Their lan-r • 
guage is Arabic, and they ' have always kept 
• themfelves free from Herefies y and in Union 
with the Roman Church, thefe five Hundred 

* ' years. -* ' r - 

- From hence I went to the Churclrof the SS* 
j. • wo- jjpqfiofy built in honour of the Twelve ApOftlesi 
byConJtcmtmcxhe Great, who in honour of thofe 
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Holy Apoftles, carried ouc of the Foundation, 
twelve Baskets of Earth, upon his own Shoul- * 
ders. In this Church lies buried, St. Philip and 
Jacob, two Apoftles. In the Piazza before this 
Church, (land four fine Palaces j that of the 
Prince Colorna, that of Cardinal Ghifi, that of 
Cardinal Sforza, and that of file Signori Muti. 

Croiling from hence into the Co'rfo,. I took an The Cerfi, 
txa£t obfervation of this Street, which is the 6ur- 
cft in Rome. It’s called the Corfo, becaufe here 
it is that they make Horfes run againft Horfes, 

Jews againft Jews, Boys againft Boys, and the 
like, in Carneval time. Here alio it is that the 
Mafcarades march in Carneval time, and make 

• themfelves and others merry : : And all this is al- 
lowed the ‘ Italians , that they may give a little 
Vent to their Spirits, which have been (lifted ia 
for a whole year, and are ready elfeto choafc 
With gravity and melancholy j mod men here 
living alone in their Houfcs and Chambers, if 
our Statelmen in England had gone on in tht 
courfe their wife Anceftors had (hewed, and had 
iuffered, as they did, (omeiioneft recreations to 
the People, as Bowling, Shooting, Racing,^, 
to give vent to I their active Spirits, we . had all 
‘been happier: But while both the Tribunals- 
and the' Pulpits thundred ouc againlt moderate 

• Recreations and Aftemblies, out of Fear and 
Fadion ? they made the humour of the Englilb 
men grow fo fowr and Bitter, Ghat nothing wouU 
pleaft them, but flat Rebellion, and Fanatidc 
Herefies. Now here in Rome, once a year, in 
Crfwmdtime, every one vents his humour’ ac* 
cording to his fancy, .and (asitfeems) accord* 
tfg to his need. Qne plays the podor of the 
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Law, and goes up and down the ftreets with his 
* Book in his Hand, deputing with every man he 
meets, and uttering pure rallery : And it by 
chance two fuch Do&ors meet, they make (port 
enough for half an hour, by their abufing one 
another. Four of thefe pretended Doctors, with 
their Gowns and Caps on, and their Books of the 
Codex before them, got an Afs into their Coach, 
who had al(b another Book before him \ and 
thus they went along the ftreets, ftudying and 
turning oyer their Books. Another takes him- 
felf to be a grand Cyrus, and goes a Horfe-back, 
with a rich Ttrfsan Habit, and Plumes highly 
mounted. One went a Foot gravely, with a 
Cloak on, and cried a Secret againjt Mice, and 
opening his Cloak, (hewed a Cat that he had un- 
der his Arm , another went up and down the 
ftrect, combing his Hair like a Spaniard, (aluting 
. the Ladies, and twirling up his Muftaches with a 

flayed gravity. Some go in Coaches and there 
play on Inftruments : Others go on great Carts, 
with little ftages of boards thrown upon them, 
and there aft little Plays as they go along, aid 
abufe Tradefmen. One rides like a Phyncian 
upon a Mule, with a world ot Urinals hong 
xound about him. Others ride gravely through 
the ftreets, with great Cloak-bags behind them, 
i as if they came from Pokmia. Some Princes 
here make glorious Cano's, with four Horfes on 
a breaft, drawing them, and with rare Pageants 
upon them, and a great train of Horfcmen and 
Trumpeters clad exotically, accompanying the 
Carro in a moft glorious manner. Some Noble*, 
men of highelt Quality, as Dukes andPrinces, 
I have feen going a Foot, pelting, 
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plumbs, thofe that were in Coaches and Win- 
dows, and angering them wkh'their fugar affronts. 
But never did any Mafcarade pleafe like that fpe- 
culative Italian , who mocked both the French 
and the * Spaniards at once, by walking up and 
down the ftreet, ctyd half like a Don, and half 
like a Monftcttr. One fide of his hair hung down 
in a long curled lock, powdered white : The ci- 
ther fide was black and fweaty. Half of his 
beard was turned downwards : The other half 
was turned up with Irons, and twirled in like the 
hilt of an old Dagger. One eye was bare, and 
the other had a Glafs or half Spe&acle before it, 
held on by a fmall wire from under his Hat. 
Half bis Hat was a narrow three finger^d-brimM 
Hat, with a little half Feather upon the Brim : 
The ocher half of it was a broad Brim, with- 
out fo much as a Hat-band. One half of his 
Band about his neck, was of a broad bone Late, 
ftarched white, the other half was made of coiirfo 
Tawn, ftarched blew, and ftanding out upon a • 

. pickydilly of wire. Half of his Face looked 
white with Meal and Powder, the ocher half 
t: looked black and tawny, Half of his Doublet 
was white Satin with an open Sleeve, and a world 
i of (hire huffing about his wrift, aftd' half on his 
waft \ the other half was of black Freeze, with 
a black Taffety fleeveclofe and ftrait to the arm, 

. and a hanging fleeve of Freeze. One half of his 
at: Breeches was of Scarlet, and vaftly wide at the 
knee, with a confufion of Ribbonds, of fix Co- 
3, lours 5 die other half was of black Taffety, dole 
.. 4t the knee. Upon one leg he had a Lirtnen 
Stocking, with a great laced Canon turn’d down ' 
to his half leg } on the other he had a black filk 
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Stocking drawn up clofe. ' In fine, on one Foot 
he had a white Spanilh Leather Shoe, with a ftifF ■ 
knot of fix coloured Ribbond, a quarter of an 
Ell long *, on the other a little black flat foled ; 
Shoe, tied with a fhort narrow Ribbond: Thus 
this moral fitermapbrodite, and walking Emblem 
of peace, between the two Nations, walked upi 
ana down the Corfo gravely j yet laughing wijdi-. 
in himfelf, to fee how hfe carried about him 
two fuch Antipathetical Nations in one Suit of 
Cloaths. By this you may guefs at their other 
fooleries in Carnevdl time, and fee how inno- 
cently they divert themfelves : For you muffc/^j 
know, that none are’ fuffered to carry Swords 
or Arms, while they go masked thus ; nor to 
enter into any houfe, nor to be abroad masked , 
after it grows dark '•> nor to do or fpeak any thing 
fcandaloufly, that may (hock civility or publick 
view : tor which reafon here are always Guards 
j Jet, and Sergeants riding up and down the Street • 
of the Corfo , to keep all in order, and to make 
$veh Mirth obferve Decency. 

In this Street alfb of the Corfo it is that Noble- “ 
xnen and Ladies take the "Air every fair Evening ' 
in their Coaches. For this reafpri there are ma- 
ny fine Palaces built in this Street ; as the Palace 
. StmePdl4~°f Signor VitcUefchi, where I faw ten Chambers 
fes in tbe on a floor, and all of them filled with a rare Col- * 
Corfo. legion of Pictures and Statues. Among the Sta- 
. fues I was pleafed exceedingly with that of Cincin- 
natusj ana with that of Brutus , defac’d by the ' 
command of the Senate, where the very marks , 
of the punches of the Halberts wherewith they 
defac’d it, aae yet feen. Not tar from it Hands 
* the Palace of Principe Pamfilio . in which I favv *

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more Richesandrare Furniture than in any nOuiP^f Palme 
in Rome, or almoft in Italy. For here they lhew-^.£ am ' 
edrme excellent Plate of Gold and Silver: an 
Agate Crofs fixed upon a foot of the root pf 
Saphyr-Stone , and under it a Bafis befet round a- . 
bout it Cameos cut into Pidures : a great Silver ; 

Crucifix upon an Ebony Frame, the whole worth 
12000 Crowns : a rare Cabinet with the Pjdure 
of our blefled Lady in it, the whole valued at 
dooo Crowns : a Sword whole' Hilt is of three 
great Turky-Stones of great value : a Bafin % 
gold fet thick with Turkey-Stones: three or/our 
great Bez.oar Stones, as bigas- Pearmaens, which 
h id been prefepted to Clement the VIII from all 
Part?, becapfe he flood, in need of them a rich 
Mitre, fet with precious Stones of great value* ^ "

ces in the Corfo are thefe i that of Principe Carboy' errr

There are alfo in this Street fome Churches 
worth taking notice of j as that of St. Maria in 
Via Lata, which Rands near the Palace of the r . u in ^ 
Prin cc Pamfilh. It’s an ancient Church, and Uxu ; 
Cardinals Title. Baronins faith, that it’s built 
there where St. Paul lodged at his fitft coming 
to Rome. It*s faid alfo that in the Oratory here 
St. Luke wrpte the Ads of the Apoflles. 

There is alfo in the Corfo the Churpb of St 
Marcello , a title of a Cardinal. It was built in f* Marccl * 
the place where anciently flood the Temple of the ,0 * 
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Infamous Egyptian Goddefs Jfis , which Tiberius 
himfelf caufed to be pulled down, the Idol thrown 
into Tyber, and all the Priefts of it to 4 be crucified, 
for having favoured a great crime committed by 
a Roman Lady. Behind this Church Hands the 
t Oratory of St. Marcello , called the Oratory of 
the Holy Crucifix, where there is a famous Com- 
fratermty in which many noble Men of Rome are 
enrolled. Every Friday in Lent there is excellent 
Mufic, and one of thebeft Preachers in Rome. 
From hence alfo in the Holy year I faw march a 
Proceffion of $5000 Men, all in black Buckram 
Coats to the Heels, with a white Torch in their 
hands and they went from hence on the Night 
of Monday Tburfday unto St. Peters Church. 

St Carlo Then the Chiirch of St. Carlo in O/o, where 
fr’cprfo. I faw the Heart of St. Charles Barromeo in aChry- 
ftal cafe. This Church belongs to the Mila- 
tte/i. 

Vhcn the Church St. Jacatoo de gP Incurabi-. 
SoSeTe a neat rotind Church belonging to the Hofpi- 
tteurabili. tal here, where they that are affli&ed with incu- 
rable difeafes, are entertained and well tended. 

Ik Con- Laftly, the Church of the Penitent Whores 
ymoftievfith their Convent j where all thofe poor Souls 
reptmid that repent tbemfelves of their bad life,are receiv’d 
r torttm and kept all their Life-time, at the coft of this 
Convent. And here 1 found a great difference 
between this Convent and the houfe in 4 mfter- 
dam , where Whores are clap’d up. For here 
thefe poor Souls are lock’d up with their own con? 
fent and defire : there they are lock’d up by force 
and violence. Here the poor Women do great 
a&s of Aufteritics and Penance; as the bloody 
Walls of their Cells , laid open by a Conflagrati- 
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on, Ihewed unto all the City : there the young 
Women laugh, and are merry. Here no Man is 
permitted to fpeak alone with them, except their * t '* 
ConfefTor and Phyfieian ; there many Men go to ' 

* prattle and pafs their time with thofe wanton 
Girls, at a reparation of rails. Here a Vail hides 
thefe poor Womens faces : there 1 law divers 
with black Patches on their Faces. Here all figns - 
of true Repentance are feen, there none. Here 
the love of Virtue and Penance locks up thefe : 
there the vice of Love locks in thofe, and not true 
Repentance; for really alUhe Repentance ffaiv 
there was, thatit repented me, that 1 had fuffer- ,, 
cd mine Hoft (who would needs fhew me all the 
*. Rarities of Amfierdam) to lead me thither.

It was » 
built by Marcus Aurelius Antoninus the Emperor * 
in honour of his Father Antotiius Pius. It’s all 
of white Marble, engraven without with a Baffo 
relievo from top to bottom, containing the memo- 
rable lidtions of M. Aurelius. It’s 175 foothighjand 
hath in it 206 flairs which lead up to the top of it, 
and 55 little Windows giving light to thofe 
Stairs : and yet this high Pillar was made bf 28 
Stones of Marble.

St Andrea " Prom the Minerva I went to Sapt Andrea d 
ieh Valle, la Va11e r a fine Church belonging.to the Tbeatv 
It’s built upon the place where theTheater of Pi 
tey flood, anciently •, and where, m latter tin 
flood the Palace of the family of the Pm 
ni ; and perchance this was the reafon why twp 
PopeS of that Family, to wit, Pius Secundus, and 
Pius Tertius are now buried in this Church, I ne 
t 'Cupola -was painted by Cavalier Lanfranco j the 
three Corners under the Cupola, and the Tribunf 
are of the hand of Domenicbini. The neat C nap- 
pel of the Barberiniy made by .Pope Urban the 
VIII, while he was but yet Cardinal, is built up- 
on the very place where St. Sebafiian was beaten 
and thrown into a Sink after he had been foot. 

There had been formerly a little Church built 
_ • ’• / upon 
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upon this place, and over this Sink, but Sixtus 
Quintus gave leave it Mould be pulled down, yp- # 
on condition a Chappel of the new defign’dChurch 
Ihould be built in place of it. In fine, take all this 
Church together, and it is one of the neateft 
Churches ( except the Bdjtlka) that are, in Rome 4 
being of the Architecture of Madcrm. 

In the Piazxa i or rather the Street which goes 
before this Church, lived not long ago, Pietro 
della V %Ue t that ingenious Roman Gentleman, who Pietro 
having fpent great means in Travelling, hath^ 4 ^W 
left us three Volumes in Quarto of his curious 
relations of Voyages. In this houfe here be had 
three whole Mummies with their Coffins or Cafes 
painted anciently* and adorned with divers Hiero- 
glyphics.

Under 
the high Altar repofeth the Body of St. Damd- 
fus Pope. The Walls of the Body of thtf 
Church are rarely painted with the Hiftory of 
St. Laurence. . 

Pai %? • Not far from hence Hands the Palace of Par- 
■ ZiaL1, nefi belonging to the Duke of Parma. Before 
it Hands a noble Piazxxt with two 'care Foun- 
tains in it. The Palace it felf is one of the beft 
in Rome, or elfewhere. It makes an Ifle, that is, 
5t hath no houfes joyning to it. The form of it 
is fquare, and it hath,. in the raidft of every 
fquarc, a great door, letting yon into the Court. 
This Court is built upon Pillars and Arches, 
with a fair open Gallery above, letting you into 
feveral fppartiments. In this Court I faw the 
famous Statue of Hercules-, leaning upon his Club, 
Which was found ip the Therme of Antoninus -Ca • 
racalla > One of the Legs is modern, the reft old* 
and made by Glyco an Athenian , as. the Greek 
words upon it told me. 

There is another Statue of Hercules oppofite to 
lt,and juft like it,but not fo good, being but a Co- 
py of the former. The other Statues here of 
the two Flora' s, the two Gladiators and others^ 
are excellent pieces. Mounting up the great ftairs 
x . to go into the Chambers and open Gallery, I 
. faw the curious ftatue of the Boy and the Dol- 
phin } and at the door of the great Hall, the 
ftatues of two Parthian Captive Kings, Entring.

Then mounting up into an appartraent over 
the former, .I fawaivers Chambers exquifitely 
formfeed with Pi&ures and lcflcr Statues.

foHtegiJfo ■ Thence I went to Ponte Sifto, and from thence 
The ijofti- £ 0 t j^ c Hofpital of the Trinity, which receives 
~ Vjf ^11 Pilgrims coming to Rome , for three days* 
and treateth them plentifully. I confefe, I went 
often hither, and as often admired the wonder- 
ful cha Iky which is done here daily; butefpe-? 
dally in die holy week in Lent, hy the Confra- 
ternity of this Hofpital; of which, moft are Gen-, 
tlemen. Here Noblemen, Bifhops and Cardif 
nals wafh the Pilgrims feet, and then fenre them 
at Supper in the long Refedory, where there are 
frequently, in the holy week, four hundred Pil- 
grims at once at Table. 

Returning from thence* I went to St. Gir alarm 
della Cb&ita, ’a Church and Houfe of good 
Priefts, and molt of them Gentlemen, living of 
theif own expences, yet all in Community. St. 
Philip Neri inftituted them, and lived among 
them thirty years. In the Church I faw, upon 
the high Altar, an excellent Picture of St Hie-

pktngUfi Hard by Hands the Englifh College, once an 
Hofpital for the Englilh, and built by the En- 
glifh Merchants in Rome, to receive Englilh Pil- 
grims in ; becaufe a poor Englilh Woman had 
been found worried by Dogs, in the night, for * 
want oWLodging.

From hence I went to the Chiefa-Nuova, be- The chief* 
longing to the good Priefts of the Oratory. This 
is one of the neateft Churches in Rome , and the 
beftferved. It’s all painted in the roof, by th<r 
rarp hand of Pietro di Cartona , and richly gilt*: 

Here I law the neat Chappelof St. Philip Nett , f r 
a primitive Saint in all things but time. He was l f - ' ^ 
the Inftitutbr of this holy Company of Priefts,: J[ 

who ate Religious Men in all things but in vows,: -.bfc 

and name. The Chappel and Altar of this great 
Saint, is on the Qofpel fide of the high Altar, 
his- true Pidlure there, was made by Guido Rbeni, . .. 
Under this Altar, in a-lower Chappel, or Vault,., 
lieth the body of this Saint, in an Iroh Cheft : If 
you defire to know his Merits and Life, ask all 
Rome which lately faw them, and daily feels 
them. On the other fide of the high -Altar with- 
in the Rails, lies buried Cafar Baronins , once a Cardinal 
Prieft of this houfe, and forced, after much re- 
lu&ancy, to be made Cardinal by Clement the romus * 

VIII. He deferved this honour in the opinion of all 
• Men,for having writtenhisincomparable Ecclefia* 
ftical Hiftory : and if Hercules, for helping Atlas • 
to bear up Heaven one day only, was feigned by. . * • 
Poets % to have deferved to be taken up to Hea- 
ven i I may juftly fay, that Baronins deferved 
well the pbrple of the Church, fbr having alone ... ioU\ 

born up the caufe of the Church of G6d, a- ■r-jpf* 

. gainft a whole Troop of Centuriators. For my 
part, 'I reckon it among ray felicities, to have li- j 
ved after Baronins, and to have fpent a good I 
part ofahree years ftudy, in reading his^Sacred 
AnnUs, which coft him ten times three years 
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ftudy in writing. And here I could enter into a 
fair field of his Praifes j and like the .Eagle*, in 

the ftory, having nothing elfe to give him, give- 

him a Feather, that is one caft of my Pen j 
but that I write of Countries now, and not of 
Men i and that his full Praifes may be included' 
in thofe three ihort Encomiums j Ecclejia CocRs ; 

, Cecfar Chrifiiams *, Orbit Locupletator. 

The houfe of thefe good Priefts deferves alfo to 
be feen,for the Libraries fake, which is one of the 
jTic.Prmry beft in Rome, and for the great Oratories fake j 
where there is every Sunday and -Holy-day 
Winter at Night, the beft Muffc in the World, i 
From hence I weht to the Church de la Race, a 
neat Church, and adorned with excellent Paint- 
ing and Statues. Here many famous Painters 
have fignaliz’d their Memories, as Per taxi of Si- 
ene, Vafaria, Lavinia , a Lady of Bolognia, Fon- 
tana L Gentelefchi, Cavalier Giofeppe, Rofft, and 
Raphael Vrbin himfelf, who painted the Prophets 
ana Sybils in the Chappel of Augufibio Chigi - 
and fbme think that he made the little Boys that 
are fo well done. The Statues of St. Peter and 
S. Paul are of the Hand of Michel Angela. 

Going from hence through the. Street of phe 
Stationers, I came to Piazza di Pafquino, which 
v is thought to be the very Center of Rome. And 
here I cannot forget Pafquin himfelf, who forgets 
, no man. This Pafquin is an old broken Statue, 
fomethfng like that of Hercules in the Belvedere , 
deferibed above, and of fbme rare Hand. And 
becaufeit ftands near three or four Streets,where- 
by to efcape when they have fixed th cJLibels* 
jeering wits fet Up here, and father upon 
poor Meffsr Pafqumo, their Satyrical Jefts, called

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from him,- Pafqwnades which Morforius , ano- 
ther Statue near the Capitol , ufeth to anfwer. 

From lienee palling on to the Church of S. P<w- Sr. Panta* 
falcon, belonging to the Fathers of the Scholtc lcon » 
p*>. I was willing to enter into it, and fee it, , > 
becaufe four Hundred years ago it was a Collegi- 
ate Church, and poflefled by Englijh Priefts, 
as may appear by the Infcription upon a Bell 
which was calb then. 

* From hence l ftept into Pizxa Navona , called 
fp by corruption, from Piazxa (TAgona, becaufe/^ v#M *. 
this Piavmt was anciently a Circus for Sports, and 
it was called Circus Agcmalvs. In the midft of it 
anciently flood a great Egyptian Pillar, with Hie- A v 

roglyphics upon it j and now of late it hath got- 
ten another fuch pillar fet up here by Pope Jnrto* 
cent the X, with a rare Fountain iffuing forth at 
the Foot of it, and adorned withfour great Sea* 
tues of white Marble, reprefenting the fohr Parts 
of the World. In this place alfo Hands the , 

new Church of St. Agnes, built upon the pla tglteCbureh 
where fhe was condemned to the Stews.

This Palace over- 
looking the Piaz.z.a Navona, defi es not only a

within. The Chambers 3re many and fair, and The 
the great Hall a moft lovely Room, if Paintings ?? Ptmpki- 
and variety of Pictures in Frames can make a 1,0t 
Houfe handfome. 

In this Piazxa 1 faw the Palace of the Duke 
of Braccino , of the Houfe of Orfmi , and that of 
the Family of Torres,

• is not to be forgotten. Here lies buried in it Cia r mo, 

comus. 
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conius, a learned Critic fora Spaniard. The 
Pidure here in Oyl of San Diego is of Amibal 
Caraccio. 

Over againft the Back-door of this Church 
TbeSapi - ftands the Sapienza, a fair College, where the 
publick LeCiures are read. This College was" 
begun by Eugenios the IV, but much beautified 
of late with handfome Schools, and a nest Churchy 
by Urban the VIII, and a public Library by 
Alexander the VII. We have had in my time 
two Englijhmen that were Readers here *, Dodor 
Hart, and Dodor Gibbs , a noble Cefaraan Lau - 
r;at Poet, and tho Horace of this Age. 

From hence palling through the Piazxa Itia- 
dama , and before the Palace of the Grand Duca 9 
St. Lewis. I went to St. Lewis his Church, belonging to the 
French Nation. It’s an handfome Church, and 
well ferved with French Priefts. There’s alfo an 
Hofpital belonging to that Church and Nation. 

In the Church L found, upon a Pillar on the left 
hand, the Pidure of great Cardinal Dojfat, a 
. French-man , whom I may juffcly call Great, be- 

caufe he was both a great States-man, and yet a 
very good Man ; that is, he was a great Servant 
to his King,, and yet a great Servant of God. . 
His rare Letters Ihew the one, and his Life writ- 
ten by Du Verdier Ihews the other. Here lies 
alfo buried, in the middle almoft of this Church, 

. an Engl'tfb Prieft of great Vertuc, by name Mon, 
of the Family of. great Sir Thomas More \ and 
Heir of that Family, if I miftake not. His 
younger Brother and he Arriving whether of them ' 
ihould be Prieft, it was his prerogative of Age, 
which making him to be four and twenty before 
' bis Brother, made him enter into Orders beforet 
r , T ; v " . him, * - 
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him, and become Pricft, leaving the Eftate to 
tys Brother. It was he that fet us out the Life 
bf Sir- Thomas More , in Englijh : at laft retiring 
to Rome to be Agent for his Brethren the Clergy, 
having ended this.Bufinefs there happily ( which 
was the procuring a Catholic Bifhop) he ended 
his Life fo too, and was buried here by his own 
Choice. 

From hence I went to the Palace of Juft imam, *£/<*** 
which is hard by. Here I faw fo many Statues of 
the old heathen Gods, and fuch Rooms full of m * 
old Marble Feet of them, that yon would almoft 
fwear £ he Heathen Gods, when they were banifh- 
ed out of the Pantheon^ had been committed hi- 
ther as to a Prifon : or that fome 0/ the Ance- ~ ; 

ftors of. this Houfe had been Shoo- makers to the 
old Gods, and therefqre was oblig’d to have their 
Lafts and Meafures. For they had Gods of all 
fizesjfeeingfas Farro faith Jchey had 30000 Gods. 

A world of thefe Statues are yet feen in the Gal- 1 ■'}■' 
lery above, and in every Room in the .Houfe, • V “’ J 
which they clog, rather than adorn. And yet 
fcarce one of then^but is a Palladium to this Fami- 
ly j and would portend its fudden ruin if aliena- 
ted. For as I remember the old Prince Juftinia - 
rti dying ^without Heirs Male, left this Man his 
Heir, with this Provifo, .that he fhould not fo 
much as alienate one Statue upon pain of forfeit-, 
ing the whole Houfe and Goods. Judge then whe- 
ther he had not need to keep the Statues chain’d 
up, as the Tyrians did their Gods, in a Siege; or , 
whether the throwing of one of thefe Statues-our 
of the Window, would not i*e properly a throw- • 
ing the Houfe out of the Windows. - Upon ft**** 
.which occafion, I cannot omit to tell you how the 
• ">* , ’ *’ • ancieijt 
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ancient Statues of Rome were grown at lail to be 
Caffiod. lo many in number, that (as CaJJiodore laith wj£- 
im 7* tily of them) pofieritas pene parem populum urbi 
dedit , quam natura procreavit , Pofterity had 
made alraoft as many Men, l?y Art, in the City, 
as were made by Nature. And thefe Stages 
gr$w to that excels too, that Marble ones were 
thought too vulgar, and Gold and Silver ones were 
i ereded by riotous Men, who fcorned to be like 
others in any thing but in being Mortal. But to 
return again to this Houfe, I cannot leave it with- 
out minding you of fome rare Pi&ures, of 73- 
tian and other prime Mailers, which arfc fhown 
in the Gallery above j efpeciaily the rare Pi&ure 
• of St. John the Evangelill, of the hand of Rapha- 
el Vrbin-j dhd that of our Lady and St. Jofepb in 
another Room, which is %rare Copy of that fa- 
mous Pi&ure in the Cloifler of the Amunciata in 
Florence , of Andrea del Sarta, 

St. Eufta- From hence I went to the Church of St. Eujld* 
ehio. chio, having feen in the way. the gqodly Ruins of 
the Tberma of Alexander Severus. In the Porch 
' of this Church I fiw an Infcription in-a Stone; 
which told me that Alexander of Parma was 
Chriflened here with his Brother, being Twins. 
This Church Hands in the place where St. Eufta - 
chius with his Wife Tbtopifia , and his Sons Aga« 
pitus and Theopifius , were put into a Brazen Bull, 
and martyr’d by the brazen Heart of Trajan, 
. whom Eujlachius had ferved twice as General of 
his Armies, and’ gained him as many Vi£h> 
*’ ries. . * ; ‘ 

Tbe\om - From hence I went to the Rotonda,otherifi{c cafc 
d* or Pm- led anciently the P<wtko»,becaufe it was dedicated 
****** to all Gods. This is a bolder piece of Archite- 
' . fture 
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dure than Men think. For whereas other Vaults 
are Rrengthened and made good by being 
Ihut upclofe at the top, and in the Center of the 
Vault, which hinders the Vault from fhrinking ; 
here this great maffive Vault is left wide open at 
the top, with a hole above three yards wide in 
Diameter. Indeed Sebaftianus Serlius , an experi- 
enced Man in Fabrics, thinks this Church to be 
$he Unic example of perfed Architecture j jyjd 
Pliny in his time placed it among the rdrelt 
Works that were then extant. It hath no win- 
dow in it, nor any other light, but what comes 
in at the wide hole mentioned above. Anciently 
„ »t was covered with Brazen Tiles, and thofc gilt 
too, as Lipfms thinks ; but now it’s covered 
.'Yjth 8 reaC flat Stones. It’s an Hundred and forty 
Toot high, and as many broad : and yet it hath 
.no pillars, to bear up that great Roof. Indeed it 
hath thruft all the Pillars out of doors, and 
makes them wait in the Po^ch ; where there arc 
thirteen great Pillars all of one piece, each one 
,53 Foot high, and fix in Diameter, all of a gra- 
nite of fpeckled Marble, '(he Capitclli of thefe 
Pillars ate the belt in Rome, of Corinthian order. 
Here is the Tomb of the incomparable Paintei, 
Raphael Vrbin. . . ;. M8 ..... ^ .

Rerum mdgna Parens 7 & morienU mart. , 

In this Temple Rood anciently the famous Mi- 
nerva made by Phidias, of which HiRories ring. . 
There alfo was .plac’d the Statue of Fenusyin whole 
Ear th^t incomparable Pearl of Cleopatra 
hung, which upon a riotous V^agex with AS. An- 

m * tm > 
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tony ('whether of them fhould make the molt 
colli y Supper) fhe was going to throw into a glafs 
of Vinegar, to macerate it (as Die had done ano- 
ther before) and drink it up': But M. Antony 
flopping her hand, and conrefling himfelf otrer- 
come,the Pearl faith Pliny , was put in the Ear of 
Venus in the Pantheon. In the round holes over 
• the Altars, were fet thofe Heads of the Gods of 
the Heathens, which are now feen in the Belvede- 
re of the Mafcbere. This Temple and its Porch 
were fb lined anciently with Brafs, that there was 
enough of it to make divers great Cannons, by 
Pope Vrbans Command, and the great Canopy 
with the four Pillars which adorn St. Peters high 
Altar. And though the People and Pa/quin^ two 
equally fenfelefs things, murmured much at thjp 
taking away of this Brafs, yef* feeing the Panthe- 
on receiv’d no damage thereby, and feeing it was 
improv’d to that heighth, that it became £ cclefta , 
Ornamentum & VrbiVMunintentum , the wifer fbrt 
of Men thought: it well employed, and let the 
People and Malic^talk. 1 had al molt forgot to 
tell you that this Tiemple was made by Ajrrippa, 
who had been thrice Conful , as the wofdsin the 
Architrave of the Porch yet Ihew. 

From hence I went through the Campo Marzj> t 
f T or „„, n unto the Church of St. forenzjo in Lucina, which * 
in Ludna. is ferved by Clerici Regolari Minori.- It’s an an- 
cient Church neatly repaired of lete, and the 
greateft Parilh Church in Rome t . 

: The p alice From hence 1 went to fee the Palace of Bur» 

of Burg- ghefi, which is hard by. This is one of the no- 
§£ bleft Palaces in Rome. It gives you* a fair Broad- 
fide of Windows, three Stories one oYerjmother; 

' ‘ and its Length is Prodigious. Mounting up to 

* • **X • tb* 
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the Chambers I found a fair open Gallery built 
upon Arches apd Pillars round about the Court. 

This Gallery lets you into feveral Apartments 5 
and on that fide which overlooks the Piazz.a t l 
faw a Row of ten or twelve great Chambers* 
through which I looked at once. In thefe Cham- 
bers, and theotherRooms I obferv’d thefe things. 

1 . Rich Hangings, and over rhem rare Painting, 
ipade by a Capucin Lay-Brother. The Hiftory of 
the Queen of Sabot coming to vifit Solomons 
Court* and the rape of the Sabines , which make 
this Fregio over the Hangings, are fo rarely well 
done, that Raphael and Michel Angelo could not 
have mended them for Colours. 2. A great Cabi- 
net of Ebony , fet with Hiftoriescaft in Gold, and 
fet with rich Precious Scones * it’s valued at 
threefcore Thoufand Crowns. 3. A rare pi- 
cture of Hercules and Antetu. 4, Raphael's own 
Pi&ure. 5. The laft Supper, by Titian. d;The 
Terrafsand Garden, with Box, Knots and Foun- 
tains of-Water, all at the very top of. the Hoafe, 
and overlooking the Street, River, Meadows 
mid St. Peters, 7. The little black Gallery of 
Pi&ures, where among others 1 was (hewn the 
Pictures of Martin Luther, Nicola* Macchiavel % 
and Cafar Borgia ; the two laft great Corrupters 
of Policy and Manners. 8. The low cool Gal- 
lery, full ot Statues and Pi&ures, efpeciallyof 
the Borghefian Family. That of Panins Quintus 
in a fmall Mofaick work is fcarce to be difeover’d 
from Painting : as alfo the aflumption of our La- 
dy in the fame work. There 1 law alfo Titians 
own Pi&ure, and the rare Crucifix made by Mi- 
chel Angelo , fo to Life, that fome Men have fa- 
buloufly given out that he drew it after a crucifi- 
ed Man. '• k Frdo* 
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Maujtleum From hence I went to the Manfoleum Angufii, 
jiuguft* or the Tomb of Augufus Cafar, (landing near 
St. Rock y Church, in a place hard to be found out. 

It was once one of the neateft Structures in Rome. 

And it was but fitting that the firft of the Empe- 
rors fhould have an honourable Tomb; and that 
he who having found Rome built of Brick only, 
had left it all of Marble, (hould have a Marble 
Monument eredted to him after his Death. Vr- 
bem Lateritiam invent , marmoream relinquo : 
faid Augujlm. The Manfoleum was a round 
suttm. Building of white Marble, going up with four 
Stories fet round with Pillars, and each Story 
growing lefler and lefier, with green Trees fet a- 
bout every Story 5 having at the top of all, the. j 
Brazen Statue of Augufius. It was two Hundred 
and Fifty Cubits high. But now it’s much de- 
faced, and we fee fomething of the greatnefs of 
it, but little of its Beauty. 

Going from hence to the Church of St. Antony 
st. Jnt.di 0 f Padua belonging to the Portugheji , I fawthe 
pa Ha. T om b 0 f the great Canonifiawd Cafuifl Navarre, 
or Martin Afpelenita, with his Statue in Bultoo- 
ver it. This good Man hearing how his great 
Friend Ca*anz.a was called to Rome to anfwer for 
himfelf in Points of Dodtrin, which he was falfly 
accufed of, followed him thither of his own ac- 
cord, to defend his caufe and clear his innocency, 
and having done it, died here. 

Near to this Church Hands the Church and 
St. Augu- Convent of the Auflin Friers. In the Churdr I 
flina fawthe Tomb of St. Monica , Mother to St. 

. Augujlin. Here alfo lies buried Omtfrim Panvinm 
a Fryarof this Convent, learned in facred Anti- 
quities, and in the Hebrew Tongue. IntheCon- 
v- * vent 
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vent I often law the neat Library, called Biblio- 
theca Angelic 4 , becaufe Angelas Rocca , a Bilhop BihUttbeca 
and Mailer of the Popes Sacrifly y gave it at his An & el,ca - 
Death to his Convent) with anObligation of let* 
ting it be open in the Mornings.. There a- 
mong many curious Books, I remember to have 
feen the Prophecies of Joachim , where a- 
mong other things he faith, that the Turks (hall p 

be overcome and ruined by three Nations: by thtTxa. L* 
the French , propter bonos equos : by the Englifi. 
propter bonos marinarios : and by the Venetians, prop, 
ter bonum confilium. Thefe are his very words. 

Near to the aforefaid Church Hands the St. stpoBi* 
Church of St. Apollinaris , and the German Col- narit 
lege. Here the bell Singers of Rome meet con - lht G " m 
Handy. rfpT. 

Over againfl this Church Hands the Palace zo d' au 
of the Duke of Altemps : In which I faw the great temps. 
Hall, and in it the triumph of Baccuhs in a Bajfo 
relievo cut in Marble, with exquilite Art. 1 faw 
alfo here the reprefentation of a Town cut in * * 
Wood, an ancient and curious piece. The Pi- 
cture of our B. Lady, with her Son in her Arms, 
valued at fiveThoufand PiHols ; it is of Raphael’s 
Hand. The neat Library full of divers good 
Manufcripts and other Books. In fine, the noble 
Chapel with the Tomb of S. Anaclet Pope,under 
the Altar,with the Head of this Saint in the Sa- 
crifiy t enchafed in Silver, and fet thick with rich 
Stones. The rich ornaments here for the Church 
Service, coH the Duke an Hundred and twenty 
Thoufand Crowns. 

From hence in 6ne, I went to St. John Floren- 
tins , a neat Church belonging to the Florentins> at £<• 3 oln . 
whofe coH it was built. Here is in one of the 

K k 2 Chap- 
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Chappels the pidure of our Saviour’s Refurredi- 
on, made by Lanfranc, a rare piece. And be- 
ing lodged near this Church, 1 found that I had 
wandered all over Rome, and was now come again 
to the Bridg of St. Angelo, where I began my firft 
days Journey thro Rome . 

But feeing that in fuch Towns as this,there is 
always fomething to be feen after all,! made ma- 
ny irregular excurfions up and down Rome , to 
view many things which I had not taken in my di- 
red way before: as fome Palaces, fome rare Foun. 
tains, divers Antiquities, ftudies of Virtuofi, and 
the like, which 1 have been forc’d, for Methods 
fake, to pa fs over; yet becaufe there are whole 
Books of all the Palaces, Fountains, Statues and 
Antiquities, fet forth in Cuts and Pidures, I re- 
mit my Reader to them, while I ask one queftion. 

Where are now thofe rare pieces of Antiquity 
which Hiftories rather mention, than we find now 
in Rome ? as the Cymbottm Marii 5 the Gregoftajis \ 
* V the Curt a, Hoflilia , the Golden Houfe of Nero\ 
Ttrtul.ub. the Theater of Fompey, of which Tertullian faith, 
it speftac. Pomp tins magma folo fno Theatro minor ; the 
e. 10. Forum Nerva \ the Theater of Statilius Taurus j 
the Sepiiuonium Severs, the T ower of Mec&nai \ 
the Hippodromus \ the Houfe of Gordianus 5 the 
Circus F laminins ; the Circus Maximus 5 the Atri- 
um Libertatis ; Scipio’s Houle ; the Triumphal 
Arch of Augufius Cstfar , of Domitian ? And a 
World of other fuch rare buildings,whereby the 
Romans thought to have eternized their memo- 
ries *, if you aik for thefe things in Books, 
you Ihould find their names only, if you look for 
them now in Rome , you (hall find no marks at all 
of them : which makes me cry out with Petrarcb,

ry fiands in nted of other Foundations than tbofe “ 

Stone. Hence Janus Fttalis an ingenious Italian 
Poet, having obferv’d that all the old mafiive 
Buildings of Rome are mouldered away, and that 
Fluid Tyber only remains ftill, cries out with 
Xhis fweet Moral, 

Difce bine quid poflit for tuna ; imtnota labafiunt K 

Et qua perfeiuo funt fluituray manent.

But I cannot leave Rome without taking notice, 
of the Devotion, Mufic, Ceremonies, Shows,^ 
Government, and the Inhabitants of this place:of 
each of which I will give a touch, both for my 
Travellers fake, and my Readers. 

And firft for the Devotion of Rome, I found Devftim 
it to be very great and real in thofe places where Rome, 
the Quarante Hore and Stations are kept. For 
all the year long the Quarante Hore go from one 
Church to another, through all the Churches of 
Rome ; and there you (hall always fee a world of 
devoutPeople praying and meditating and hear- 
ing the Sermons, and giving of Alms, and all 
this with that profound refped and filence, with 
that afliduity and concourfe, with that fervor 
and zeal, that you need not ask where the Sta- 
tion is, but only obferve where you fee the Peo- 
ple flocking fo fait in the morning, and where 
the Poor make the greateft Hedge and Lane In 
other Churches of tfcwMe,upon their Feftival days 
(which happen almoft every day, in one place 
or other ) they have the beft Muiic can be got : 
and though this feems to draw mensEars to the 
K k 3 Churchy

Church, rather than their hearts 5 yet when I 
* remember what elevated thoughts it breeds in 
the mind , and how innocently it detains Men 
from doing worfe, I cannot but place Church- 
Muiic among the ads of devotion. 

The Mu/ic Now, as for this Mufic, it is the belt in the 

•/Rome, world, and in the belt kind, which is Voices.For 
my part having read in a learned Author, that 
the hating of Muiic is a fign of a Soul quite out 
of tune, and not right ftrung for predeftination ; 
and that the Scythian King, who held the neigh* 
ing of his Horfe to be far better Mufic, than 
the Pipe of famous Timothew j was held for an 
Afs himfelf ; I thought it both comely and law- 
ful to love Mufic : And being in a place where 
the bell Mufic was, I frequented it often with 
fmgular fatisfadion. Now the belt Mufic I 
heard, was the Mufic of the Popes Chappel , 
confining of pure Voices, without any Organ or 
other Inftruments : Every finger here knowing 
his part fo well, that they feem all to be Mailers 
of Mufic. Then the Mufic of the Chiefa No- 
va ; of S. Jpollinarit ; upon St. Cecilies day in the 
Church of that Saint, the Patronefs of Singers $ of 
the Oratory of St. Marcello every Friday in Lent \ 

1 of the Jefuits^ during th zQuaranttHore in Shrove- 

tide } of every good Church of Nuns upon their 
Patrons day; efpecially that of the Nuns of 
Campo Marx.o , where I heard often Fonfeca ling 
fo rarely well, that (he Teemed to me, to cheer 
up much the Church in its Combats ; and to 
make the Church Militant , either look like the 
Church Triumphant , or long for it. In a word, 
whofoever loves Mufic, and hears but once this 
of Pome, thinks be hath made 3 faving Journey 
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to Rome , and is well payed for all his pains of 
coming fo far. 

Having given my ears many a break-faft up- The c«. 
on the Mufic, I gave my eyes many a Colla- monies. 
tion upon the Ceremonies of Rome, which were 
chiefly thefe. The Ceremony of the Popes o- 
pening of the Porta Santa ofj St. Peter’s Church, 
in the Jnbile year. The Ceremonies of the Popes , 
Chappel, when he aflifts there, efpecially upon 
Candelmas-day , Palmfttnday , Maunday- Thurfday, 

&c. The Ceremony of the Popes walking of 
thirteen Pilgrims Feet 5 of his finging Mafs pub- 
lickly in St. Peters Church, upon St. Peter's 6 ay, 
and other great days ; the Ceremony of Beati- 
fying and of Canonizing of Saints; theCeremony 
of his creating newCardinals,& giving them their 
Cap in public Confiftory y the Ceremony of the 
Mafs fung in Greek, and according to the Greek 
rites, in the Church of the Greek Seminary, upon 
the Feaft of the Epiphany , and St. Atbanafm his 
day 5 the Ceremony of Baptizing the Jews ; with 
a world of others.One Ceremony I was not un- 
willing to mifs in my five feveral Voyages, be- 
caufe it always implies the death of a Spiritual 
Father, 1 mean, the Ceremony of a Scde f scantc : 

And of all the badCompliments that ever I heard 
made, l like none fo ill as that of a Noble Man 
of Germany , who being asked by Pope lnnoctnt 
the X. whether he had feen all, the Ceremonies 
of Rome , anfwered, that he had feen all, but a 
Sede Vacante , as if he bad faid \ Holy Father, I 
have feen all the fine fights of Rome, but your , 
death. A horrible Tramontane compliment, which 
put even the Pope himfelf to a finile. 

Kk 4 As 
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As for the Shows, Ifaw divers, both Sacred 
and Prophane. As the whipping Proceffions in 
the Holy Week. The great Proceffion from St. 
Marcello's Oratory to Sr. Peter's Church, upon 
Maunday Thurfday, in the Holy Year. The 
Spa nipi Proceffion, in Piaz.z.a Navonp^ upon Ear 
[ter. day _ in the Morning, in the Holy Year. The 
Proceffion of the Zitelle upon our Ladies day in 
Lent. The Proceffion of the Priefts of the Ora- 
tory upon ShroveTneJday t io the feven Churches ; 
with five or fix Thouland perfons following of 
them, all whom they treat in an open field, gi- 
ving every one a couple of hard Eggs, and a flice 
of fatfigia, with Bread and Wine. The feveral 
Cavalcata's of the Pope and Cardinals. The Spa - 
tn(h Cavalcata upon St .Peters Eve,when then Spa- 
tip) Embaffiador prefents the purfeofGold, and 
the Gentiet . The Girandola and Fireworks upon 
Sc. Peter's Eve and divers fuch like facred Tri- 
umphs. 

For the prophane Shows, I faw the foleran en- 
tries of Embafladors, efpecially thofe of Obedi- 
ence, where each Prince’s Embaffiador ftrives to 
our-vye the other , and by exceffive expences, 
make their Mailers Greatnefs appear above that 
of others. 1 heir Cavalcata s to Court upon their 
public Audience : Their reception in a public 
Confiftory : Their Audience of Leave are all 
fiately. Then the curious Opera , or mufical 
Drammata, recited with fuch admirable art, and 
fee forth with fuch wonderful changes of Scenes, 
that nothing can be more furprizing.Here I have 
feen upon their Stages, Rivers fwelling,and Boats 
rowing upon them; Waters overflowing their 
Banks and Stage; Men flying in the Air,Serpents 

Craw- 
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crawling upon the Stage, Houfes falling on the 
fuddain, Temples and Bofcos appearing, whole .» -a 
Towns, known Towns, darting np on the fud- 
dain with Men walking in the Streets; the Sun ap- 
pearing and chafing away darknefs, SugarPlumbs ’ 
fall upon the Spectators heads like Hail, Rubans 
•flalh in the Ladies faces like lightning, with a 
Thoufand fuchlike reprefentations. In fine, the 
Carneval pomps in the Streets, exhibited by No- 
ble-men, with great coft and glory. 

As for the Government of Rome, I found it ThtGt. 
divided into two parts: The Government of the Vernment. 
City, and the Government of the Church. That * Rome ' 
of the City is exactly performed by a Gover- 
nor (fome Prelate of great parts) conftituted by ** 
the Pope, to watch over the City carefully, and 
to render him an acccount weekly, of all that 
pafleth. This Governour liveth always in the 
heart of the City, and hath befides his own 
Guards, a Barigello or Captain of the Sbirri , or 
Sergeants, to keep all in order and awe, both 
day and night. This Barigello hath, Argtu like, 
an hundred eyes to fpy into the deportments of 
all that live in Rome , and, Briar eus like, as many 
hands, to carry to prifon thofe that infringe the 
Laws. Hence Jullice here is as exactly perfor- 
med, as Orders are defcreetly given out. The 
prizes of all things are printed and affixed in pub- 
lick Places, and Shops Inns and Taverns are 
bound to have them let up in their entrance, 
that ftrangers may know the rates of all provifi- 
ons, and blame none but themfelves, if they be 
couzened. So that its as hard a thing to be cou- 
zened here, as its hard not to be couzened in o- 
tber places. And for thofe that capnot read or 
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fpeak the Language well ,Sbirri will ask of them, 
w hat they paid a Meal, how much for a pound 
of Meat, how much for a Pint of fuch and fuch 
Wine, &c. and if they find him to have been 
couzened either in the quantity, weight, or price, 
they’i right the ftranger beyond his expectation, 
and punilh the delinquent beyond his defire. 
The lafl Jubile year I was Ihewn fome of the Sbir- 
ri in Pilgrims habits, on purpofe to mingle 
themfelves with the other Pilgrims, the better to 
obferve how they were ufed or abufed by their 
Hofts in Inns or Taverns, and accordingly pu- 
nifh them. In fine, Jultice is fo well adminiftred 
here, and imprifoning cafes fo many, that the 
lafb Prince of Conde being in Rome , faid he won* 
deed much at one thing there, which was, to fee 
fo many Men go out of their Houfes in the 
Morning, and return home again to dinner, with- 
out being imprifoned. A Knife in a Man’s Poc- 
ket, a dark Lanthorn, a Sword worn without 
leave, &c. will fuffice to make a Man be fent to 
Prifon ; and a Pocket Piftol found about you, or 
in your Cloakbag, is enough to make you be 
fet to the Gallies, with tre tratti di cords , that 
is, ftrappada thrice ; yet they mitigate the rigor 
of thefe Laws to Strangers, who offend out of 
ignorance. 

As for the Government of the Church that’s 
done partly by the Pope himfelf,in feveral Con- 
gregations held before him : Partly by his Vicar 
General, a Cardinal who hath under him a V'ice- 
Gerent ( a Bifhop ) to help him. There’s fcarce 
a day in the Week,but the Pope holds one Con- 
gregation or other, about Church affairs, in 
which Congregations, not only Cardinals inter- 
vene. 
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vene, but alfo Bilhops and Doctors ; and where 
allbufineflesare headed as well as handled with 
great deliberation. Every three weeks the Pope 
holds a Confiftory , where all the Cardinals that 
are in Rome , meet his Holynefs , as at a Grand 
Council, to advife with him concerning the ne- 
ceflary affairs of the Church. And its pretty to 
fee, how, like the motions of a well ordered 
Watch, all bufinefles here move at once, and 
yet never interfere or clafh with one another. 

As for the Inhabitants of Rome , they follow n e inhabi - 
the fortune of their City, and as when Rome was t»nu of 
but yet a new Town, the Inhabitants were but Rome, 
three Thoufand in all, faith Dionyfius , and when 
it was come to its full growth, it had three or 
four Millions of People : Infomuch , that in a 
great Plague, the Bills of Mortality came to ten 
Thoufand Men a day, and this for many days 
together : So now, Rome having been fix times Eufeb in 
fack'd and ruin*d(as 1 faid above )is not the tenth chronic*. 
part fo populous as heretofore it was \ and even 
thofe Inhabitants that are now in Rome, are, for ^ 
the moft part, originary, from other parts of Italy 
and Europe \ and have been drawn to take up 
here, either by preferment or bufinefs. The 
Nobility it felfis, for the major part, foreign, 
and fprung out of fuch Families of Popes, Prin- 
ces and Cardinals, as have been Foreign before 
their promotions and preferments. The true. 

Ancient and llluftrious Roman Families, I found 
to be thefe few, Vrfini , Colonna , Favelli , Fran- 
gepani , and fome few others. 

Having thus, as Painters do, taken Rome in all 
her poftures, I confefs it happened to me, as it 
did to ApeUes x taking the Picture of Compafpe ; 

that 
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that is, by looking fo often and fo attentively 
upon Rome, I began to be fo far in love with if* 
as not only to fubfcribe to Caffiodorus his opini- 
on, who affirms it to be a kind of crime not to 
live in Rome, when you can do it. Piaculigenut eft 
abfentem fibi Romam diutius facer e, qui in ea cortfii - 
t ntis pojfit laribhs habit are •, but alfo to fubfcribe to 
our old Britain Kings, C adwallader , Cedwalla, 
Coenred , Ojfa, Jna and Burrhed, who thought 
Rome alfo the belt place to die in. For if thofe 
places be thought by all Men, the beft places to 
Rome , m live in, where a Man may learn the molt expe- 
fine place to rimental knowledg, and how to manage great 
bve in. affairs, where can a Man learn more knowledg 
than in Rome ? Where all Languages are fpoken, 
all Sciences are taught, the ableft Men of Eurofe 
meet, all the beft Records are found,all Wits ap- 
pear as upon their true Theater, all Foreign Em- 
baffadors render themfelves, all Nuncio's at their 
return to Rome, unload themfelves of theobfer- 
vations they have made abroad ; and where eve- 
ry Stone almoft is a Book every Statue a Ma- 
iler ; every Infcription a Leflon, every Anti- 
chamber an Academy ? And again, if thofe pla- 
yfni a fine ces be the beft to die in, where all comforts of 
place ti die t he foul are beft had ; what place can be better 
’ to die in than Rome ? The very Center and Bo- 
fom it felf of Catholick Communion ; and where 
there is fo much devotion, and fo much vertue 
praftifed, and where you have this comfort in 
your grave *, that you lie in a ground which hath 
been bathed in the blood of fo manyThoufand 
Martyrs, 

And thus much of Rome, in the defcribing of 
which, if 1 have been too Prolix , remember 
, •' thsK. 
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that greatLadies are long in dreffing* if too Ibort, 
remember that I only relate what I faw there, 
not all that is to be feen there. 

Having thus feen Rome, I agreed with the Pro- My jtumty 
eaceio, to carry me to Naples. Others take with Roma 
them a Vetturino , that lets them have Horfes , te Na P Ie ** 
and diets them too $ I mean, defrays a Man for 
Meat and Drink and Horle* hire, both going and 
coming, and your Horfe five days at Naples ( but 
not your diet there ) and lets you have his Hor- 
fes two days, to go fee Vefuvius and Pozzolo ; 
and all this for fourteen or fifteen Crowns a Man. 

It’s true, a Man is ill lodged, and badly treated 
in that journey, but it doth a Gentleman good 
to be acquainted with hardihip. 

Parting then 'from Rome by the Gate of St. John 
Later an , we parted through thefe places. . 

Marino , a neat little Town belonging to Car- 1 
dinal Colonna. It looks like a painted Town. 

Veletri , famous for the birth of the Anceftors VeUtri. 
of Aagufttu Cafar. Here’s a brazen Statue of 
Vrban the VIII. and a neat Palace and Garden 
of Cardinal Ginetti. Its an Epifcopal Town. 

The Tre Taberne where St. Paul was met, at Tre Ta- 
his firfl coming to Rome , by the Chrifiians of font. 
Rome. AH. 28. v. 1 y. 

Peperno, where Camilla the Amazon was born. Piptm. 

Fotfa Nueva , where St. Thomas of Aquin go- 
ing to the Council of Lyons , fell lick and died. °' /4 ’ 

Taracina ( old Anxur ) the head Town of the Trains. 
Volfcians , but now bare and bald ; Ihewing no- 
thing but fome old ruins of theHeaven which^- 
tonims Pius, here adorned ; and of an old Tem- 
ple. Its an Epifcopal Town. 
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Amid* . Not far from hence flood anciently , the Town . 

AmycU , that Pythagorical Town which was min- 
ed by Serpents, becaufe none would kill them* 
Pythagoras his Doftrin forbidding Men to kill a- 
ny living Creature. Another time it was ruined 
Serv inhb. by filence ; no Man daring to fpeak of the Ene- 
io .Encid. mies coming $ too many falfe Alarms having 
made theMagiftrates for bid, under pain of death, 
that no Man (hould fpeak any more of the Ene- 
mies coming *, fo that when they came indeed, 
no Man durft fpeak of it. Thus, not only Phi- 
Amjdasfi - lofophy, but even filence it felf and obedience, 
lenti d “ 2 t two noble Vertues are hurtful to Men, if they 
?r»4rl’--benotaccomopanied with difcretion. 
puds. Hie- From Taricini we went to Fundi to Supper $ 
r°n. having paflfed through a Foreft of Bay Trees, 
and through an open Gate, called PortcBoy which 
lets Men into the Kingdom of Naples. 

Fundi. Fundi is fo called, becaufe its built in a low 
Flat. Its antient, if you believe your Ears, not 
your Eyes. For it looks younger than the other 
Towns I have palled through before. The rea- 
fon is, becaufe this Town was burned fome 1 30 
years ago by Caradin Barbaroz.zji, Admiral of 
Let Afer. t h e g reaC Turk Solyman. It was this Caradin , 
who, of a famous Pyrat, became King of Algiers , 
having perfuaded thofe of Algiers to lhake off 
the Spantjh yoke. This Caradin being upon the 
Mediterranean Sea, and hearing, by his Spies, that 
Julia Eonfaga ( widow of Vefpafian Coionna t and 
the handfomeft Woman in the World ) lived 
here in Fnndi y landed his Men in the Night, and 
fent them to catch her nappingjrefolved to make 
a fine prefent of her to his leud Mafter Solyman. 
But Ihe leaping out of her Bed, rid away in her 

very 
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veryL iruien, and efcaped fo narrowly, that had 
Ihe ftaid to put on any Cloaths, (he had for ever 
put off all liberty. The Pyrats miffing of this 
fair Helena, failed not to make a burning Troy 
of Fundi i ranfacking it, and carrying away the 
belt of its Inhabitants : Such dangerous things 
are great Beauties to weak Towns. 

From Fundi we went to Mela , upon the Via 7heVU 
jlppia, fo called, becaufe jippius C laudius, a No- 
ble Roman made it, at his own colt, during 
his Confulat. This Cawley is one of the great- 
ell Proofs of the Romans Greatnefs and Riches. 

For it was five days Journey long 5 beginning* 
at Rome and reaching through the Kingdom of 
Naples to Brundufium. It was as broad as two 
Carts might eafily meet upon it and pafs : It 
was all of great black Flint Stones, each one as 
big as two Men can carry, and laid fo clofe to- s “ Plat, 
gether, that they have held together thefe 1800 ,nGracckr 
years, and feem, as Procopius faith ingenioufly 
to be rather Congenin, than Congefii, born to- 
gether, than laid together. The frequent ' 
palling of Horfes and Mules (for lb many Years ) 
upon this Cawfey, have made it both fo Imooth 
and mining, that when the Sun Ihines upon it, 
you may fee it glilter two xMiles off, like a Silver 
Highway. 

Arriving at Molo , called anciently For mi a, I ,, , r 
went to fee CiW.Tomb, which Hands in a Gar- ££ 
den not far off. And I the more willingly be- 
ll^ 6 it to be his Tomb, becaule ’its certain, that 
T«//y had a Villa i n Formiis (which was this place) 
and thither he was going in his Litter , when he 
was overtaken by the executioners of the Trium- Val Max 
and Beheaded. There are no words upon /. V 4 

his 
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France gave me Milky Spain great Employments 

< gave. 

Rom tgave me Death ,and here Caet’ a Crave, 

This Cattle ftanding upon a Promontory o- 
verlooketh the Town, and thirty Miles of Sea* 

In the end of the Town, towards Land-fide, for , 
this Town is a pure Peninjula, 1 faw the Cloven tv<n 
Xockf which Tradition here holds to have been 
thus cloven at our Saviours Death. The long 
Stairs going down between the two Mountains in 
the very open gafh, and rendring you to a neat 
Chappel below, ftrike you all the way long with . ' 
a facred Reverence. And are able almoft to rend 
alfo a Stony Heart in two, with the thoughts of 
our Saviour’s Pafllon. 

Upon the top of all this Promontory there is 
an antient Monument of Manutius Plancus an old 
Roman, with a great deal of old Latin upon it j 
, but my riding Boots put me out of all reading 
Humour, and I was very willing to let Plancus 
lye quietly in his Monument above, fo I could 
but recover again our Boat and there fit ftiil. Of 
this Town was the famous Cardinal Caetanus , of 
St. Thomas Aquinas his Name, Order, and al- 
moft Learning. This Town was built by Eneas % 
in honour of his Nurfe Caeta who died here. 

Returning again to Mola , we went afcer Din- Cicero’* 
ner to fee Cicero’s Grotte , and fo away. Grette. 

We had not ridden three hours but we came 
to the Ferry of Carigliano, near to which I faw 
the fair Refts of an old Amphitheater ftanding gUan». 
alone in the Field$,with the Refts alfo of an A- 
queduSl. I wondered at firftto fee an Anphithea- 
o.w - LI ter 
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ter Handing alone, and far from any great Town : 
bat upon enquiry, I found that here had Hood 
ViHtuma. once a noble Town called Minturna, but now fo 
ruined that not one Stone of it appeareth. In- 
deed we are often at this fault in Italy , and look 
for Towns in Corn-Fields. Luna , Populonia, 
Cuma\ Bait, and Minturna cheat thus our Ex- 
. petitions, and leave us no Monuments of them- 

felves, but a pure Fuit Ilium, which though it 
be Travellers lofs, yet it's Mans comfort, that 
Towns do die as well as he : hence Rutilius,

Ctrnimui exemflts offtda poffe mart. ' ' . 

Having palled over the River in a Ferry-Boat, 
weentred upon the Meadows, in whofefwr (cal- 
led the Fens of Minturna ) Cuius Marius lay hid a 
;.. t . while, and there with his ftern looks and manly 
Voice, faying, dareft thou kill Caiut Marius ? So 
terrified the Slave fent there to kill him, that he 
let him efcape to his Ship, and fo into AfrickMt 
Plutarch, may fpeak big that fpeaks for his Life 3 and any 
looks become a Man when he looks to himfelf 
well in dangers. 

While we rode along thefe Meadows we faw 
before us the Mountain ofGaro , anciently called 
Mom Majficus , famous for excellent Wines •, as 
well as the Country thereabout, which was called 
jlger Fakrnus , fo famed by Poets for its Vi nusfs 
T Falemum. 

Paffing thus along, We came at Night to St. A- 
gatha’s , and the next Morning betimes we entred 
_ . into Campania Felix, lo fornamM bccaufe of its 

JET admirable Air, wonderful plenty of Corn and 
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Wine, and pleafant Profpedts on all tides, which 
makes an Ancient call it, Cert amen Cercris & Bac- 
chi, the ftrife of Ceres and Bacchus, it was this 
Country which, with its delights brok tHanniU's 
Army 3 which neither Snow could cool, nor 
nor Romans vanquifli, fach Seneca. 
Indeed the pleafantnefs of this Country made us 
a full mends for aD the ill way we had before: 
Nature having fee that feurvy way there on pur* 
pofe that we might like her Favourite Campania 
the better after it. I call this Country Natures 
Favourite, m imitation of Pliny, who calls it Opus 
gaudentts natura, that is, a Country made by 
Nature when (he was in a good humour. It’s 
an Heathen thatfpeaks, and you muft pardon 
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We intended that day to have gone to Capua 
to Dinner* but when we came thither, we did Capua, 
not find it at home. For this Town now caned 
Capua is two Miles dillant from the place where 
old Capua flood. Indeed the. old Capua was a 
1 own of Importance 3 for it was either the fe- 
eond or third in the World ; and flood in Corn- 
petition, as Carthage did with Rome. Nay iede- 
manded of Rome to be ufedlike a Sifter^iot like a 
Subject; and flood high upon it, that one of the 
Annual Confuls fhould always refide here, but 
that Capua is vanilhed with its vanity 3 and this 
Capua hath no veafon to be fo proud, being fa- 
mous for nothing but that aftion of many noble 
Women here, who to avoid the Infolencies of 
the French Soldiers ( received into the Town SuSt / u *' 
fnendly ) leapt into the River rulturno to fave rjt. td!/. 
tneir Virginity and Honour, from their leudnefs : -AtJsr. 
aaattion rather wonderful, than warrantable Thom » a * 

Lit There *“**'* ’* 
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cth up notably the Interefl: of Spain in the 
Court of Rome : And it fqueezeth it l'elf now and 
then into huge Sums, four millions of Crowns, 
to fend Tribute into Spains Coffers. For this 
Kingdom is a Thoufand five Hundred Miles in 
Compafs, four Hundred and Fifty wide. It hath 
in it twenty Arch-Bifhops Seats ; an Hundred 
‘and twenty five Bifhops Seat ? A Thoufand it'tgre«f~ 
five hundred Bourghs $ two millions of Souls : 

Ten Principalities } twenty three Dutch ies-, thirty 
Marquifats \ Fifty four Counties and about a Ic ' f 
Thoufand Baronies, whereof four Hundred are Str ™£ f 
Ancient : It can raife an Hundred and fifty Thou- 
fand Foot, and an hundred Thoufand Horfe. It*s 
ordinary Squadron of Gallies arc but twenty. 

As for the Town it felf of Naples , if it be the 
third of Italy for greatnefs, it is the firfi: for Tbwn 
ftrength and neatnefs ; and therefore defervedly "f Na P lc5 - 
furnamed La Gentile , the Gentile. It hath Cam- 
pania on one fide of it, and the Mediterranean 
Sea on the other : So that it’s fed by Natures beft 
Dugs, Sea and Land. Its Air was always e- 
fteemed fo pure $ that the great Men of Rome 
had either their Villas, in Naples, or hard by. It’s 
well built, well paved, well furniflied with excel- 
lent Provifions, well filled with Nobility, and 
the Nobility well mounted. The chief ftreet is 
Strada di Toledo % Paved with Freeftonc, and 
flanked with noble Pallaces and Houfes. We 
entred into fome of them, and others we fa w f 

which had not recovered their emponpoint lince 
they had been fick of Mazdenelltfs Difeafe : Their 
very looks fhewed us that theirSicknefs had been 
Convulfion-Fits. The chief Palaces are thefe .* 

The ltately Palace of the Viceroy, that of Gra - ‘ 

L 1 j vina y 
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iina y Carajfa , Vrfiio , Sulmone , Toledo , &C. 
Molt of the Houles of Naples are made flat at 
top, to walk upon : A molt convenient thing to 
Breath upon in the frefh Evenings ,and eafy to be 
imitated by other Countries. 

1 faw here alfo the feveral publick places of 
AITembliesof the Nobility, according to their 
feveral ranks. Thefe places are like open walk- 
ing places, rail’d about with high Iron Rails, 
and painted within. 

The Mth. Then the Molo running a quarter of a Mile 
into the Sea, and affording great refrefhment to 
the Towns-Men who walk here in the Evenings 
in Summer, where they are fure to cool their 
Lungs with a fweet Frefco. At the end of the 
Molo ftands mounted the high Lantern , to di- 
red Ships home fafe in the Night} and a fine 
Fountain of frelh Water: 

The As for the Churches here they yield to none 

churches in Italy. The Domo is antient, and therefore 
tf Naples, outofthe mode a little: Yet it hath a modern 
Chappel which is very Beautiful : and is one of 
the fineft in Europe , both for Brazen Statues, 
and rich Painting. The Cupola was painted by 
the rare hand of Domenichino. In this Chappel 
is the Tomb of St. Januarius , Bifhopof Benevent , 
and now Patron of this Town } whofe Blood be- 
ing conferved in a little Glafs, and Concrete, 
melts and grows liquid when it is placed near to 
Baronins his Head , and even bubbles in the Glafs. A 
& nrevia- French Nobleman, Count of La Fal, was con- 
num Rom. verte( j f rom Calvinifm to theCatholick Religion 
upon fight of this Wonder. On the Left-hand 
of this Chappel without, lies Buried Pope Imo* 
V cm the IY. who ordered firft, that Cardinals 

fhould 
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fhould wear red Hats. The Verfes upon hisTomb Petrus ist. 
told me this. In the Sacrifty are kept many pre- 
cious gifts of Princes, and divers Relicks of Saints 
enchafed in Gold and Silver. *«. 1604. 

The Annunciata is both neat and devout : The Thg ^ 
Cupola and Roof are well painted and guilt.The nuneiat*. 
two Infants of Bethlehem with their fever a l 
Wounds, one in the Head, the other the Body, 
are fhewn here. The Hofpital is joyningtoit, 
and is of great reception: It maintains two Thou- 
fand Sick and Decrepid in it*, befides above eight 
Hundred Orphans and poor Children. 

Near the great Hofpital Hands St. P.ers 
Church, and before it the Altar upon which ( as 
the Infcription faith ) St. Peter faid Mafs at his 
firft coming to Naples. 

The Theatins Church called St. Pauls , is very ^ p au j a 
neat j and if you faw it with its beft Hangings 
on, you would think it one of the neateft 
Churches in Italy. The Roof is curionfly paint- 
ed and guilt. Here I few the rich Tomb of Beato 
Coetano a holy Man of this Order, and the Ta- 
bernacle of the high Altar, both very Rich. In 
the Sacrifty they have as rich Ornaments as in 
any Church of Italy. 

The Jefuits Church here is the beft they have The N* iu 
in Italy ,if it be not a little too wide for its length. Churcb% 

In the Sacrifty I faw the richeft ornaments for 
the Altars, and the beft Silver Candlefticks that I 
have feen any where elfe. It’s rich in Painting, 
Sculptures, and Marble. The High Altar was not - k ~ 

yet nnilhed, but promifeth Wonders. 

The Francifcans Church, called St. Maria . 
Nova , is very trim, with its neat Chappels and Nowu 
Tombs, and guilt Roof. Here I faw the Tomb 
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Marchefe di Pifcara, furnamed the Thunderbolt 
of War. The words upon this Tomb are fo 
ingenious ( that though I profefs not to fet down 
many Epitaphs in this my Voyage) I cannot but 
ftrive to carry them into other Countries. They 
are thefe. ; .

The Church of St. John Carbonare is confide- 
• rable for it felf, but much more for the (lately 
Tomb in it, of King Robert. In the Church 
of the Nunnery which Hands at the foot of the 
Hill> as you go up to the Carthufians, I faw a 
moft curious Tabernacle upon the Altar, of pre- 
cious polilhed Stones. Its one of the richeft I 
have feen any where, but that of Florence deferi- 
bed above. 

Then we mounted up that winding Hill of the Tht flattiy 
Carthufians Church and Monaftry, called Sr. 

Martin's. It’s the moll fumptuous thing in all °^ th J Car * 
Europe for a Monaftry, whether you regard it’s * u wm *. 
lituation,or it’s fabric. It’s lltuated upon an high 
Hill under the wing of the Caftle St. Elmo, to 

' P uC 
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pat Caft’es in mind, that they ought to defend 
and proteft Religion. The whole Quadrangle', 
or Cloifter of this Monaftry, is of pure polilhed 
white Marble, paved with Marble fquares, and 
adorned round with a Balufter, and white Mar- 
ble Pillars. Then entring into an open Gallery, 
we had as fine a Profpedt as Europe can afford. 
Barely. iron not excepting that of Greenwich, thought by Bar- 
Animtrum. clay , the belt Profpett in Europe. For here I faw 
all Naples under me, with the perfect fight of the 
two other Caftles, with the Haven, the Molo t 
, the Arjenal , the Ships, the Country round about 

Naples , Mount Vefuvius^ PaufilipuSj the Ships at 
Sea, the Promontories of Mifenum and Miner- 
va , the Ifle of Caprea , with a world o farther 
delightful fights. Then I was led into the apart- 
ment of the Padre Vtfitatore , where I faw moft 
neat Rooms, and fome good Pictures. Then 
going to the Church, I found it to exceed the 
Cloyfter, which before I thought to have exceed- 
ed all other things. It’s all of Marble, gilding 
and painting. The Pavement is aD of curious 
red and white Marble fquares as alfo the Sa- 
crifty. The Chappels and Pittures match the 
roof, and the Pillars with their particular Gra- 
ces. The Sacrifty is abfolutely the richeftl ever 
faw. The great Cupboards are of fuch a rate 
Mofaic wood work, inlaid into Pictures, that it 
difputes hard with the Quire of Dominicans^ in 
Bologna. Here they fliewed me a great Cruci^x 
of Silver, which had been fifteen years in ma- 
, king. The Remonflrance to expofe the B. Sacra- 
ment in, is made likejja Sun, whofe Beams arb 
mingled with Silver and Coral. The great Can- 
dlefticks of Maffive Silver, and the great Flower- 
pots are curioufly wrought. Then 
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Then 1 went to fee che three Cadies; That 
of St. Elmo, which is hard by the Carthufians , CaftU St. 
was built by Charles the V. It Hands well upon Elnu - 
its own Guard, by realbn of its high lituation : 

But I doubt whether it can offend any enemy, 
except Naples it felf, which is under it. 

The Cattle Vox so was built by William the c*jii t v*. 
third of Normandy, upon a rock in the Sea ;and 
from its oval form, is called C aft el vovo. There 
is a digue leading unto it from the Land. 

The Caftle Nuovo was built by Charles of u4n- Ca jf lt 
jon , defigned King of Naples. It ftands near the 
Molo, and level with the Town and Sea, as if 
it could defend and offend both. 

Thefe three Cattles are guarded by natural 
Spaniards ; and well furnifhed with great Can- 
nons, by wbofe language ( which is ultima ratio 
Regum, Kings laft Arguments ) the Neapolitans 
are either Catechifed into duty, or threatned 
into obedience. Indeed, fuch a People and Town 
are not eaGly bridled Such a wanton Courfer 
as Naples , is not to be ridden with Snaffles ; it 
hath often plunged under the King of Spain , 
but could never fling him quite out of the Sad- 
dle, merce agli tre Caflelli. 

Then I went to fee the Markets here, and found Mur ' 

them moft admirable, efpecially thofe of Fruit, * etu 
which Campania fends hither : And were but 
the Taxes taken off, or reafonably moderated, 

JXaples would be the cheapeft and richeft place in 
the world. But the Kings Officers, if they fuck 
in Milan , and fleece in Sicily, they fley in Na~ 
pies, which ufage drove the People fome years 
pail, into fuch a defperate humour, that they 
took up Arms, under the command |of M*- 

x, ajnclq 
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Some of the famous Men for Learning of this Le» r 
Town, were old Statius, rare Sannaznritu , A- Men - 
lexander ab Alexandro , and John Baptifl Marini : 
three excellent Poets, and one Antiquary. Na- 
ples hath furnilhed the Church with eighteen 
Popes. 

Having thus feen the Town it felf of Naples , I 
was moft willing to fee the Wonders of Nature, 
which are near unto it. Horfing therefore be- 
times one Morning, we went with a Guide to fee 

Vefuv'm , the burning Mountain, fome fever. 7^ 
miles diftant from Naples. Our honeft Guide f in Vefu- 
had ftudied the Hiftory of this Hill, and could vi «- 
tell how often it had broken forth into Flames, 

fince the beginning of the World, that is, twenty 

times, yiiphilinus the Epitomift of Dio , relates 
at length, one that happened under the Emperor 
Titus. But the laft which happened in the year 
1631. he remembred very well, and related it 
to me as we went along, with a fad Preface, of 

Infantum Peregrine jubes renovare dolorem , 

becaufe he could alfo fay, 

r - - Et quorum pars magna fui , 

having been an Adtor in that Diforder. For he 
was Son to a rich Husbandman here, and with 
much ado, Eneas like, he had refcued his old 
Father from the Alhes of Vefuvius , which over- 
whelmed and buried whole Villages. Here faid 
be, pointing to the place, ftood a great Vineyard, 
one of the beft of the Country 5 but now three 
fathom deep in Allies. Here Hood a Village full 

of 
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of rich Husbandmen and goodly Houfes ; but 
now ruin’d by the Stones Ihot at it from Vejuvius. 
Here ftood once apleafant Fill*, beautified with 
curious Walks, Orange-trees, Fountains and 
Arbors, but Jam tints eft ttbi villa fait. In a 
word, above Twothoufand People were burnt, 
lamed or ftifled in this Eruption. Then he flaw- 
ed me the vait Scones, which overcharging the 
Stomach of Pefaviui, he had vomited up, with 
fuch a boaking, that Naples thought the day of 
Judgment had been at hand. Then he (hewed 
me a Channel, where a River of fiery green 
matter, mingled with Brimftone, AUum, Iron, 
Water, and Salt-Petre, had run from that fpew- 
ing Hill. T he manner of its breaking out was 
thus : The Hill began firft to fmoke more ve- 
hemently than before : Then it flamed and catt 
out a Cloud of Aihes, which, had the wind ftood 
toward the City, had cover’d all Naples, and 
bnried it in thole Afhes : Then it began to roar, 
as if Madam Nature her felf had been in Labour; 
Thunder was but Piftol-crack to this noife : And 
,the mouth a Cannon a full mile wide, muft 
needs give a great report. It bellowed and thun- 
dered again: Naples trembled: The Ground 
fwelled : The Sea it felf fhiver’d for fear, when 
the Hill tearing its Entrals with huge violence, 
was brought to Bed of a world of vaft Stones, 
and a flood of Sulphurous Matter, which ran 
from the top of the Mountain into the Sea, for 
the fpace of three Miles. All this he told me, 
and this he fhew’d me afterward, in a public In- 
fcription, upon a fair Marble Stone erefted hard 
by. And all this made me but the more defi- 
rous of feeing this Mountain. Wherefore fpur- 

ring 
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ring on, we came foon after to the foot of the r~ 

Hill j where leaving our Horfes, we began to * 
crawl up that fteep Hill for a good mile toge- 
ther, to the mid-leg in allies. At laft, with much 
ado, we got to the top of the Hill ; and peeping 
fearfully ( remembring Pliny’ s accident) into the 
great hollow, from the brink of it, found it to 
be like a vaft Kettle, far greater than thofe Hell 
Kettles, near Diflington^ in the Bilhoprick of 
Durham , made by Earthquakes. For theOri- SecBsker't 
fice of this Kettle is a Mile or two wide, and ve- Chrmic - « 
ry nigh as deep. In the bottom of it, is anew Hnric - 3 ~ 
little Hill, rifing out of the hollow of the old, 
and fuming perpetually with a thick Smoke, as 
if it alfo would play tricks too in it’s turn. Ha- 
ving gazed a while at this Chimney of Hell (for 
Tertullian calls JEtna and V tfuviut, Fumariola in He jp t 
ferni) we came fatter down than we went up. He chimneys. 
that is not content with this my fliort defcripti- 
on of the burning of this Hill, let him read Ju- 
liut Cafar Becupitus , who hath made a little 
Book alorle of it, called, De ye/uviano inccndio 
Nuncius. 

Having recovered our Horfes again, we came 
back to Naples j and the next Morning, taking a 
new Guide, we went to fee the wonders of Na- 
ture about Bata and Puz.zmoIo. 

Horfing then again betimes in the Morning, 
we patted by the Cattle and foon after to 
Margtlino , to fee the Tomb of Samaz.arius the 0 i». WW 
Poet, who lies buried in the Church of Santa 
Maria del Porto , which was once Sannascarius 
his own Houfe, which dying, he left to be made s *””**»~ 
a Church of, under that Title : So that in his 
Tettaraent, he wrote de Vvrgms farm, as well 

as 
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fay here that it is a full Mile long ; but I thought 
it fcarce fo much. We rid fome forty paces 
by the light of the wide Entrance } but that 
vanilhing,we were left in the Dark a good while, 
till we came to the half way, where there hangs 
a burning Lamp before the Pi&ure of our Savi- 
our in the B. Virgins Arms. The light of this 
Lamp was very grateful unto us 5 and 1 am con- 
fident a Puritan himfelf, were he here, would be 
glad to fee this Lamp and Pifture,and love them 
better for it ever after. All the way of this 
Grotta is very even and level, but hugely dufty ; 
as a Room mult be that hath not been fwept 
thefe fixteen Hundred Years. The People of 
the Country meeting here in the Dark, know 
how to avoid one another, by going from Naples 
on the right hand, and returning on the left ; 
that is, by keeping on the Mountain fide going, 
and returning on the Sea-fide : And this they ex- 
prefs by crying out often ; Ala Montagna , or 4 
la Marina •, to the Mountain- fide , or to the Sea-fide, 
to give notice whether they come, or go. Our 
Guide underftood the Word, and he gave it 
untome, and I to my next Man, it ran through 
our whole Brigade , which confifted of a dozen 
Horfemen in all. Almoft all the way we rid in 
it, we ffiut odr Eyes, having little ufe of them ; 
and our Mouths and Nofes too, for fear of being 
choaked with the Duft : So that our exterior .. 
Senfes being thus fhut up, our Interior began to 
work more freely, and to think of this odd place. 
My thoughts, coming newly from Sannaz.arius 
and Virgils Tombs, fell presently upon Poetry, 

( for all this Country is a Poetical Country) and 
1 began to think whether this were not Polyphemu 
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his Den, becaufe Homer makes if to haye been 
near the Sea-fide, as this is, and capable of hold- 
ing great Herds of Sheep, as this aJLjfo is. Some- 
times 1 thought that it might have been here, 
that Jupiter was hidden from his devouring Fu* 
ther, Saturn , who came into Italy for certain » 
as alfo becaufe Sophocles makes mention of Jupi- 
ter Paufilipus. But at laft I concluded that this 
was the place where merry Gods and Goddefles, 
after their jovial Suppers, plaid at Hide and 
Seek, without being H°°d- wink’d. By this 
time we began to lee the qther end of the Grot $ 
far off, by a little Light which grew grater and 

greater, till ut laft we came to the lflbe of it. 

crottn del Being got out of this Cymmerian rode, we be- 
gan to open our Eyes again to fee if we could 
find one another; and our Mouths too to dif- 
• courfe upon this exotick place. Thus we fid 
difcourfing upon this Wonder, till vye came to 
the ( Srotta elel Cane , a new Wonder. 

Arriving there we prefently had a Dog iwa? 
dy ( though for the moft part the Dogs here run 
whining away when they fee a troop of ftrangers 
arrive) and I faw the Experiment of that famous 
Crotta , which being but three yards within the 
fide of the Hill, may be feen without entring into 
it. The Experiment is this. A Man takes a 
Dog alive, and holding down his Head with a 
wooden Fork to the Gound, the Dog begins 
firft to cry, and then to turn up the white of the 
Eyes, as if he would die. Then letting him jiol4 
Up his Head again, he recovers. And having 
thus twice or thrice (hewed us the Experience of 
this infectious place, he puts down the Dogs head 
again, and holds it down fo long, till the Dog 

feems 
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teems to be dead indeed. Then taking him by 
the ftitf Leg, and running with him to the Lake 
Agnanoy fome forty Paces off, he throws him 
into the fhallow water of this Lake, and prefent- 
ly he begins to recover, and to wade out. They 
would make us believe, that as it is the nature 
of this Grotta to kill, fo it is the nature of this 
Lake to revive dead things again. But if the Dog 
were dead indeed, all the water of Agnano, tho’ 
it were Aqua Pita, would not recover him : He is 
only aftoniflied with the infeaious Vapor which 
breatheth out of this Sulphurous ground below* 

The Peftilent nature of this Grotta was (hewed ns 
plainly by a lighted Torch, which as long as it 
was high from the Ground, burnt clearly : But 
as it was approached by little and little near to 
the Ground ft grew dimmer and dimmer , till 
at lalt it burnt blew, and being held clofe to 
the Ground, it went quite out. 

Then we were (hown hard by, the Stoves of 
St. Gennaro , which by a natural fulphurous Va- T j? e 
por iffuing ftrongly from low caufes, put a Man „ n " 
prefently in a Sweat, and are excellent Remedies 1 
for the Neapolitan Difeafe, called by fome Au- 
thors, Campanus Morbus : Nature , an Indulgent 
Mother , thinking herfelf bound to afford a Re- 
medy to the diforders which (he her felf hath en* 
din’d the Neapolitans unto. 

Then fetching about theHills by a narrow un- Th* Cap* 
frequented way, we came to the Convent of the 
Capucins Handing there where St. Januarius was 
Beheaded-Ina little Chappel on the Right-hand 
as yon enter into the Church, they (hewed us 
the Stone upon which he was beheaded 5 the 
Blood Is Hill upon it. 

Mm2 From ■* 
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The sui- From hence we defcended down into the SuU 
fhatara. phatara , where the burning Sulphur fmokes out 
perpetually from under ground. This Sulphata- 
x* is a kind of Pic, environed on all fides with 
Banks, and it is about fifteen Hundred Foot long, 
and a Thoufand broad. We rid down into it on 
Horfe-back, and it founded hollow under our 
Horfes Feet, as if we had been riding over a 
wooden Bridg. There are divers SpiracuU, or 
vents round about it, out of which the thick 
Smoak preffeth furioufly, as out of a Furnace ; 
and makes Poets and Potters find matter e- 
nough j thofe for their Fables calling it. Forum 
Vulcani : Thefe for their Medicinal Pots, which 
they make of this Brimftony Earth. 

Near to Sulphatara ftands a roundP.ool of black, 
thick Water, which always boileth ; and what- 
foever you throw into it, it comes out boiled in- 
deed, but not entire ; fomething or other of it 
being always diminifhed, faith Leandro Alberti . 
One putting in four Eggs in a long Ladle, pulled 
out but three again : I wonder Poets feigned not 
this Lake to be that part of Hell allotted to 
punifh Ufurers, feeing it takes ufe for every thing 
that’s put into ir. 

Defending from Sulphatara to Furjzuoloy we 
wondered to fe the very High- way fraoak un- 
der our Horfes Feet, when yet we found not 
> them fo fiery under us ; but I found the Smoak 

to come out of little chinks of the dried ground : 
which {hewed us that the whole Country was 
on Fire under us. Before we came to the Town 
we faw the remnants of a fair Amphitheater , 
and Cicero i Academy. 

Im- 
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Immediately after this we came to Puz.z.nolo, P uizuoio. 
fo called , either from the multitude of Springs 
about it, orelfe a Putore, from the fmell which 
this Brimftony Country affords. The Town is N 
but little, yet anciently aBifhops Sear. Taking 
Boat here prefently, we pafled over the Creek 
of the Sea to Bai*, which is three Miles from 
hence j and as we row’d along, I admired the 
wild defign of Caligula , who built a Bridge from 
pHz.zjtola to Baia: Some of the Arches yet Hand- 
ing on both fides, (hew us that his folly is real .* 

And I believe Suetonius meant this work when 
he taxeth the infan as fubftruttiones, and made 
buildings of this Emperor. That which con- 
tributed much to the bold attempt ; was the 
nature of the Sand of this Country, which made pu ny 
into Morter, and let down into the Water, Virruvi- 
grows hard and folid, even to petrify there at us \ 
laft. Puteolanus fulvis y ft aejuam attigit faxum Bai *' 
eft. 

Reaching the other fide of the Bay, and 
leaving our Boat to attend us, we rambled for an 
hour and an half among the Antiquities of this 
ruined Paradife of Baia : For you know, Nullus 
in orbe locus Baits praluxit ant avis. 

Firft we were led to th eMercato di Sabato, look- Mercato di 
ing ftill like a Street with ruins of Houfes on SaiMt * 
both Sides. 

Thence we went to the Elision Fields, which The Fujian 
are much beholding to Poets for their Fame : O- FiiUs - 
therwife they are but a very common Plat of 
Ground without any gracefulnefs at all 5 except 
only that if Baia were a Town ftill a Man mighc 
make a fine Bowling-ground here. But Poets 
who have Power and Licence to ereft Itbacum in- 

M m 3 to 
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to a Kingdom, have out-poeted it bere, by e- 
refting this little fpot of Ground into a Para- 


difc. 

T hence we came prefently to the Vifvm Mu 
p (c'v.a ' a Va ^ building under ground born up 

Mir Mi. by forty or fifty great fquare Pillars , long 
an Hundred and fifty Paces, forty wide, and 
thirty high. We defended into it by many Steps, 
and it's I'o well walled with Stone, and Lime on 
ail fides,that Water cannot fink through. And all 
this was only to keep frefh Water in, either for 
the Roman Gallies thatufed to lie hereabouts, in 
this Harbor j or elfe for the Romans Gujlo ; 
who having their curious Villa's hereabouts, had 
no mind to drink of the Springs of this Bitumi- 
nous Country. At the top of this Pifcini Mira- 
bili , I efpied fome Sponts of Stone yet remaining, 
by which they ufed to let the Water from above 
into the vaft. Referver. 

prmont. Returning again, we were Ihown the Pro- 
m ,f”f’ mom or \ of Mifenum a far off ; and the Mare Mar - 

twmcento utnm hard by. 

LamertU:. Then we went into the Cento CosssereSe ; fo cal- 
led from an Hundred little Rooms that were 
built together like Chambers within one another, 
to keep Slaves in, who ferved the Gallies. 

Going again towards our Boat, we were 
fhown the place where Agrippina fhould have 
been drowned by a falfe* bottomed Boat *, but 
that failing, her Son Nero caufed her to be Stab, 
bed here. Indeed Breafts that had turn’d their 
Blood into Milk, to give Suck to foch a Mon- 
fter, could expert nothing elfe but to be emptied 
» of all their Blood \ but (he was defign’d to this 

iii ufage long before. For being foretold, when 
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Ihtf was with Child of Ntro, that fhe had in her 
Womb a Soi\, who fhould be Emperor, but 
withal, who (houkl kill her, fhe cried out : Occi- 
dat y modo imperet : Let him kfU mefo he be but Em- 
peror 5 and (he had her Wifh. It’s faid alfo that 
this Parricide ( for, Nero nunquam fine publics pa- 
ricidii pre fat tone nominandus ejt t ( faith Valerius 
Maximus ) after his Mother was kill’d, would 
needs have her ript up, that he might fee where 
he had lodged nine Months together .• And I be- 
lieve that nothing haflened more the Confpiracy 
of the Romans , againft him, than that they could 
now no longer endure him, who could not en- 
dure his own Mother. Hatd by the Shoar ftands 
yet the Tomb of that unfortunate Princefs. 

Then taking Boat again, we rowed by the . . . 
ruins of Marius , and Cafar's Villas , and divers 
other fcraps of Antiquity, and all along in the 
Water ( in a clear day ) you may fee the Foun- 
dations of Bait, and fome Arches, and the Pave- 
ment of the very Streets j all now in the Sea. 

Omnia fert at as j and Time, which in all other 
places is called Edax rerum , may here be called 
Bibaxrerumfixting fup’d up here a whole Town. 

Rowing on ftill by the Shoar, we came to 
the Foot of Nero's Pallace, near to the ruins of 
which, ftands mounted a ftrong Caftle, built a 
lamoderna t upon a high Hill. Leaving hereonV 
Boat again, we wete wifhed to put our Hands 
into the Sand of the very Sea which we found 
to burn under the cold Water. 

Then we went hard by to Cicero's Baths, a euro’s 
great fquare place, where antiently were writ- Bath- ' 
ten over Head in old Letters, the names of the 
Difeafes which thefe Waters Cured .* Which 
Mo 4 Letters 
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Letters fome Phy Titians cauled to be defac’d, pre- 
tending that they were fuperftitious Characters, 

' when indeed they were unwilling Men fhould .• 
be cured by any thing, but the (trange Characters 
in their Recipes. 

Near thefe aforefaid Baths, aretholeof TkUo- 

?TiitoU. where we werc led * nt0 theIon S a n4 
* prefently put into a Sweat by a ftifling heat that 

met us violently in that long entry. 1 followed 
my Guide, and finding the fleam to be Choak- 
ing, 1 (looped down low behind the Goide, to 
let him break the hot Air before me. As i thus 
(looped, I found out by Experience what others 
find by hearfay ; that the nearer the Ground a 
Man (loops here, the cooler he finds himfelf. 
Thus Anttus like, fetching now and then fuccor 
from my Mother Earth, 1 found Humility to be 
afafe Remedy. In the middle of this long, nar- 
row Entry theres a place for thofe that (land in 
need of Sweating, to (land on flradling wide, 
and fo fweat abundantly. They told me that 
at the end of this Crotta , there are Baths of So- 
vereign Virtue *, but I being well without them, 
had no mind to be choked in feeking out Health. 

Returning from hence we had a huge walk of 
it to the Lacus Avernns , made by the River A- 
Lacus cheron , i. e. fine gaudio : a fit name for the RU 
wn * verofHell. This Lake is famous for it’s (link- 
ing Air which was ebferv’d to kill Birds as they 
fiew over here. On the farther fide of it was the 
Temple of Apollo, 

Leaving this Lake on our Right hand, we 
The Grottt ma de towards the Grotte of SybilU Cum&a, fo 
of sibyiu called from the CityC««<e, which iloodnotfar 
cum**, off This long Grott* war once a Subterranean 

paffage 
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paflage to the City of Cnma ( as that of Paufili- 
pas is yet to Naples ) and the Syb tils Grotte is that 
little dark Entry which ftrikes out of the long 
Grotte. This leads you to the Chamber of the 
faid Sybille and her Baths. It’s a fine retiring 
place for a chart Maid, that fears as well to fee 
as to be feen : Tam timet videre , ejuam videri , 
and fuch the Sybills were $ who for their Virgini- TertuS - 
ties fake, had the gift of Prophecy given them, 
faith Sc. Hierome. This Sybilla Cum&a Propheci- 
ed very particularly of our Saveour’s Birth, and 
for that reafon Julian the Apoft ate burnt her Pro- 
phecies faith Ammianus MarceUinas , an Heathen 
Hirtorian of thofe times. 

As we returned again from hence to our Boat, M 
we gazed upon a great Mountain called Monte 
Naovo becaufe it was cart up in one Night ( on 
Michaelmas Night, Anno 1536) by a Earthquake, 
which the Philofophers call Brafmarichus y that is, 
when the Earth is thrown up, and Mountains are 
formed. Some hold this Mountain to be three 
Miles high, but 1 think it enough to give it a full 
Mile. It cover’d fat its rifing op ) a great part 
of the old Laatt Lucritius , which was quite fuck-, 
ed up by this great fop. 

Then taking our Boat again, we returned to 
InizMolOy and at night to Naples $ where we ftaid 
but one day more, as well to reft our Horfes, as 
to fee the Silk-lhops, where they make curious 
Silk Waftcoats, Stockings, Scarfs, &c. 

He that deiires to know the Hiftoi v of Naples , Th» Hifltrj 
let him read the Book called, Jl Compendia, dell °f Na T ts ' 
fJifioria di Napoli , di Collennccto . 

Having thus feen Naples , we returned again 
towards Rom f, the fame way we came, without hj 
; il any 
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any danger of Bandm, but not without feme 
trouble caufed us by the Officers of the GabeRa 
at Fundi , who met us a quarter of a Mile out of 
the Town, and ftopt us upon the Road to fearclt 
us, and fee whether we had any thing liable to 
the GabelU j or more Money of the Country, 
than the Law allows Men to carry out. For my 
part, I had taken care of all this afore hand, and 
had nothing liable to the greateft rigor. But 
fome of our Company, that did not believe the 
rigor to be fo great, found it. For to forte they 
pulled off their Boots, fearched their Pockets, 
Breeches, Doublets $ nay, even their Saddles, 
Horfes tails, and the very Horfes feet. From 
one Gentleman they took four Piflols of Gold, 
becaufe he carryed fo much more than was al- 
lowed : Though with much ado we got the Gen- 
tleman his Money again; I have known divers 
that have not efcaped fo weB, having been drip- 
ped in the open Fields, even to their Shirts, &e. 
their Watches taken from them, though they 
had brought them with them to Naples, and not 
bought them there, This Is to learn my Tra- 
veller to be inquifitive in all his journeys, of the 
Laws of the Country where he travelleth, efpe- 
cially fuch obvious ones as concern public Paffa- 
ges, Bridges, Ferries, bearing of Arms, and the 
like -, the knowledge of which cuftoms will make 
him avoid many inconvcniencies, which I have 
known others fall into. 

In another Voyage to Naples , in onr return 
to Rome, we made little excurfions, to take in 
fome places about Rome, which he had not feen 
before, as Arbarto, C aflelC andnlfo, Frefcati and 
Tivoli t : which lay almofl? in our way. 

Riling 
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' Riling therefore betimes at V'eletri, we crofled 
over the Hills, and came to Abano ( anciently Al«no. 
called Longo Aba ) and now one of the feven Bi- 
(hops Seats about Rom, Which are given to the 
elded Bifhop Cardinals, that they may be at 
hand always, and ready to aflid the Pope in his 
affairs of importance. The others are Porto , O- 
ftia, Frefcati , Tivoli, Prencfte, V'eletri. In Aba. 
no , I faw nothing of moment but an old Church, 
and fome old Houles : Yet feeing it (lands in fo 
good an Air, I wonder the great Men of Rome 
have not built Houfes here, where the Wine 
is fo exquifitely good. Indeed this Wine makes 
this Town to be much taken notice of by all 
ftrangers, as being the bed Wine that’s condant- 
ly drunk in Rome. 

Hard by Abano dands C aft el Candulfo , the CaJUeGan- 
Popes Country Houfe, in Summer. It dands ve- duI f- 
ry pleafantly, having on one fide of it a Lake 
and Woods; and on the other, the Campania of 
Rome , and the City it felf in view. I dept into 
this Cadle but found nothing but bare Walls, it 
being unfurnifhed. 

From hence we went to Frefcati , called an- Frtftati. 
tiently Tufadum. This is abfolutely one of the 
fweeted places in Europe. The Town is but lit- 
tle 3 but round about it, efpecially on the Hill 
fide there arefo many enrious Till as, Pallace /, 

Cardens , Fountains, fhady Walks, anti Summer de- 
lights, that I wonder not, if Princes, Cardinals, 
and other great Perfons, retire hither, in Sum- 
mer. In a word, here Cato was born, her cLu- 
cullus delighted himfelf, and Cicero dudied and 
wrote his TufcuUn quedions. The fird place ' 
we went to fee here, was the Villa Aldobrandani. 

■ ■ ' This 
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The nil* This Villa is alfo called the Belvedere of Frefcati , 
jildobran- becaufe it ftands fo pleafantly ; having the Cam- 
dmaBelve • ^ af) - a 0 f R omej and Rome it felf in fight on one 
fide ; and on the other, the Hill fide all covered 
with Laurel Trees, curious Fountains, Cafcatat , 
and other delightfome Water-works, which af- 
ford here a cool feafon, even in the Months of 
July and Jugufi. The variety of thefe Water- 
works, are 16 many and fo curious, that 1 can- 
not but deferibe them. 

Firft then, the vzveCafcata prefentsit felf,and 
The Cafe*- } ts ma( j e t hus. At the turning of a vaft Cock, 
tM ‘ the Water ( which is brought through a great 
Hill, from a fource five Miles off ) fpouts out of 
the top of two high winding Pillars of Stone, 
which ftand mounted upon the head of an high 
pair of open Stairs, and then falling down upon 
the fame Pillars again, it follows the winding 
bent of them, cut into Channels and little Gut- 
ters, and fo warbles about thefe Pilars vifibly, 
till it arrive at the foot of them. There finding 
iffue, it falls upon the forefaid Stairs, and covers 
them all with a thin gliding Stream,which makes 
an open Stair-cafe of Water. Befides, this Water 
fets a number of little Fountains on work, which 
ftand on either fide of thefe Stairs, and defeends 
by degrees with them : So that in a moment the 
whole Hill fide is fpouting out Water and fil- 
ling the Air with a fweet murmur. 

2. Then the Gardiner turning another Cock 
above, gives, at once, fuch ftore of Wind and 
Water to the great Girandola , below the Stars, 
The Ginn- j n t |, e Grotta of Atl<u, that it imitateth perfectly 
do1 *' Thunder, Hail, Rain and Mift,

though all pafs in cold Blood, becaufe in cold ***** 
Water. 

6. Theft Waters alfo afford innumerable and 
inavoidable wetting places * as the falfe fteps in 
the Stairs ; the wetting place behind Pan 5 the o- 
wetting place behind the Centaure, and the lit- 
tle under-ground fpouts on all fides. 

7. Then the Hall of yipollo is opened, where Hail 
he fitting upon Mount Parnajfm , and the nine Spoilt. 
Mufes under him in a Circle, with feveral wind 
Inftruments in their Hands, ftrike up altogether 
melodioufly, whilft an untouched Organ under- 
neath the Hill, plays a foft ground to the Mufes 
Inftruments. 

8. During the Melody, a little round hole in 
the midft of the Room, bloweth out from be- 
low, fuch a cool and ftiff Wind, that bears up 
a little hollw ball of Copper, a yard from the 
Ground. Over the Door is this diftich. 

Hue ego migravi Mufis comitatm Apollo.

Then being led to fee this Hydraulic Organ, The Water 
and to view what Fingers Art had lent untoWa- Organ. 
ter; I found the Organ to be made thus. Firft, 
the Pipes are like other Organ Pipes of Lead, 
and fee in a dofe frame, as the manner is, with 

flops 
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flops, and touches to them. Clofe to the flops 
the force of water turns a Wheel, made like a 
great Drum, and as long as the Organ. This 
Wheel hath in it, here and there, divers pieces 
of Brafs, about the thicknefs of an half Crown 
piece, and juft as broad as the flops of the Or- 
gan. Thefe Brafs pieces flicking out juft fo far, 
as to reach the flops in their turning about, and 
to prefs them down as the Organifts Fingers <k^ 
and being placed here and there, in that Muftcal 
diftance, as to ftrike their note in tune, as they 
turn about leifurely, they altogether compofe a 
perfect and fweet Harmony j the Wind-pipe of 
this room (mentioned even now ) fervethfuffi- 
ciently for Bellows to this Organ, as well as to 
the wind Inftruments of the Mufe$ and all is 
caufed by force of Water. But as we were taken 
a t err i bit w ith thefe Water -works,whji:b make this Or gaa 
vetting pi a y j n tune, we were fuddenly overtaken with 
***** another Water-work, which playing terribly 
upon us, put us quite out of tune : So fcldoto 
doth Wind come without Water. 

MULud,- Having feen this Garden and Pallace, we went 
to the Villa of Prince Ludovifta, which is hard 
by. The Houfe is but littie,but the Gardenia 
both large and adorned with ftqre of Water- 
works j fo that if the Gardiner befriend you not, 
you cannot efcape without being foundly wet. 
One thing I obferved in this Pallace here, that 
the Curtains of the Beds are wrought with lit- 
tle holes of Needle- work, that the Air may eater 
by them, but not the Gnats. 

From hence we went to the Villa of Prince 
Bargbefe, called Monte-dragone , from the Dr* 

* ’ gpn in his Arms. It (lands a mile and an half 

from 
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from the Brtvcdm,mi tie way to it, isthroaeh 
cyrioys walks of Laurel-trees, The Houfe is 
ftately, and capable of lodging a King, with his 
whole Court. The Chambers are neat and fit 
for both Seafons, Winter and Summer.- Jf^w 
divers good figures in them. The laft Supper 
is of Alberto Dureo’s Hand, and hugely efteemed. 

The ftory of Polyphemus is of phe Hand of Lan~ 
fr^co.Eni that which pleafed me belt, was the 
Hal] below, full of the true Pictures of famous 
Men, both for Learning and Arms. 4s an ex- 
cellent School, where a Man may learn much 
true skill in Phyfiogmony, and fee how Wor- 
thies looked. This H?U Jets you out into the ' 
little neat Garden, yvhere you find Water* 
works, wetting fports, and a pretty Girandola. 

Having thus feen Frefcati , we went to Tivoli tjw/. 
fome fifteen Miles off. This is an antient Town 
ftanding upon an Hill fome fifteen Miles djftant 
from RomejwtSi in fight of it. It was anciently 
Called Tyber , and held by the Romans for a deli- 
cious place. We faw here the old Temple, and ° iTjitr * 
the Houfe of Sibylla T yburtina. Then we faw the 
CaJ cat a jnuch admired here by thole that never T r r r 
were in Swijferland, or at Terni. This here is ]* ^ 

made by the River Anio, which falls fuddenly 
down a ftony Rock, and foams for anger, to 
fee its bed grown too fhort for it. Indeed it 
makes fuch a murmuring complaint againft 
nature, to the Rones below, that it aim oft 
deafs, like the C*f of Nilus, all its nciehZ 
bors. 

Thence we went to thereof Cardinal d*EJle. ViUm£ 

It ftands high and overlooks the Campania of Ejlt. \ 
Rome. But the Gardens' of this Villa, is th^t 

which 
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which is here moft looked after. They lie upon 
the fide of an Hill, and are placed in four rows, 
of Gardens, with four degrees in the defcent, all ? 
furnifhed with Cafcatas , Grottas, and other ad- 
mirableWater-V?orks:The Water is let in hither 
from the River Anio , which runs behind this 
HiU. For they have tapt the very Hill, and 
bored the Rock quite through to the River jfo 
that the Gardiner hereby turning a great Cock, 
can let in as much Water as fills the Fountains, 
the Cafcatas, the Grottas, the Girandola, and the 
other rare Water-works. Hence is made the 
great Fountain of Leda \ the Stairs of Water j 
the long walk of two Hundred paces, fet all a-, 
long with little ftone Fountains and Bafins, pur- 
ling in your ears, and catting out little tets of 
Water as yon walk along them. And here you 
lhall fee as rare things for fight and delight, as 
the World can afford in this kind. Here a perr 
fe£t reprefentation of old Rome in a Perfpedtive : 
Where you fee the Capitol , the Pantheon , the 
chief Triumphal Arches , the Circos , Theaters , 
Obelifqnes , Maufoleas , and even Tyber it felf: 
Here curious groves of Trees making a green 
fpring in the midft of Winter -.Here cool 
tas and Fountains, making a cold Winter in the 
midft of Summer. Here falfe birds chirping up- 
on true Trees, every one according to his true 
nature } and all of them chattering at once at. 
the fight of a falfe Owl, appearing and howling 
in a Tree. Here curious Grottas , efpecially the , 
Grotta of Nature, adorned with Nymphs, Shells, 
Statues, and unavoidable wetting places»and Or- 
gans playing without any Min touching them : 
There a fearful Girandola of the Dragons, thurt- 

dermg 
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dering as if they would fet Heaven on Fire with 
cold Water, and pelt Jufitcr from thence with 
Halftones. But 1 wrong thefe things, vy hich are 
rather to be feen than described: And my Travel- 
ler will wrong himfelf much, if he ftay not here 
three or four days, to view munitamente , thefe 
wonders of Art.Havihg feen thefe famous places, 
we returned to Rome again j where we faw its 
chief rareties Over and over again 5 for Rom am 
psvat ufaue videre , and all Men that have feen 
Rome only once, defire to fee it again : Hence 
the Romans taking leave of a Granger departing 
from Rome , after his firft Voyage, fay jefting to 
him, a Riveder ci \ that is,Farewel till 1 fee yon 
again ; knowing that every Man who hath feed 
Rome but once, will defire to return again. For 
my part, I confefs I was of this fentiment in my 
firft journey ; but now having feen it five feveral 
times, I took a long leave of it, and began co 
think of returning homeward by the way of Lo- 
veto and Venice. And that we might be fure to 
be at Venice at the great folemnity of the Afceij- 
fion, we left Rome the firft week after Eafier. 

We fet out of Rome by the Porta del Populd, 
dll along the via Flaminia , which reached as far y . ^ 
almoft on this fide of Rome , as the via Appia did mini* 
on the other j that is from Rome to Riming Its 
called Flaminia , becaufe the Conful Flaminim 
made it by his Souldier 9 , in time of peace, left 
they fhould grow idle and have their ftrength to 
feek when the War fliould break out. The reft 
of the way from Rimini to Bologna, was paved 
by JEmilius Lepidus the Collegue of Flaming 
and from him called via JEmilia, • *v 
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This via Flaminia led us firft to Ponte Molo 
( Pons Milvius ) a good Mile diftant from the 
Gates of Rome, where Conftantin the Great over- 
came Maxent'w the Tyrant, and drove him and 
h is Men into the River. Here it was I faw Tybtr 
firft 5 and 1 wonder to find it fuch a fmal] Ri- 
ver, which Poets, with their Hyperbolical Ink, 
had made fwell into a River of the 6rft rate. 

Following on the way,we palled by Caftel Nuo - 
vOy Civit a, Caftcllanay Vtricoli t and fo to Narni: 
fo called from the River Nar. It was anciently 
called Nequinum (wicked Town) becaufe of the 
Inhabitants, who being preffed with hunger in a 
Siege refolved to kill one another, rather than 
fall alive into the Hands of their Enemies. They 
began with their Children, Sifters, Mothers, 
Wives, and at laft fell upon one another •, lea- 
ving their Enemies nothing to triumph over but 
bare Walls and Afhes. This Town is an ancient 
Bifhops Seat, and St. Juvenalis (whofe body ly- 
eth in a neat low Chappel in the Domo ) was the 
fifft Bifhop of it. A little out of the Town are 
feen high Arches, belonging anciently to an A- 
qnedu#. 

From hence we went to Term , a Bifhops Seat 
too. It was called anciently Inter amna, becaufe 
of a world of little Brooks here. This Town 
Rands in a molt pleafant foyl, and is famoas for 
being the birth-place of Cornelius Tacitus the 
great Hiflorian. Arriving here betimes, we went 
four miles off, to fee the famous Cafcata , in the 
Mountains, which far excells that of Tivoli. 

From Term we went to Spoleto. This is a 
neat Town, which giveth denomination to the 
Dutchy of Spoleto. Anciently the Country here- 
about 


Put IT. a Otapaue tf|20U[jb Italy. aoj 

aBout was called Vmbrit, but in aftertimes it 
was called, the Dutchy of Spoleto , upon this oc- 
cafion. The Emperor Juftin having called Nar- 
fes (the great General ) out of Italy , he fent Lon . 
gxntu with the Power and Title of Exarch , in his 
place. This Longinus fettled himfelf in Raven- 
na } and governed the reft of Italy by his Cap- 
tains and Officers called Duces , or Dukes. 

Hence Rome loft her Confuls , ( Narfes and 
Bafilius being the two laft Gonfuls) and was 
governed by a Duke too, as well as Spoleto. This 
Town hath been famous anciently, for holding 
' out againft Hannibal , even then when he had 
newly overcome the Romans at the Lake Thrafi - 
mem near Perugia ; in which Siege of Spoleto 
happened that famous Prodigy (which I may 
call, in a manner, a Metaphyfical transmutation 
rather than aMetamorphofu^mentioned by Lean- 
dro Alberti, who quotes Livy for it; of a Man 
in Spoleto , changed into a Woman in the time of 
the Siege. Surely it wasfome notable Coward 
whom Nature difavowing, degraded him of his* 

Breeches. Hence I remember that Plato faith 
Abjettori armorum Maxime convenirct , ut in Mult- Plato Hi, 
erem ex Viro tran{latw,fic puniatur : A Man that 1 »• * u- 
cafts away his Arms in a Battle , ought to be punifh- gib - 
ed, by being changed from a Man into a Woman. 

This Town of Spoleto gives the name to the plea- T u. v n 
fant Valley of Spoleto , which lies near it. It’s tf Spoleto 
above thirty Miles in Compafs,furrounded on all 
fides with Hills, and thofe Hills are clad with ma- ' 
ny fine Towns : People willingly dwelling here 
where the Air and the Earth, our chiefeft Nurfe/ •»$ . 

are fo purely good. 
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FtUgni. ‘ From Spoleto we went to Foligni ( Fulignam in, 
Latin ) famous for Confettioners. Not far from 
Mii'iun. hence ftands AJfiJium, famous for St. Francis , 
Founder of the Franciscan Order •, the Convent 
here is ftately, and much vifited by devout Pil- 
jiunttfaltt. grims : And Afontef &lco famous for the miracu- 
lous heart of B. Clara. 

From Fologni , climbing up the Apanins, we 
came to Tolentino , famous for the Tomb and 
Tilcntmt. 0 f st. Nicholas Tolentinas. Of this 

Town was Philelphas a learned and noble Knight, 
who defirous of pofleffing of the Greek Tongue 
in Perfection, was not only content to go into 
Greece in Pcrfon, and there vifit the ruins of A- 
thens, and the Tombsof the ancient Philofophers; 
but brought thence with him a Grecian Lady, 
whom he had married at Confiantinoplety whofe 
daily Converfation he might learn the pure Ac- 
cent of the Greek Tongue. And this he did in fuch 
Perfection, that he triumph’d over the Grecians 
themfelves in their own Language. Witnefs that 
difpute which he^ad with Timotbeus, a Grecian, 
about the Force and Accent of aGreel^Word, 

, where both of them growing hot, and betting 
at laft their Beards, which they both wore then 
long, Philelphas won the others Beard ;and cauf- 
cd it to be (haved off immediately, and kept it 
in his Family us a Trophy: Though the poor 
Grecian would have redeemed it with aconGde- 
rable Sum of Money. Indeed they deferv’d both 
to lofe their Beards, that could be fo hot about 
Y.-c^h l'uch a Hairs matter, as the Accent of a Word. 

The Statue of this notable Shaver, victorious 
li.nwj Philelphas, I faw here in the Town-houfe. 


From 
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From Tolentino ,we went to Macerata, a neat M»ctr*t», 
Town of/4 A/4rc4 5 and pafllng through Recana- Rtcanal ,. 
ta , another handfome Town of the fame Coun- 
try, we came betime to Loreto . 

Refolving but to ftay here one day, we put 
out all our time to ufe prefently, and fpent that 
Afternoon, and the next day in viewing exactly 
this facred place, which is fo much frequented by 
the devout Pilgrims of all Chriftendom. This 
place at firft was nothing but a plain High-way 
till the Chamber of our Elefled Lady ( in which 
the Angel announced unto her the mvftery of 
the Incarnation of our Saviour in her Womb ) 
was translated thither miraculoufly by the Hands 
of Angels, abont the year 1 294, when Infidels and 
Turk? over-fpreading the holy Land, would o- 
therwife have profaned that holy place, which 
even from the Apoftles time had been turned in? 
to a Chappel. For my part, though this be no 
Article of Faith, yet when I remember what was 
faid in this Chamber, by the Angel to our 
Lady, to wit, Non eft impoffibile apnd Denm omne 
Verbum : Nothing u impojftble to God , l eafily be- 
lieve that he who plac’d this great World it felf 
In a place where therewas nothing before, can ea- 
fily place aHoufe there where there was no Houfe 
before; and that he who makes an Angel wheel 
the Primum while, and the vaft Machines of 
the Heavenly Orbs, quite round in four and 
twenty hours, may eafily make Angels tranflate 
this little Chamber of our Lady, from one part 
of the World to another. Now that it was fo s«Trufe 
trapflated de fatto, both ancient Records, folid linus bu 
depofitions, conftant tradition, 
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rope ( who have Tent rich Prefents hither) do te- 
ftify. Befides I can fay this, that the Walls are 
of fuch a Stone as is not ufed in any Honfe in all 
the Country about : A great Preemption, that 
this Wall is Exotic. Again, the holy Houfe here 
having no foundation in the Ground ( as we fee 
plainly ) it is not credible that it was built here 
by Men who would have given fome little Foun- 
dation to Walls of that thicknefs, and to a Houfe 
of that bignefs, efpecially Handing alone in the 
Fields, as it did at firft, and expofed to all Wea- 
ther. Add farther, that the very old Painting 
which is feen npon part of the Wall on the in- 
fide fheweth the high Antiquity of this Houfe. 
In fine, the whole Country would have given 
the Lie to his tradition at firft, or as foon as Men 
had begun to ay it up for an Honfe brought thi- 
ther miraculoufly. 

The hiy Now for the holy Honfe it felf it Hands in the 

houfe »f midHof a great Church which hath been built 

Loreto, over it in latter times, forthe better con veniency 

of the Peoples Devotion, and the Church Ser- 
vice : And round about it more immediately 
there hath been built a decoration of white Mar- 
ble, which Hands half a Foot diHant from the 
holy Houfe, that Men may fee it was not intend- 
ed fo much for a Prop, as for a Decoration to it, 
as alfo to keep it from the hands of devout Pil- 
grims, who otherwife would have made no fern- 
ple to have been nibling at the Stones of the 
Walls here, and fo in time have much defac’d 
the holy Houfe with their Pious Thefts. This 
Decoration is fet round with two rows of Hatues 
of white Marble, cut by the rareH Workmen of 
Italy in thofe times, to wit, Sanfovimy BandineHt % 
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San C alio, Monte Lupo, and others. The lower 
rowofthefe Statues expreffeth the figures of the- 
ancient Prophets : And the other row above ex- 
prefleth the Statues of the Sybills, who Prophe- 
cyed among the Gentiles, and Heathens, of our 
Saviours Birth of a Virgin, and his Paflion, as 
you may read at large in Laftantiiu. 

As for the matter and form of this Houfe, 1 
found it to be of hard, red Stone, like Brick ,but 
far harder and bigger thanoqr Brick : The form 
fomewhat fquare , about the bignefs of a reafon- 
able lodging Chamber.There’s but one Window 
in it, and anciently there was but one Door ■, but 
now there are three *, one at either fide, and one 
behind the Altar, for the Chaplains that have 
care of the Lights and Lamps, which are always 
burning here. Towards the upper end of the 
Houfe there is an Altar, where the Holy Sacri- 
fice of Mafs is offered from four in the Morning, 

. until one in the Afternoon. This Altar is of Sil- 
ver, and was given by CofmuA II. Great Duke of 
Florence. Before 4 hangs a Lamp of Gold, as 
great as two Men could carry. It was the gift and 
Vow of the Senate of Venice in a Plague time. 
On either fide of the Walls are fattened two 
great Candlefticks of pure Gold, made like Cor- 
nucopiat and neatly wrought, they were the gift 
of tlje great Dutches of Florence, Magddena a 
jiuSlria, as her Arms upon them told me. On 
the Go {pel fide of the Altar, there’s an old Cup- 
board within the Wall, in which are yet kept 
fome little Earthen Ditties, which were brought 
hither with the Houfe^ and therefore Tradition 
holds them to have been our Saviours Plate, arui 
our Ladies Veflels.Now this Cupboard is adorn’d 
N n 4 with 
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with a door of Silver given (if 1 remember well) 
by a Duke of farm*. In the end of the holy 
Houfe there is a Window, where it is imagined 
tr.e Angel entred when he came EmbafTador to 
the Virgin Mary concerning the great Bufmcfsof 
the Incarnation of his Lord and Mailer. This 
Window is now cheeked and enriched with Sil- 
. ver. Round about above, hang Silver Lamps } 
and on the fides of the Walls there remains yet 
iome very old Painting,wherewith this Chamber 
was painted when it was firft confecrated into a 
Chappel in the primitive times. In the very bot- 
tom of this Chamber, they Ihewed me, by a 
lighted Candle, how that it hath no Foundation 
in the Ground ; but {lands here juft as if it had 
been let down from the Air, and fet upon the 
plain Ground. 

Clofe behind the Altar runs quite crofs the 
Chappel, a great iron Grate, through which you 
fee the Statue of Cedar^ of our Blefted Lady, 
with her Son in her Arms. It’s faid to have been 
made by St .Luke, and was brought hither, toge- 
ther with the Chappel or holy Houfe. It {lands 
up high in the very farther end of the Chappel: 
It’s about fourFoot high, and adorned with a par- 
ticular kind of Vail hung before it, looking 
fomething like a Womans Garment. They call 
thefe Vails here, and $hey are of divers 
Colors and Stuffs; but all rich and glittering; 
witnefs that which I faw in the Treafury , which 
was given by the Infanta ffabella of Flanders , 
which is valued at forty Thoufand Crowns. It’s 
fet thick with fix rows of Diamonds down be- 
fore, to the number of three Thoufand ;and it’s 
aii wrought over with a kind of Embroidery of 
■ ' 8 V little 
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little Pearl, fet thick every where within the 
Flowers with great round Pearl, to the number 
of twenty Thoufand Pearls in all. Upon the 
Heads of our Saviour and our Lady in that 
Statue, are fet two rich Crowns (clofe Royal 
Crowns ) of Diamonds given by the Queen of 
France Anne d 9 Aujrrkhe. Before the Breaft of 
this Statue hangs a Royal Tofone, or Fleece of rich 
Jewels, given by a Prince of Tranftlvania: A 
Collar of Rubies, Pearls, and Diamonds, and 
a rich Crofs hanging at it, all given by Cardinal 
Sfondrati . Round about the Nichp, in which 
this Statue ftands, there goes a clofe row of pre- 
cious Stones of feveral forts and Luftres, but all 
great, both in bulk, in value, and in number ; 
being Seventy one, in all, and together com- 
pofmg a rich Irk of feveral colours. Between this 
Statue of our Lady, and the Iron Grate, hang 
a row of Lamps, (about twelve in all ) of pure 
Gold, and all as big as a Mans Head, one where- 
of exceeds the reft in curious Workmanship j 
and it was the gift of Sigifmond , King of Polonia. 

All the reft of the Chappel, where thofe Lamps 
hang, is loaden with the rich Vowr, and Prefents 
of great Princes. Thefe I yet remember i To 
wit, the Image in Silver of the eldeft Son of Fer- 
dinand the Third, Emperor, with a Chain of Di- 
amonds about it. An Angel of Silver, hold- 
ingout and as it were prefenting to our Lady a 
Child of Gold in Sw^thing-Bands, upon a Sil- 
ver Cufhion. It was the gift of the aforefaid 
Queen of France , being brougt to Bed of the 
Dolphin , now Lewis the XIV. The Picture ^pf 
this Prince of Conde in Silver kneeling, a vow of 
his Mother when he went firft to War. The Biifto 
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of St Barbara in Silver, fee with Jewels jthe gift 
of an Arch Duke of Mfiria. Another Bufio 
of St. Girione , fet with Jewels alfo a gift of a 
Queen of Bohemia, The Statue of St. Ladiflam 
in Silver - 9 the gift of Ladijlaus the IV. King of 
Tolonia . A fine kneeling Stool or Pew of Silver, 
given by Cardinal Colonna 9 with a world of o- 
ther Silver Prefents, wherewith this place is fil- 
led. In fine, I faw there the very Chimney 
which was anciently in this Chamber its under 
the Statue of our Lady, and now adorned with 
Silver. 

Having feen the Holy Houfe or Chappel, we 
were led the next Morning into the Treajury, 
where many other rich prefeats are kept. This 
Treafuty is a large Room forty paces long, and 
about fifteen wide, like a long Chappel vaulted 
and painted over head. On the left hand of this 
Room, (land great Cupboards, which opening a- 
bove, have little Nets of ftrong Wyar before 
them, which let in Eyes to behold, but keep off 
Hands from touching the ineftimable Treafure 
contained within them. Some of thefe prefents 
were given by Popes, fome by Kings, Qiieens, 
Princes, Cardinals, Generals, Ladies and Noble- 
men of fevaral Nations. In one Cupboard they 
fhewed us a whole fervice for the Altar, that is. 
Crucifix, Candlefticks, Cruets, Bafin and Eure, 
and the foot of the Chalice, all of Amber. In 
another, fuch a whole fervice of Agate. Ano- 
ther fuch a Service all of Lapis Lazjtliy given by 
Count Olivares. Another all of Coral given by 
the Arch-duke Leopold. In another, fuch a Ser- 
vice in Chryftal. In another fuch a Service of 
Silver, with Flower-pots neatly wrought, given 

by 
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by Don Thadto Barberino , PrefeS of Rom. In an- 
other, a ftately Crucifix of Ebony adorn'd with 
many curious Pictures in Miniature, given by 
Pope Clement the VIII. In another, the Spread- 
Eagle of Diamonds, the Gift of Mary, Queen of 
Hungary. Two Crowns of Gold enrich’d with 
Pearl j the Gift of a Queen of Polonia. A Crown 
of Gold fet with great Rubies of extraordinary 
fize \ the Gift of a Dutchefs of Never s. In ano- 
ther the Crown and Scepter of Gold enamell'd, 
given by Chrifhna, Queen of Sweden, at her fir ft 
coming into Italy. In another, the enamelled 
Pigeon, with a rich Jewel in its Breaft •, the Gift 
of the Prince Ludovifio. The Heart enriched 
with Diamonds, with a great Emerald in the 
middleofit,ofanexceflivebignefs; the Gift of 
Henry III, of France , at his return out of Polo- 
nia. In another, the rich enamelled three cor- 
ner’d Jewel, with the Picture of the Buffed Vir- 
gin in the middle of it 5 the Prefent of two Bo- 
hemian Counts and a Gentleman 5 who being 
thrown out of a Window in Prague , by the Cal* 
vinifts, and recommended themfelves to God's 
Protection, and our Ladies Intercefiion, fell 
down all three gently, without the leaft hurt : 
Their Names were Count Marrintis , Count Sla- 
vata t and a Gentleman that was Secretary to 
Count Slavata , who being thrown out the laft, 
and falling upon the Count his Mafter, cryed 
him mercy for his rudenefs in falling upon him : 
A great argument that they were little hurt, when 
they could Compliment with one another.There 
are now three Pillars before that houfe in Prague , 
out of which thefe three Men were thrown. In 
another Cupboard I faw feveral great Chains of 

Gold, 
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Gold, given by great Men 5 andfoffleof thefe 
by great Generals. In another, a great Heart of 
Gold, as big as both a Mans hands, enamelled 
with blew, and fet on the oqtfide of it, with 
thefe Words in pretty big Diamonds, JESUS, 
M A R I A, and within it are the Pictures of 
the Blefled Virgin on one fide, and of the Queen 
of England , Henrietta Maria , one the other 5 the 
Heart opening it felf into two leaves* In another, 
a neat little Heart alfo, of Gold, enamelled and 
fet with Jewels, the Prefent of Madam Chriftina , 
Dutchefs of Savoy } and Sifter to the forefaid 
Queen of England , with her own and her Sons 
Picture in it. In another, the Picture of our 
Blefled Lady, with her Son Jefus in hpr Arms , 
cut in a great Pearl, and fet in Gold* In ano- 
ther Cupboard, I faw a Picture of our Blefled 
Lady, wrought curioufly in Indian Feathers of 
feveral Colors, and cut fhort as Plqfli *, which 
Pi&ure changeth Colors as often as you change 
its Situation, or your own Pofture. In another, 
a great Culiodia of Chryftal, given by Cbrifiina 
of Tufcany. In another, a Cuftodia of Laps £4- 
*#/i. In another, a Diamond valued at twelve 
Thoufarid Crowns, the gift of the Prince d*Oria, 
in Cenoua. Another of almoft equal price, gi- 
ven by a German Prince. In another, a curious 
Book of Gold covered with Diamonds, with the 
leaves of Gold,but rarely painted in Miniature, 
the gift of a Duke of Bavaria. In another, the 
Samaritans Well of Gold, with Pictures of our 
Saviour, and the Samaritan Woman in Gold al- 
io j the Prefent of Cardinal Brancaccid. In di- 
ver? other Cupboards, I faw a world ofjewel? 
ofalliorts, which confounded my Memory as 
• ~ " ' 1 well 
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well as dazled my Eyes.In other greatCupboards, 
they (hewed me excellent Church Ornaments, 
of molt rich Stuffs, embroidered with Silver and 
Gold, but one there was ( to wit, a whole com- 
pleat Suit for the Altar, Prieft, Deacon and Sub- 
deacon) fo thick covered with an Embroidery 
of Pearl, and thole no little ones, that I could 
not perceive the Ground of the Stuff for Pearl: 

All thefe were the Prefents of Catherine Zomoif- 
ky. Wife of the Chancellor of Polonia *, and 
they are valued at an Hundred and thirty Thou- 
fand Crowns, I know not whether this fuit of 
Church Ornaments, or that defcribed above in 
the Popes Sacrifiy , be the Richer. 

On the other fide of this Room, are great 
Windows, betwixt every one of which, are fee 
upon long Tables, divers great Towns, fo pre- 
cifely exprefled in Silver, with their Walls, Ram- 
parts, Churches, Steeples, Houfes, Streets, Wind- 
mils, &c. That whofoever had once feen thefe 
Towns, would eafily know them again in their 
Pictures here, they were all Vows and Gifts, and 
all ingenious German Work, as well as German 
Towns. 

This is all I can Remember, though not half 
I faw in this Treafury. And having thanked the 
civil Pried that (hewed us this fine place, we went 
out again into the great Church ; where 1 obfer- 
ved upon the great Pillars that make the Ifles of 
this Church,the Hidory of the Holy Houle en- 
graven in Stone, or written in Parchment in a 
fair Text-hand, in twelve or thirteen fever al 
Languages, for the ufe of the Pilgrims who flock 
hither from all Countries; 

Going 
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Going oat of the Church, I faw before the 
Church door the Statue in Brafs of Sixtus Quin- 
tus , and a (lately Fountain. 

From hence we went to fee the Cellar of the 
Holy Houfe, which furnifoed with Wine, not 
only the Governors Houfe, the Canons and the 
Church- men, the College of the Penitentiaries, 
the Convent of the Capucins , the Seminarifh, 
the Hofpital and all thofe that belong to the 
: Church any way ; but alfo furnifll’d all Pilgrims, 
yea even all Princes, Cardinals, Bilhops, Ambaf- 
ladors, and great Men of known quality, with 
Wine, as long as they (lay here upon Devo- 
tion. For this reafon there belong large Reve- 
nues to this Church ; and this Cellar is abfolute- 
ly the bed I faw in Italy. The Veflels are huge- 
ly great, and not to be removed from hence. 
They have a way to take out a piece of their 
broad (ides, and fo to make them clean. They 
are all hooped with Iron, and fome of them 
are fo contrived, that they can draw three feve- 
ral forts of Wine out of one Veflel, and by the 
fame tap. The Experience is pretty, but the 
Wine is better. Now whether thcfe Veflels be 
too many, or the Revenues of the Holy Houfe 
too great, you may eaflly conjecture, when fo 
many Perfons are fed daily, as I mentioned a- 
bove, and fo many Thoufand Pilgrims pafs fo 
* j» hi, frequently that way. Turf dims * writes, thatbe- 
tuft ofLc- tween Eafier and Whtfuntide , there have flock’d 
reto, l. 3. thither, fometims, five, fometimes fix Hundred 
c thoufand Communicants j and intwodayslpace 
in September (about the Feafl: of the Nativity of 
our Blefled Lady ) there have appeared Two 
hundred thoufand Communicants, mod of which 
- were Pilgrims. Having 
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Having refreflredourfelves in this Cellar, we 
went to the Apothecaries- (hop, belonging to the 
holy Houfe alfo} and fornilhing Phyfick to lick 
Pilgrims for noth ing. There we faw thofe fa- 
mous Pots,which make even Phyfick it felf look 
fweetly, and draw all curious ftrangers to vific 
them. For round about a great inner Shop, 
ftandPots of a great Size, painted by Raphael 
Vrbiris own Hand, and therefore judged by Vir- 
uofi to be of great Value. Witnefs thofe four 
only, on which are painted the four Evangelifis , 
for the which were offered by a French Embafla- 
dor in his Kings name, four Pots of Gold of the 
famebignefs, and were refufed. Brave Raphael, 
whofe only touch of a Finger could, AifoA*# like, 
turn Galli pots into Gold. But as Pkydias his 
Statues of Clay were as much adored anciently, 
as his Golden ones; So Raphaels Hand is as much 
admired in the Apothecaries Shop of Loreto , as 
in the Vatican Pallace of Rome. Thefe Pots were 
given to the holy Houfe by a Duke oiVrhin, 
whofe Subject Raphael was, and for whom he 
had made them with more than ordinary Art. 

He that defires to know more of Loreto , let 
him read Tarfelinns his Hiftory of Loreto. For 
my part, my time being out, I muff be gone. 

Taking therefore Horfe again, we made to- 
wards Venice , and faw thefe Places in our way. 

Ancona , the Capital Town of the Marca y and 
one of the belt Havens in the Gulph: Correfpon- 
ding with Slavonia, Greece, Dalmatic a , and ma- 
ny other Countries. Its built upon a Promon- 
tory, and back’d up Land- way, with a good Ca- 
ftle. The Haven was built by the Eraperour Tra- 
j«n t whofe Triumphal Arch is yet feen here, 

and 
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and is the chief Monument of this Town. Here 
is a Molo linking two Hundred paces into the 
Sea . Pins II. whillt he flayed here to animate in 
Perfon, the great expedition againll the Turfa 
which he had zealoufly given beginning to, died. 
In the Vaults of the great Church, are kept ma- 
ny Saints Bodies and pretious Relicks. Its called 
St. Ciriaco's Church, and it is the Cathedral. 

... From Ancona we went to Senega Ilia, all along 
l *‘ s the Sea fide. This Town is fo called from the 
Senonts Gallia. Its a very neat and pleafant 
Town, Handing in a fweet Air. Its a Bilhops 
Seat. Here began anciently Gallia Cifalpind. 

FrOtn hence we went to Fano ( Fanumfortuna) 
becaufe of the Temple of Fortune built here in 
memory of a Battle won by the Romans , near the 
River Metaursis , hard by where Afdrubal, Han- 
nibal's Brother was flain.Here’s an antient Tri- 
umphal Arch yet Handing. Not far from this 
Town alfo, Nar fetes overcame TottUi Its an E- 
pifcopal Town. 

From hence we went to Pefaro Handing dlfo 
moR pleafantly by the Sea fide. Its called Pefd- 
ro t and Pefaurum in Latin, from the weighing 
here of the Gold which the Romans befeiged in 
the Capitol, fent hither to be payed to the Gauls , 
1 faith Servius. It once belonging to the Dukes of 
Vrbin, but for want of Heirs Male, fell to the 
Church by right. From the Bridge of Stone, 
‘ which is here, begins the Marca tP Ancona.Tbe 
Air is here thought by Vranofcopifis, to be the beft 
in Italy i as are alfo the Figs here. 

Cathtlica. From hence we palled by Catholica,z poor Vil- 
* lage, adorned with nothingbut a Hately Name 9 
and an Iafcription upon the Wall of the Chap-

pel, rendering you the reafbn why this Town is 
called Catholic 4, which was this. When the 
Emperour Confiantius , a fierce Arian , ufed vio- 
lence to the Fathers that had been aflembled in 
the Council of Arimitii ( a Town not far off) and 
would not fuffer them to depart ( their bufinefs 
being done, which they came for, to wit,the Ca- 
tholick Faith of the Council of Ntce being here afc . 

ferted and confirmed) till they had complyed 
with the Emperour’s fa&ion, confifting of Art- ~ A V’ 1 ' 
arts ; Many of them too weakly (being weary of 
fo long a flay from their Seats)fell to an unwor- 
thy compliance with the Arian Party. Which 
the zealous Orthodox Fathers feeing, left Rimini , '• 1 

and came into this little Village, becaufe they 
would not Communicate with the Ariam : 
Whereupon this Village got theNameofCVafo- 
lica, becaufe the true Catholick and Orthodox Fa- 
thers retired hither. If you ask me then, whe- 
ther this Council of Rimini were good or no ; I 
anfwer you,that the Council was good and Or- 
thodox, and confirmed the Faith of the Nicenc 
Council againft the Arians ; which was the bufi- 
nefs it was called about. And what happened af- 
terwards when the Council was ended by the op- 
preflion of the Emperour, is not to be imputed to 
the Council, but tofome weak Fathers, as an er- 
ror of Coverfation, and a too unworthy Com- 
pliance. 

From Catholic a we went to Rimini , called A- Rimini 
riminum in Latin, this is a pretty Town, in which 
the forefaid Council was kept. In the Market 
place I faw the Stone (fet now upon a Tedtfial) 
upon which Cafar flood when he made a 
Speech to his Souldiers, to make them refol ve to 
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march up to Rome. Hard by, in the fame Mar- 
ket place, Hands a little round Chappel, famous 
for a miracle wrought there by St. Antony of Pa- 
dua , in Confirmation of the real Prefence. The 
Hiltor y is too long, but feen here painted round 
the Chappel, with a caft of an Eye. 

From hence we went through Ctfena an Epis- 
copal Town *, and Forli , Forum Ltvii another Bi- 
fliops Seat ; in the way before we came to Ceftna y 
we faw an old Infcription in Stone, fee up by a 
little River fide, which I found to be the very 
Decree of the old Senate of Rome , forbidding in 
general, any Officer or Souldier whatfoever, to 
pafs over the Rubicon , upon pain of being judg- 
ed an Eenemy to his Country, and guilty of high 
Treafon. By which Words 1 gathered, that this 
little River here now called Pifiatcllo , was Ruki- 
con , mentioned in the Decree of the Senate 5 
and that this Decree pointed at Julius Cufar and 
his Army. Yet Cafar being refolved to march 
up to Rome with his Army, made a Speech to his 
Souldiers ; and finding a compliance in their refo- 
lutions, palled over Rubicon , crying out : Jaftu 
ejbaiea: We muSl either Sink^ or Swhw, and fo 
patted on to Rome , which he foon poflefled him- 
fe If of, and then of the World. When once pow- 
erful Men draw their Swords, they throw away 
their Scabbards *, and when once they have offen- 
c’ed beyond Pardon, they itrike at the very 
Throat or Authority ; running upon that hor- 
rid Maxime , that feeler a fceleribus funt tuendu. 

From Forli we palled on the Right hand of 
Faenz.*, Favcntia in Latin (leaving the way 04 
the Left hand, which leads to Jmola and Bolog- 
via) Faenza is a neat Town, as all the others we 
• ' had

had palled by before ; Bot baying no confidera- 
ble thing in it, but white Earthen Pots, called 
Veflels of Faenzjf, we Hayed not long in it, but 
made towards Ferrara. In the way I found lit- 
tle worth Obfervation, except only, that as we 
Travelled one Night fomewhat late for Coolnefs, 

I faw Millions of little Flies in the Air,carrying a 
bright Light about them like Glow- worms. They 
continued all the way to our Inn for two hours 
after Sun fet, especially upon the Corn Fields 
and high Graft. It was huge pretty me thought, 
to fee Heaven upon Earth almoit, and flying 
Stars conduft us to our Lodging. A Poet would 
have fworn by all the Cords of JpoUo* s Harp, , 
that Jupiter then was making Vulcan pave the 
Vault of Heaven with a Adofacl^ Work of Dia- 
monds, and that thefe were only the Iparks that s 
fell from him : Or that he was repairing the old 
Caufev of the Via LaUea with frefb Stars, and 
that thefe were the old ones which he had thrown 
away. 1 catched fome of thefe fiery Flies, to fee 
where it was that they carried their little Lan- 
terns and Candles , and I found it was in their 
Tails. The Country People call them Lucciok. 

And I believe, thefe are thofe Flies which Fliny Plfn. /. it. 
calls Cicindelas,znd Ariftotle calls ^-snesJk. c - a<J - 
Palling thus along we ,carae late to a little Vil- 
lage, and the next Morning betimes to Ferrara, mill c ™- * 
This Town of Ferrara was once the Seat of a So- F trrara : 
vereign Prince of the boufe of Efte, but for want / 
of Heirs Male, after the Death o ijilfonfo the Hit 
fell to the Church, and Clement the VI 11. took 
polfeffion of it in Perfon, by an Entry and Ce- 
remony, worthy of the Pen of Cardinal Benti- 
•voglia who was there. The Town Hands in , a 
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Plain, carrying above four Miles compafs ; it 
bath a good Cttadel, ftrong Walls, Ramparts, 
Bulworks,and a good Garrifon of Soldiers. Here 
are fair Streets, and very handfora Pallaces ;but 
People are fomewbat thin. The things which I 
faw here were<hefe. 

The Rari- j. The Domo, Ancient rather chan Beautiful. 
fin- 2. Over againft it, two Statues in Brafs, of 

the Princes of the Houfe of Ejle 5 the one Duke ; 
the other Marquis ; the one Sitting, the other 
on Horfeback. 

3. Behind thefe Statues is the Houfe of Juftice, 
or Town-houfe. 

. , 4. The ftrong Pallace of the Dukes anciently, 

is in the middle of the Town, with a great Mote 
about it ; the Court within is painted with the 
Pi&ures of all the Dukes of Ferrara : here the 
Popes Legate lyeth. 

rheDia- 5 * The Diamond Pallace, as they call it, is of 
n«nd Pal • white Marble without, whofe Stones are all cut 
lace- Diamond ways, into (harp Points. Having feen 
it without, I longed to fee it within, hoping that 
a Diamond Pallace without, would be all Car- 
buncle and Pearl within. But 1 was deceiv’d; for < 
entring in, I found nothing worth the Pains of 
going up the ugly Stairs; and the poor Woman 
that kept the Houfe told me as much, as well as 
the cold Kitchin. I wonder the Matter of this 
Houfe doth not keep it always lock’d up, that 
Strangers might value it by its outfide only, 
which is admirable indeed. 

. , 6. The Monaftery of the BenedtElins is ftately, 

Tmb. 0t in whofe Church I found the Tomb of Ariofto^ 
Author of the long Poem called Orlando, Furiofo. 
He was efteemed,in his Life-time, a great Poet, and 

as 
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as fuch was Crowned Laureat Poet, by the Empe- 
ror Charles the V. bat he was oftentimes feen, 
even in the Streets, to be too much tranfported 
with Poetick Fury, and to become Ariofio Furiofa _ , 

while he was penning his Orlando. He had a rich 
Vein, but a^poor Purfe 5 and while his head was | 
crowned with Laurel , his Breeches were often 
out behind, as well as thofe of Torquato Tajfo , *55 

of whom Balz.ac faith, that though he were a 
good Poet, yet he had des fort mauvaifes chaufes.

The Church and Convent of the Carmelites 
is allb neat, in whofe Library I faw a Manufcript 
of John Bacon , and another of Learned Thomas 
Waldenfisj both Englijh-Men, and both Learned 
Men. 

Here’s an Academy of Wits called Gli Elivati. 'the Acad * . 
Of this Town was Hyronymts Savonarola , An .nyofWits. 
thor of the Triumphtts Cruets ; and Baptifia Gua - J ^^ rn ' 
rini Author of the Bailor Fido. 

He that defires to know the Hiftory of Ferrara , ThtHifttry. 
let him read Giovanni Baptifia Bigna , who hath 
written of it, exBrofejfo. 

From Ferrara we went to Badua in two days, 
the Seafon being good and dry \ otherwife in 
Winter, it?s too deep a way to go by Land *, there- 
fore moft Men embark at Ferrara , and go by 
Boat to Venice. The firft day pafling over the Bo 
in a Boat at Francalino , we reached Ruigo the firft &**£<>• 
Town of the Venetian ftate. This Town is built 
near where Adria (from whence the Adriatic Sea Mn* 
is called) once ftood, and almoft upon its ruins. 

It’s governed by a Bodefta and a Capitano G rande , 
as the other Towns of St. Mark, ^ are. Of this 

Oo 3 Town 
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Town was CoelUu Rhodiginus, a Man of various 
Learning, as’ his Books (hew } and Bomfatitu 
Bonifacii another learned Humanid. > , 

From Ruigo we arrived at Padua betimes, but 
thedefire of feeing Venice, made us h alien away 
' the next day $ deferring to fee Padua till our re- 
turn from Fence. 

'* Embarking then betimes in the Morning at 
Padua in a Piotta,z neat little Barge,taken to oar 
felves, and much more honourable than to go in 
the great Tilt- Boat, where all forts of loufy 
Ruffians and idle People throng yon up, we (air 
a world of (lately Pallaces and Gardens, (landing 
upon the Banks of the River Bronta , and (hewing 
us that we were approaching to a great Town 
indeed. 

Some five Miles (hort of Venice, we left the 
River and the Horfes that drew os, and rowed 
through the (hallow Sea which environeth Venice 
on all (ides, for above five Miles (pace. This 
L»Loguu», low Sea is called here La Laguna', and the Water 
is fo (hallow that no great Ships can come to Ve- 
nice, little Veflels come by certain Channels which 
are well fortified with Cadies, Forts and Chains, 
fo that no Man can come to Venice, but with 
leave, or knocks. We arrived there betimes, 
and all the way we admired to fee fuch a (lately 
City, lying as it were at Anchor, in the midft 
of the Sea ; and (landing (iked where every 
thing elfe Floats. 

The Origin Venice at fird was nothing but a company of 
°f Venice, jittle dry Spots of Ground, which held up their 
Heads in a (hallow Sea,furni{hed by (even Rivers, 
Piav*, Sila, Livenxjt, Po, u4dtgc, Brent a, and 
' , Tetgluimtmoy which run into ic. To thefe little 
J’ • ' * v • dry 
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dry Spots of Ground, Fifhermen repaired anti- 
ently for their Fifhiog, and built little Cottages 1 , 
upon them. But afterwards Italy being overrun 
by Gabs, Hum, and Viftgoths , divers rich Men, 
from feveral pafts of Italy well as from Padua, 

fled hither with the beft of their Goods, to fave 
them and themfelves in thefe poor Cottages, un- 
known to thofe barbarous Nations: And finding 
by Experience this to be a fafer place than any 
elfe, they began to provide againft chofe frequent 
Difaiters of barbarous Incurfions, by building 
good Houfes here. This many Men did and 
made at laft a fine Town here, and greater than 
her Mother Padua. This happened twelve Hun- 
dred years ago, which makes Venice glory, that 
(he is the antienteft Republick in Europe. To 
which purpofe I cannot omit to tell you here a 
pretty Story which was told me in Paris of * 

Venetian EmbafTador, who refid irtg in the Court 
of Prance, and finding himfelf in a Vifit, where 
there were many Ladies, was ferioufly asked by 
a grave old Lady, (who heard him fpeak much 
of the Seigttory of Venice) whether the Scignory E ji tilt 
of Venice were fait or no ? YesMadam fa id he, Mb? 
on of the faireft m Pttrope. Is fhe great Laid the 
Lady again? Yes Madam faid the Embafiador, £/ tU» 
(he is great enough, fslhe rich faid the Lady t z rat,di ■ 
Worth Millions replied the EmbafTadoir. Me- eji eiio 
thinks then faid the Lady, fhe would be a good ? 
Match for Monfieur the Kirig’s Brother : Yes Ma- queiu a{ . 
dam, replied he again, but that fhe is a little too^r 
old. Why how old is fhe 1 pray you, faid the 
Lady ? Madam, anfwered the Embaflador, fhe 
is about twelve Hundred years old. Ac which

married for that prefent. Indeed Cosmography , 
and Topography are hard Words y and as the old 
r faying '\s,aliqud Sceptrum,aliejuid,PleEbmm, a Look- 

ing-Glafs is not the fame thing with a Map. 
Venice As for Venice now, *tis one of the faireli Ci- 
*'*• ties in Europe, and called by the Proverbial Epe- 
thite, Venetia la Riccha , Venice the Rich. It's 
well nigh eight Milnsin Compafs, and in form 
fomething like a Lute. It hath no Wall about 
. it to defend it, but a Mote of Water, that is 

five Miles broad, which furrounds it. It hath 
no Suburbs, but a world of little Wands clofe 
by it. The Streets of Venice arc all full of Wa- 
ter j and for this Reafon they ufe no Coaches 
here, butvifitin Boats. 

The Gon - Thefe Boats they call here Gondolas , and there 

atlas. are above twenty Toufand of them. For be- 
i fides, that every noble Venetian or rich Man, 

hath two or three of his own ; there are always 
a World of them Handing together, at feveral 
publick Wharfs ; fo that you need but cry out, 
G ondola , and you have them lanch out prefently 
to you: Thtk Gondola's are pretty neat black 
Boats like our Oars, holding fix Perfons conveni- 
ently upon the Seats, which are covered over 
bead with a thick black£Ioatb, with Windows 
at either fide, which in Winter defends you from 
the Wind, and in Summer from the Sun. The 
multitude of thefe Gondola's help to employ a 
great many poor Men, and to make a world of 
Mariners for publick Service, in time of need!. 
Ordinary people here may go up and down the 
Town by little back Alleys, .which they call 
here Calle t thefe by winding up and down, and 
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delivering them over feveral Bridges, hugely 
puzzle Strangers at firft. Of thefe Bridges there 
are above 1 500 in Venice, all of Stone,and of one Bridget , n 
Arch reaching from one fide of the Street to the Venice, 
other, while the Condoles run under the Arch. 

The greateft of thefe Bridges is called the Rialto, The Riabt, 
built over the Canal Grande , all of white Marble. • 

This is one of the finelt Bridges in Europe, be- 
caufe of the one Arch only, and of the vafl; 
widenefs and height of that Arch 5 the Channel 
here being as wide as any Man can throw a Stone. 

This Bridge bears upon its Back two rows of 
.Shops, and little Houfes covered with Lead ; and 
left this great weight Ihould make theFoundation 
fink, they built upon Piloties , that is,great Trees 
rammed into the Ground, to the number of fix 
, Thoufand in all. In fine, this Bridge coft two 
Hundred and fifty Thoufand Crowns. It were 
a fine fight to fee, in an hard Froft, the ftreets of 
Venice all frozen, and People walking up and down 
upon Diamond Streets, or a Chryftal Pavement. 

In the mean time it’s no unpleafing fight to fee 
, the Streets full of Water, and fuch ftately Pal- 
laces on either fide : Efpecially the Canal Grande , 
which runs quite through the middle of the Ci- 
ty, and is hedged in on either fide with ftately 
Houfes ; among which are counted two Hundred 
Pallaces fit to lodg any King. The whole City 
hath in it Thirty two Monafteries of Religious 
Men, Twenty eight of Religious Women} Seven- 
ty Parifii Churches; and about an Hundred and 
fourfcore Thoufand Inhabitants, 

Having Paid thus much of the Situation of 
Venice , I will now fpeak of the Government, 
Strength, Riches, Religion, and Intereft of this 

Republick, 
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Republick, and then fall to the particulars I faw 
in it. 

For the Government here, it*s purely Arijto* 
critical, by the Doge, and the Nobles. The 
great Council conftfts of two Thoofand Gentle* 
men. This is the Bafts of the State Government : 
Becanfe that out of thefe arechofenall the other 
Magiftrates, Foteftas , Generals , Capitani, Gran- 
di, providetori Generali , Entbajfadors , &C. This 
great Counfel alTembles frequently in one great 
Room of the Dog? s Pallace, where there are * 
Seats for them an, and where Bufinefles are toted 
by Baloting 5 that is, by putting in a dole doa- 
ble Box of two Coloan, a liftle Ball about the 
bignefs of a Button, which is made fofoft, that 
no Man can hear into whether part of the dou- 
ble Box the Ball falls. Every Gentleman in this 
great Council hath two of thefe Balls given him, 
one white, and the other red : The one fignHyiug 
the Affirmative vote, the other the Negative: So 
that they give their votes fecretlv, and without 
being known afterwards for what party they 
Rood, or without giving example to others to 
follow them in their Votes, as leading Men 
would doj and fo draw all into Fadion andCabab. 

To run through all the Magi Urates and Officers 
of this Republick,the PregiadL the favi Grands, 
the favi di Terra ferma, the favi de gli Ordifii, 
the Confglio de died , &c. would be a work too 
long for a Traveller, and too tedious for my 
Reader. I will only fpeak of the Supream Magi- 
strate here, the Doge , or Prince as they call him, 
who reprefents the Head of this Repubhck.He is 
now chofen by the whole Senate, and is for Life : 
Heretofore he was Hereditary ,till the year 1031, 

•• ‘ The 
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The manner of Baloting in choofing the Doge, 
is fuch a puzzle, that 1 had rather you fliould read 
it in Sabellictu , than 1 give my felf the trouble of 
defcribing it. For the raoft part,they chufe a Man 
well ftricken in years,and one who hath made his 
Circle of Embaflics: That is, hath been fifteen 
Years Embafiador in the chief Courts of Eurcte, 
three Years a piece in every one : And fo acquired 
unto himfclf a perfect knowledge of all States, 
and State affairs.Beingchofen once^ie cannot ftir 
out of the Laguna without leave.Mor at home can 
he do all things of his own Head ; but with the 
advice of his Counfellers, who are fix, chofen out 
of the moft honourable Gentlemen of the City. 
Thefe fix fit with him in Counfel, and execute 
with him aD Bufinefies, as to give Audience, read 
Letters, grant Priviledges, and the like ; Which 
cannot be executed by the Doge, if there be not 
four Counfellers with him ; and yet they can exe- 
cute and aft without the Doge j and it’s they that 
have Authority to propofe in the great Counfel, 
things of concern. In giving Suffrages, his Suf- 
frage is. no more than an ordinary Senators in the 
Senate^but he hath two Voices in the great Coun- 
fel. The Doge and thefe Couniellours are called 
11 Collegia, but then in main publick aaffirs there 
enter into this Counfel, Si xSavigrandi, five Sa- 
vi di Terra Ferma, five Save de gli Or dint, and 
Three Capi de Qaaranta Crimi* ah .This full Col- 
lege diftributes Bufinefs to the other Magiftrates 
tp be handed, having been headed here. 

The Habit of the Doge is ancient, and hath 
fomething of the Pontifical Habit of it His Pomp, 
Trainband Lodging are all Princely i an d in pub- 
lic Functions he hatfi carried before him the eight 
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Silver Trumpets, the great Vmbrclla of Cloth of 
TifTue,the Cofhion, the Chair, the gilt Sword,and 
a white wax Candle carried by a Child. All Let- 
ters of State are written in his Name, and Money 
is coyned in his Name, but the Impronto , or 
ftamp of it, is always the figure of St. Mark, or 
St. Marks Lyon. For the moft part the Doge is 
chofen out of thofe whom they call here, Trocu- 
r atari di St. Aforco.Thefe Trocar atori are of high 
rank and efteem in this Republick. Heretofore 
there was but one Trocar atari di San Marco y who& 
Officewastohave a care of all things belonging 
to St. Mark’s Church, and the Treafure. But now 
there are Twenty five, moft of which have made 
their Circles of Embaffies in foreign Courts, and 
are fit Wood to make Doges of: Though fome of 
them of late have been afiumed to that dignity for 
Money } the State now making Money of all 
Men, as well as of all things. 

As for the Strength and Power of Venire, i*cs ve- 
ry great, their Poflfefiions in Italy , being full as 
great as the Pope’s j and out of Italy, r greater. 
In Italy they hold fourteen Provinces under them. 
They are Lords of the Galph , or Adriatic Sea, 

They poflefs the Coaft of Dalmatia , beyond the 
Galph. They hold the lies of Corfu, Cephabnia 
and Zone. . 

Candia, or the lie of Creta, belongs to them by 
due.The Kingdom of Cyprus alfois pretended to 
by themj and by it and Candy, whole two Crowns 
they (hew us in the Treafury,F«w« is ftiled Sere- 
nijjima. The Kingdom of Cyprus came to the Ve- 
netians by Catherine Comoro, who was made Heir 
of it by her Son, the King thereof, who died young 
and without Iflue.about the year i438.The ftory 
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is this,C atharinc was Daughter of Marco Cornaro\ ufchi in 
and Neece of Andrew Cornaro, two Noblemen of c *^ptnd» 
Venice. Andrew was fent Auditore General into 
the Kingdom of Cyprus, in the time of James 
King of that Ifland, and helpt him to many thou- 
fand Crowns, whereby he fettled his tottering 
Crown.One day as the King was talking familiar- 
ly with him, he let fall (whether by chance, or -• -'i 
defign) a little Picture in Miniature, of a very 
handfom Lady.The King curioastofee it,call’d 
for it civilly ,andviewing it well, fell hugely in love 
with the Original of it, which JWrerp allured him 
to be far handfomer than theCopy^and withal ad- 
ded, that if hisMajefty liked her,fhewashisNeece, 
and that therefore he offered her freely to him for 
his Wife,with all the Money he had already lent 
him, and an hundred thoufand Crowns more. 

The King bit willingly at thefe two Baits, Beauty 
and Money, and was not quiet till he had married , 
her. Of her he had but one Son, whom ( dying ) 
he left under his Mothers Protection, but he dy ing 
* alfo not long after, left hisMother heirof theKing- 
<lom 5 and fhe at her Death, left this Crown and 
Kingdom to the Venetians by Will and Gifr.This 
wholeHiftory I faw Painted in the Pallace of Cor - 
naro by the hand of Paulo Vernofe. As for the 
ftrong holds which the Venetians poffefs in Italy, 
they are thefe : C'rema , Bergamo , Brefcia, Pefchte- 
ra, Chiofa, and Palma Nuova in Fruili. This laft Pa[ma 
is one of the beft places in Europe. It hath nine Nuova. 
Royal Baftions Eighteeen Cavaliers, which com- 
mand all the Neighbouring Campagnia : It hath 
ditches of Water about it, thirty Paces broad and 
twelve deep Its Ramparts behind the Wall are v '* 
high and covering, and they are always fringed 

with 
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with an hundred pieces of Cannon, and ready to 
receive fix Hundred more, which are always id 
its Magazin, ready upon all occasions. And for 
Men aud Armour, as the great Arfenal in Venice 
hath always Arms in readinefs for an hundred 
Thoufand Men $ fo this State being peopled with 
thtee Millions of Men, would eafily find three or 
four hundred Thoufand Men of Service, and an 
hundred Gallies .* Yet their ordinary Militia is 
but of fourfcore Thoufand Foot, add fome fix 
Thoufand Horfe; and about thirty Gallies. 

As for their Riches, though their ordinary 
Revenues ( before the late Wars with the Turk) 
exceeded not four Millions, yet now they ipnr 
themfelves,and the Country up to exceflive funs. 
Few die but they bequeath Something to fuch a 
Cht iftian Service as this War is. Betides this^the 
Taxes are much augmented, and Seizures and 
forfeitures more narrowly looked into, to help 
publick expenfes. In fine, befides this, the great 
trading which Venice driveth (Aleppo alone bring- 
ing in fome years, four Millions of Gold ) the 
Venetians have found out a very compendious way 
to raife, in one quarter of an Hour, and by one 
dafh of a Pen, fifty Hundred Thoufand Crowns, 
to help tbemftilves withal at a dead lift, and in- 
commodate no Man. This they did, Amo. 1646 
when fifty rich Families in Venice gave to tbe 
State an hundred Thou land Crowns a piece^o be 
made noble Venetians, The like courfe they took 
to raife Money, about an hundred Years ago, 
when they were fet upon by moll of the Princes 
of Europe at once. 

As for their Religion, its Roman Catholickjund 
they have never changed it fince the beginning 
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of their Republick. Hence Mr. Raymond in his 
JWcrcnrio Italico , page 1 88 . faith truly, that Ve- 
nice hath this property above all other States ; 
that ihe is a Virgin, and more, from the firft in- 
fancy, Chriftian •, having never yet fell from her 
Principles either in Government or Religion. 

It began to be built the very fame year that Sc. 

Aag uftin died, as Baronins obferves. 

As for the Intereft of the Publick, they are 
now well with the Emperor; notout with Spain , Thnr f . ** 
nor too fecure of his Friendlhip ; kind with the er,Jt ' 
French , as long as they keep out of Italy 5 well af- 
fefted to England , and juft friends with the Pope. 

Now for the particulars which I faw in Fenicr, 
they were tbefe. 

1 . The Men themfelves here, who looked like 
Men indeed : And as a Philofopher anciently faid 
that when he came from Corinth to Sparta, he fee. 
med to come from Horfes to Men: So me thought, 
when I came from France to Venice I came from 
Boys to Men. For here I faw the handfomeff, 
the moft lightly, the moll proper and grave Men 
that ever I faw any where elle. They wear al- 
ways in the Town ( I fpeak of the Noblemen) a 
long black Gown, a black Cap knit, with an edg- 
ing of black Wool about it, like a Fringe, an an- 
cient and manly wear, which makes them look 
like Senators. Their Hair is generally the beft 
I ever faw any where ; thefe little Caps not pref- 
ling it down as our Hats do, and Periwigs are 
here forbid. Under their long Gowns ( which 
fly open before ) they have handfom black Suits 
of rich Stuffs, with Stockins and Garters, and 
Spanifh Leather Shoos neatly made. In a word, r* 
1 never fo many proper Men together, nor fo «. 4 ,v 

wife 
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wife,as I faw dayly their walking upon the Pwi- 
x.4 of St. Mark: I may boldly fay, that I faw there 
five hundred Gentlemen walking together every 
day, every one of which was able to play the Em- 
baflador in any Princes Court of Europe. But the 
mifery is, that we ftrangers cannot walk there with 
them, and talk with them, but mult keep out of 
their way,and ftand a loof off.The reafon is this: 
This ftate(as all Republics are) being hugely jea- 
lous of her liberty and prefervation, forbids her 
Noblemen and Senators to converfe with Fo- 
reign Embafladors, or any men that either is an 
a&ual Servant or Follower of an Embaflador, or 
hath any the leaft relation to any Princes Agent, 
without exprefs leave: And this upon pain of be- 
ing fufpefted as a Traitor, and condignly puniih- 
ed. This makes them toy to all Strangers., not 
knowing what relation they may have to forae 
r Foreign States-man or Agent.For the fame rea- 
fon, they will not let their Wives vifit the Wives 
of Foreign Embafladors reGding in Venice, for 
fear of being fufpefted to commit Treafon by 
proxy. They have in the Wall of the Pallace, in 
divers places certain wide Mouths of Marble 
Stone, over which I found written thefe words .* 

, Dcnuncic fecrete , private informations, into which 

they caftfecretly Papers of accufations,by which 
they accufe fecretly any Officer or Nobleman, 
whom they durlbnot accufe publickly.This make* 
Men ftand hugely upon their guard, and be wary 
with whom they converfe, and what they fay. 

ne mbit »• As for the Women here > ^ e y woul<1 g lacJl y 
Womtn of get the fame reputation that theirHusbands have, 

of being tall and handfom 5 but they over-do it 
with their horrible Cioppini , or high Shooes, 

which 
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which I have often feen to be a full half yard high.' 

I confefs, I wondered at firffc, to fee Women go 
upon Stilts, and appear taller by the Head than 
any Man ; and not to be able to go any whether 
without retting their Hands upon the Shoulders of 
two grave Matrons that ulher them : But at laft, 

I perceived that itvwas good Policy, and a pretty 
ingenious way either to clog Women at Home by 
.fuch heavy Ihoes ( as the Egyptians kept their 
Wives at home by allowing them no Ihoes at all f) 
or at leaft to make them not able to go either far, 
or alone, orinvifiWy. As for the young Ladies of 
this Town, that are not marryed, they are never 
feen abroad, but masked like Mafcaradcs in a 
ftrange Difguife,at the Fair time, and other public 
folemnities or (hows, being at other times brought 
up in Monafteries of Nuns, till they be marryed. 

3. Then I went to the Church of St. Afor^the E- st. Marks 
vangelift,whofe body lyeth here, having been tran- clunk. 
Hated hither from Alexandria^ 820 and odd years 
agojhaving ever fince been one of the chief Patrons 
of this ftate,as his Lion hath ever fince beentheArms 
of the Republic, and its Seal in all public writings. 

This Church is built a la Thedefca , as they call it, 
and as the belt Churches built about thofe Times, 
were. Its neither great , nor high ; but fo rich for 
the materials, that nothing but Mofaick work and 
Marble appear in it. The Roof and the Walls a 
good way down, are curioufly Painted with Mo - 
faick, Hiftories and Pictures; and the relb of the 
wall is rare marble. Among thofe Mofaick P inures \ 
there are to be feen in the vault of the Arch o- 
ver the Door of theTreafury, two old Pi&ures «. /,i 
the one of St Dominic !>, the other of St. Francis * 
both made before they inftituted their feverai 

P p Or- 
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Orders, and yet both in the Religious Habits 
w hich thofe of their Orders wear \ and all this out 
Barmins of the predictions of Joachim (Abbat of Curacinm , 
•n. 1190. and not of S.F/e#r,as fome wrongly call him) who 
lived before' thefe Orders were inftituted. The 
Picture alfo of the Pope, near to the Pictures of 
the forefaid Saints, is faid to be a Prophetical Pi- 
cture of the faid Abbats defer ibing \ reprefenting 
the laft Pope that fhall govern the flock of Chrift, 
when all the world fhall be of one Religion. The 
Pavement of this Church is luitable to the reft, 
being in fome places compofed of vaft Marble 
ftones, naturally reprefenting the Waves of the 
Sea j in other places its curioufly inlaid with ftones 
offeveral colors exprefling Flowers, Stars, Birds, 
Beafts and the like : Among which ftones I precei- 
ved here and there fome Turfy ftones of great va- 
lue among us, but here not fcorningto be trod 
upon. Thirty fix Marble Pillars of a round form, 
and two foot thick in Diameter, holdup the roof 
of this Church. The high Altar is a rare piece, e- 
fpecially when you fee the back of it open, as I did 
upon the Afcenfion Eve. This back of the Altar 
is richly adorned with divers rows of little ena- 
melled Pictures, a laGreca , fet in Gold, and en- 
riched with brave Pearl and Pretious Stones inter- 
mingled every where between thq Pictures. This 
molt rich Ornament, or back of the Altar, was 
given by a Doge of femcc , and brought from Con - 
flantinoflc. Behind the high Altar ftands the Altar 
of our Blefled Sacrament, where there are two 
tranfparent round Piliars, four yards high. In the 
S?crifty, which is hard by, I faw neat Mofaic work 
in the roof i and an admirable Picture of Sc Hie - 
rom of the fame work alfo. Round about the in- 
* fide 
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fi de of the Church y over the Pillars, hang the 
Scutcheons offeveral Doges, in a large fize. For the 
Doges at their Creation, caofe three things to be 
made : Firft their Pi<fture which is let up in the 
Sala of the great Council : Secondly their Arms 
orScutchion, which are fometimes of Silver, and 
of an huge fiiej and are fet up after th cDoges death 
in the Church for ever. Thirdly they mult make 
their Pidture in the Collegio , or Pregiadi. 

4. From the Church we were let in to fee ther^r™*. 
Treafury ofSt.A^ir^, which joyns to the Church, fury of St. 
It was (hewn us by the fpecial leave from above, M * r 
and by two noble Venetians, who are always pre- 
fect when it is (hewn. We were firft (hewn ther 
Spiritual Treafury, and then the Temporal ; that 
is, firft the Relics and then the Jewels. The Re- The spin. 
lies were thefe principally. A great authentical j * al Trea ' 
piece of the holy Crofs, above afpanlong. Itis^** 7 ' 
the greateft piece 1 have feen any where, except 
that in the Holy Chappel in Parts, and though 
fome enemies of the very Crofs of Chrift, as well 
as of other Relics, do jeeringly fay, that there 
are fo many pieces of the Holy Crofs (hewn in 
the World, they if they were all put together, they 
would make a Cart load of Wood : Yet I dare 
maintain more probably, that all the pieces, any 1 
one Man can fay, are lhewn in Europe (and 1 have 
feen a good part of it) would not make fo much 
of the Crofs, as one of thofe parts on which our 
Saviours hands were nailed: Seeing the greateft 
part that we fiad ofit, is no thicker than an or- 
dinary mans Finger,and little longer than a Span; 
and that very part of it which I faw in the Popes 
own Sacrifty in the Vatican, is no longer than a 
fiians little Finger : And if the King of France (St. 
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Lewis) in his two expeditions into the Holy Land, 

* could get only fo little a piece of it, as that which 
is fhown in Paris, in the Saint ChappeUc: And if the 
Pope bimfelf could get no greater a piece of it, 
than mentioned above, i do not wonder, if in o- 
thcr places, they ihew fuch little flireds of it, as 
altogether would not make two foot of Timber* 
much lefs a Cart load. We faw alfo here a finger 
of St.Afcr^His Ring with a Stone in it, which our 
Lapidaries cannot tell how to name. Someof our 
Saviours Blood, gathered up in his Paffion, with 
the Earth it was fpilt upon. A thorn of the Holy 
Crown of Thorns. A Nail which nailed the two 
pieces of the Crofs together. A Finger of St. Ma- 
ry Magdalen. A piece of St. John Baptijl’s Cranium . 
A Tooth of St. Mark. A piece of Sc. John Baptift’s 
Habit: Some of our Blefled Ladies Hair. An anci- 
ent Picture of St. John Baptifl, enamelled in Gold, 

* A piece of our Saviours white Robe when he was 

fcourged.A very ancient Pidture of our Blefled La- 
dy, carried about anciently by Conftantine the 
Great, who had it always with him. One of the 
Stones of the Torrent , wherewith St. Stephen was 
Stoned. And in fine, the Sword of St. Peter. 

Tht Tempo- Then leading us to the temporal Treasure, in 
rat Tr t a- another Room, they (hewed us ( by Candle light. 
Jan. as t hey did alfo the SpiritualTra/wr^thefe things. 
Firft, the twelve Crowns of Gold, and the twelve 
breafl; and back pieces ( like Womens dofe bo- 
dies ) of beateu Gold alfo, fet thick, as well as the 
Crowns, with exquifite Pearl, both round and 
- big: Twelve young Virgins ufed to wear them 
anciently upon a Feafl: day.Then three great Car- 
buncles, one whereof weigheth fix Ounces, and is 
bigger than an ordinary Hens Egg: They value 

it 
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it at two Hundred Thoufand Crowns. Then the 
twoCrowns of Gold fet thick with precious Stones; 
one being the Crown of the Kingdom of Cyprus ; 
the other of the Kingdom of Candy. After 
this they [hewed us the Doge* s Crown, catted, 
here, il Como , becaufe its made fomewhat [harp 
and turning in at the top tike a Horn. It’s fee 
round with a clofe row of excellent Pearl, each 
one as big as an Hafel Nut, with a vaft Ruby in 
the front of it, worth a HundredThoufandCrowns, 
fay they, and one of the faireft Diamonds in Eu- 
rope in the top of it. Then they [hewed us many 
other rich things, as the Flower de Luce of Gold, 
with a rich Diamond in it, given by Henry III. 
of France , at his paffing by Venice, when he came 
4 out of Poland. The two Unicorns Horns, far lefs 
than that at St. Denys in France ; but no lefs true. 
The two Crucifixes fet with Pearland rich Jewels, 
and in great number. The great Candlefticks and 
Thurible of beaten Gold, and curioufly wrought, 
each one being almoft as heavy as a Man can car- 
> ry in both hands.The great Chalice of gold, as great 
as a man can carry in both hands. A Sapbyr weigh- 
ing ten Ouftces. A cup or dilh,as broad and deep as 
an ordinary Callote (or Cap, which we wear un- 
der our Hats ) and all of one Turky-Rone entire, 
and of huge Value j It was fent unto this Repub. 
lick, by a King of Perfia. A Veflel like a Tan- 
kard, of a rich Cameo j its Handel being curioufly 
engraven with a Diamond. A little Vafe of the 
roots of Emeraud. Another of Sardonic k. A great 
cup of Agate, Another of Roman Agate, far fi- 
ner than the former, and more transparent. A 
ri/rh Pax of Mother of Pearl. A Spanijh Embaf- 
fador, once viewing this Treafure, took a Candle 
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and looked curioufly under the long Tables, up- 
on which thefe rich things are expofed j and be- 
ing asked what he looked for, anfwered *, that he 
looked whether thisTreafure had Roots or no, 

' . as his Mailers Treafure had, and therefore grow- 
eth yearly : Meaning the India Fleet of Spain , 
which bringcth home yearly to theKingofS/wVs 
Coders and Treafure, twelve Millions. 

7 b{ De-res 5* Having feen this Treafure, and thanked the 
PtUacc? two noble Venetians that Hood by, and requited 
the under Officers that Ihewed it j we went into 
the Doge's Pallace, which joy ns to St.A/^r^/Churchj 
and mounting up the open Hairs into theopenGal- 
lery,we faw the two great Marble Statues of Mars 
and Neptune , which Hand at the Head of thefe 
Stairs, and fignifie the Hrength of the Venetians , 
both by Sea and Land. They are excellent pie- 
ces, otherwife great Sanfovims would never have 
owned them by writing under them, Opus San - 
fovini. This open Gallery led us into a world of 
» Chambers of JuHice and Clerks Offices, all throng- 
ed with bufinefs and bufy Men. Going up from 
hence into a higher flory,we faw the Doge's Cham- 
bers of Audience, his Antechambers, his Dining- 
room, and the like. From thence we were led in- 
to feveral great Chambers of Council, all rarely 
- well painted. After that we faw the great Cham- 
ber, or Sala , of the Senate-houfe, where the No- 
bles meet upon affairs, as great as the Chamber. 
For here they meet about the chufing of publick 
Officers, either for the governing of the City or 
Army: And fometimes they have been forced to 
Hay there eight days ( faith Sabellicus ) not being 
able to agree about the Elections ; they not being 
permitted to depart thence till they agree. This 

. Senate- 
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Senate-houfe or great Chamber, is above three- 
score paces long, and thirty wide. Its full of Seats 
for the Noble Venetians, to the uumber of two 
Thoufand Men, who have right to enter here. 

It’s painted on all fidesby the rareft Painters chat 
were'in Italy, when this Room was made. Over 
the Doge’ s Throne, is a rare piece of painting, co- 
vering the whole end of the Room above, and 
representing Heaven in a glorious manner. It*sof 
the Hand of Tintoret. 1 he great Pictures upon 
that fide of the Room, which looks towards the 
* Court of the Pallace, contain the Hiftory of Pope 
Alexander the III. and the Emperor Frederic Bar - 
bar off a. I faw alfo in this great Room, and in the 
nextjoyningtoit, the true Pictures of all the 
Doges of Venice. In the other Chambers of this Pal- 
- lace, in the Churches, and other Pallaces of this 
Town, I faw fo many, and fo rare pieces of pain- 
ting, of Titian,7’intoret>Bellino, Gentile , Cafiel , Fran - 
co, Bajfano , Paolo Veronefe, Perdonone and others, 
that with Madam Romes leave, I dare boldly fay, 
that no place of Italy hath fo many rare Pi&ures 
in it, as Venice hath 5 and perchance, you will be 
of my Opinion, if you read the curious Book of 
Rodolfi , who hath written the lives of the Pain- 
ters of Venice, and the Venetian State, and fets down 
where their prime pieces are to be feen. 

7. Having feen thele Chambers of Judicature, Thetirrlt 
we were led about to the S ala of the Con (iglio de 
Died ( otherwife called, the little ArfenaP) in the 
Pallace ftill. It’s a curious fight, and therefore net 
to be omitted by my Traveller. There are Arms 
in it for a Thoufand Men, ready upon all occa- 
fions of Sedition or Treason. The Muskets are 
always charged and primed, and every fix Months 
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ed to kill the whole Senate, while it was aflem- 
bled •, and make Bajamante Mafter of Venice. But 
the Plot was daihtin the Execution j becaufei?*- 
jamantes Brains were daftfd out by a poor Wo- 
man, who feeing him march under her window 
in the head of his rebellious crew, threw down 
from her Window, a great earthen Flower-pot 
upon his Head, and killed him dead. His party $e- 
ing this, retired, and were foon fubdued : And 
his Houfe was turned into a Shambles for Butch- 
ers ; a fit diigrace for him who would have been 
the Butcher of his Prince and Countrimen. Here 
alfo, in this Arlenal, we faw the Sword and Arms 
of brave Scanderbeg , Prince of Albania, who won - 
feven Battels over feven,the moft illuftrious Buf- 
fo* the great Turk^ had, and died after all, peace- 
ably in his Eftates, in fpite of Amnrath. Its faid, 
that the great rehearing how Scanderbeg with 
his Sword had cloven Men in two, fent to him ; 
and defired him to fend him his Sword, his cut- • 
ting Sword 5 which he did : The Turk tried it up- 
on his Slaves, and finding that he CQuld not cleave , 
Men as Scanderbeg had done, fent him word,that 
he had not fent hip his true Sword ; to whom 
Scanderbeg replied, that he had fent him indeed 
his Sword, but not his Arm. As for this Sword, 
which they call here Scanderbeg' s Sword, its a 
broad thin Blade of a reafonable length, but light, 
and of as good Metal almoft, as its Mafter. We 
law here many ocher curiofities : As the Standard 
of the Doge Zani , who reftored Pope Alexander 
the III. unto his Seat again 3 with his Sword, Buck- 
ler and Helmet. The Standard of the great Turk. 

The Standard of Horfes hair belonging alfo to the 
great Turk,, and which he hung out always be- 
, fore

fore Battle, as a fignal of combat. It was taken 
by a French Man called Ciotar. The Statues of Lu- 
dovico Sforzjt Duke of Milan jind of his Wife Vif- 
conti. The Statue or head of Carara , whom they 
call the Tyrant, bus how truly I know not: The 
Statue or head in Brafs of brave Venerio , General 
of th e Venetians, in the Battle of Lepanto. The 
Head in Brafs, alfo of brave Bragandino , flead alive 
by the Turks for his Countries Service.The Pittore 
• of Santajufiina in a great Cafe fet with rich Stones. 
This Cafe was made for a great Looking-Glafs 
which the Venetians fent unto the Sultanefs of the 
great Turks, but the Ship that carried it, meeting 
in the way a Frig at which brought the News of a 
great Viftory gotten over the Turks by the Veneti- 
ans upon Santa Judin’s day, it retured back a- * 
gain with the prefent; and the Senate caufed the 
Glafs to be taken Jout, and Santa Juftina's Picture 
to be fet in Place of it. Then we faw a rare Carpet , 
or rather a curious piece of Stuff with Figures in 
it, fent to the Reipublick of Venice by a King of 
Perfia. The habits of two noble Chinefi , who were 
Baptized at Venice. The Armour of brave Gotta 
Mela , with the Picture of a Cat in his Head-piece. 
The Armour of fome of the ancient Doges of Ve- 
nice, who, to the number of Forty or Fifty, went 
to Warm Perfon,and did fuch things there, as to 
make their very Armor to be Honourable. The 
Habit, Buckler, and Sword of a King of Perfia ; 
the Arms are fet with rich Stones. The Armor 
of Henry the IV of France , with his Pocket Piftol. 
The Armor of the Duke of Rohan. The cotn- 
pleat Armour of a little Boy about ten years old, 
who was found dead in a Battle, fighting for the 
Venetians and his Country \ and not known who 

he 
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he was. Poor brave Child ! Who being worthy 
never to have died, doeft not fo much as live in 
Hiftory 1 Indeed I did not think till then, that Mars 
had his Abortives too, dying before their time, 
and before they were named. Then they fhewed 
me jittila's Helmet, with the Head-piece of his 
Horfe. A Cannon (hooting feven Shots at once, as 
if Death, with his fingle Dart, went too (lowly to 
work. Another Cannon fhooting threefcore Shots 
in ten Barrels. A Halbert with a Barrel within 
it, (hooting fourteen Shots. Another Halbert (hoot- 
ing feven Shots. A Cannon of Iron carrying two 
Miles, and curioufly wrought into Flowers with 
the points of Chizels. The Chollar of Iron of the 
Paduan Tyrant ( as they call him here ) Carara. 
The little Iron Crofs-bowof the fame Tyrant* 
with which he is faid to have (hot Needles a Span 
long, and killed many Men privately, who knew 
not how,or by whom they were hurt.Then the De- 
vils Organs, or a Trunk of Leather, with ten Piftol 
Barrels in it, of a Foot and half long ^ and fo 
difpofed in order like Organ-pipes, that upon the 
opening of the Lock of this Trunk, all thefe Bar- 
rels being charged with leveral Bullets, fhould let 
fly at once ; and fo fcattering wide, kill all thofe 
that (hould be in the Room. This Trunk was con- 
triv’d by a revengeful Man, who having a Mind 
to be revenged both of his Enemy,and of his Ene- 
mies Friends at once, fent him this Trunk by an 
unknown Bearer (as a prefeht from a Friend) while 
he treated his Friends at dinner.The holes through 
the (ides of it, made by the Bullets, (hew the de- 
vililh effeft of this Trunk, and how well it deferves 
the name of the Devils Organ. The Box of Bor - 
targoes here is juft fuch another Invention. A Pi- 
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ftol in a (jocket-Book here is as bad as the others $ 
which being Chargd and let off, would prefent- 
ly read your Doom. Swords and Daggers, with 
Piftol and little Gun Barrels running along their 
Blades, which being held drawn with the Broad* 
tide to a Man, appear to be only plain Swords and 
Daggers, and yet they difcharge thrufts not to be 
parried by any fencing Guard. 1 faw alfo here a 
fine Tabernacle of Chriftal : A burning Lamp 
found in interiors Tomb in Padua. A Burning- 
Glafs, which burneth half a Mile off : A rare A - 
daw and Eve, with the Serpent and the Tree, all 
cut out of one piece of Wood by the rare hand 
of Alberto Dureo : And in fine, the Picture of King 
James of England , the only Picture of any fo- 
reign Prince that I faw there. 
p/mz- Having thus feen this Cabinet of Marine went 
fst. ovl t of the Pallace into the Piazza of St. Mark, 
upon which both the aforefaid Church of St- 
Mark. y and the Doge's Pallace look. This is one of 
the nobleft Piazza's that a Man can fee in any 
Town. It runs from the Sea.fide, up along the Pal- 
lace, to the Church of St. Mark., and from thence 
turning on the left hand, it fpreads itfelf into a 
more large and longer open place, moft Beautiful 
to behold ; for the whole Piazza, even from the 
Sea-fide to the farther end, is built upon Arches, 
and Marble Pillars ; and raifed up with beautiful 
Lodgings, fit to lodg all the Procuratori <tf St. Mcnk$ 
all the rich foreign Merchants; a world of perfons 
of condition ; the Mint, and the famous Library.In 
that part of the Piazza which lies under the Pal- 
lace the Nobili Fenetiani walk together,twice a day, 
19 confer about bufinefs of State.This meeting here 
of the Noblemen is called the Brogliot And in the 

end 
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end of it ? clofe by the Sea-fide,Hand two great Pil- 
lars of rich Marble, the one bearing upon it the I- 
mage of St. Theodorsu, the other the Lyon of St. 
Aiark, i thefe two Saints, St. Mark and S t.Theodo- 
rw, being the two Patrons of this City. Thefe two 
Pillars were erected here by a Lombard , who requfc- 
red no other recompence for his Pains, than that 
it may be Lawful for Dice-players to play at Dice 
between thefe two Pillars, without being puniihed 
or molefted ; nay, though they played fal(e play : 
Here alfo between thefe two Pillars they execute 
Malefactors, to (hew that they deferve not the 
Protection of thofe two Patrons, who break the 
Orders of that Town which is under the Prote- 
ction. It’s pity that the Lombard himfelf was not 
whipp’d here, at leaft,for making himfelf the Pro- 
tector of idle Rogues there, where the Saints are 
Patrons of honeft Men. Over againfl the Pallace 
Hands the Mint, in a place called La Zeceha, and 
from hence the Gold coined here is called Z ecchi- 
no-,& piece of Gold worth fome fcven Shillings and 
Sixpence of our Money. Hard by it Hands the Li- 
brary, famous both for the quality and quantity 
of the Books that are in it.Petrarch(once Canon of 
the Church of Padua) gave his Library to it ; and 
Beffarion a Greek Cardinal of great Learning and 
Worth, gave' as many great Manufcriptsuntoit, 
as coH him thirty Thoufand Crowns, and yet by 
this Legacy, Btjfarion was but even with the Ve- 
netians, who honoured him in fuch a particular 
manner, as to fend out the Bucentauro it felf to 
bring him into Venice , being fent thither Legat by 
the Pope. 

8. Going from hence into the other part of the 
PiaxAa, which Hands before the Church, I efpied 

upon 
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upon the very out corner of the Wall of the 
Church ( as you come out of the PallaceJ four Por- 
phiry Statues of four Merchants embracing one 
another. Having enquired what thole Statues were 
fet for there, I was told by a grave old Gentlaman 
of Venice 5 thac thofe whom thefe Statues reprefent, 
were four Merchants and Strangers, who brought 
hither molt of the Jewels mentioned above in the 
Treafury : And that afterwards poifoningone an- 
other out of Covetoufnefs, left this State heir of 
all. Juft before the Church ftand three tall Mails of 
Ships,upon curioufly wrought Pedeftals of Brafs, & 
each Maft bearing, upon great days, a ftatelyFlag,& 
Streamers.Thefe three Malts lignify the three no- 
bleft parts of the Venetians Dominions, to wit, the 
Kingdoms of Cyprus , and of Candy , and the ftate of 
Venice. In this Piazza I found always a world of 
Strangersperpetually walking and talking of Bar- 
gains and Traffick, as Greedy Armenians y Albani- 
ans, Slavonians , Poloniani , Jews , and even Turks 
themfelves ; all in their feveral Habits, but all 
confpiring in this one thing, to fell dear, and buy 
cheap. Here alfo they have every night in Sum- 
mer, a world of Montebanks , Ciarlatani , and fuch 
fluff, who, together with their druggs and reme- 
dies, ftrive to pleafe the People with their little 
Comedies, Popet- plays. Songs, Mufick, Stories, 
and fuch like Buffonery. It’s ftrange to fee how 
they find daily, either new fooling or new Fools, 
not only to hear them,lbut even they throw them 
Money too for fuch poor contentments.In this Pi- 
azza alfo ftands the Campanile , or high Steeple 
, of Venice , diftant fome fifty Paces from the Church 
of St. Mark. It’s built forty Foot fquare on all 
Sides, and two Hundred and thirty fix high. The 

top 
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top of it is covered with gilt Tiles, which, in a Sun- The high 
fhine day, appear glorioufly afar off. The Food-**?** 
dation of it is almoft as deep underground, as the 
top of it is high above ground j a wonder, if you 
confider that it ftands in Venice. From the top of 
this Campanile we had a perfect view of Venice un- 
der us, and of all its neighbouringlflands, Forts, Seas, 
and Towns about it ^ as alfo of theoutfideof St. 

Marks Church, its Frontifpiece, its Cupolas, and 
the four Horfes of Brafs gilt, which ftand over the 
Frontifpiece. Thefe Horfes came out of the Shop, 
not out of the Stable of Lifippus a famous Statu- ' 
ary in Greece, and were given to Nero by Ttrada- 
tes , King of Armenia. They were carried by Con- 
fiantine the Great from Rome to Confiantinople ; and 
from thence they were tr'anfported hither. In fine, 
from the top of this Steeple we faw the compafs of 
the great Arfenal of Venice , which looked like a 
little Town in our Sight. Indeed fome make it 
three Miles about ; but I cannot allow it fomuch,. 

The fight of this Magaun of War afar off, made 
us haften down from the Steeple togo fee it nearer 
hand. 

9. Taking therefore a Gondola , we went to the T , . r 
* Arfenal, where, after the ordinary formalities of J/ r ** 
leaving our Swords at the Door, and paying the 
Porters Fees, we were admitted, and led through 
this great Shop of Mars. It’s lo well feated near 
theSea-fide, and fo well built,that it might ferve 
the Venetian Senators for a Caftle, in time of d an- 
‘ ger : And in it there is a Well of frelh Water, not 
to be poifoned, becaufe of the two pieces of V - 
nicorns Horn fet faff in the bottom of it. 1 confefs 
I never faw any where fuch Oeconomy as is here 
obfervjd. Fifteen Hundred Men are daily employ- 
ed 
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ed here, and duly paid at the Weeks end, accord- 
ing to their feveral Employments and Works.The 
Expencesof thefe Workmen amdunt to a Thou- 
fand Ducats every day in the Year : So that they 
make account that they may fpend in this Arfenal 
four Hundred and thirty Thoufand Crowns a 
Year : Enough alraoft to maintain a pretty Ar- 
my conftantly. Every Workman here hath Wine 
twice a day, and that very good too, but that it 
is a little mingled with Water. We were led 
through all the vaft Rooms of this Magauit, 
Rooms like vaft Churches : In one of them I faw 
nothing bnt great Oars for Gallies, feven Men 
going to one Oar. In another, nothing but vaft 
Sterns. In another,nothing but vaft Nails for Gal- 
lies and Ships. In another, they were making no- 
thing but Salt-peeter for Gunpowder. In anoftier, 
they were calling great Cannons, Morter-pieces, 
and Chambers. In another, they had nothing but 
a pair of vaft Scales to weigh Cannons with. In 
another, Malls for Gallies and Ships, of aprodi- 
4 gious grtatnef| and length *, and yet of fuch a rare 
Timber, that one fillipping up one end of them, 
you hear it eafily at the other end, by applying 
your Ear to it. Some of thefe Malls are worth 
fourfcore Pounds. In other vaft Rooms I faw llore * 
of Cannons of all fixes, both for Ships and Gal- 
lies ^ where alfo I faw fome Turkifh Cannons with 
words upon them in the Turkifh Language. There 
I faw alfo one Cannon Ihooting three Shots at once: 
Another five ; one great Cannon found buried in 
Candy full of Gold Medals: The great Cannons 
call here while Henry the III. of France dined itt 
this Arfenal. They had heretofore a prodi- 
gious quantity of Cannons here, but now thefe 

Rooms 
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Rooms are much emptied, by reafon of this War 
with the Turks.. Ia other great Rooms I faw huge 
heaps of Cannon-Bullets of all fizes,with fome En- 
figns won over the Turfy. Then mounting up into 
the Chambers above, 1 faw in two vaft Rooms, 
Arms for fifty Thoufand Men- In another. Arms 
for twelve Gallies : In another. Arms for fifty 
Gallies. Here alfo I faw the fuit of Armor of 
Sc under beg : That of the Doge Zuni j the Lan- 
tern of Don John of j4ujtrias Ship in the Battle 
of Lepanto : The Lantern of a Turkijh Gaily : 
The Armor of Benjamante Theopoli, and his com- 
plices, with one Arm only : Some Arms taken 
from the Turks in the Battle of Lepanto : Other 
Arms taken from the Genuefi 5 agreatCrofs-Bow 
(hooting vaft Arrows of Iron, above five quarters 
long :An Invention of great ufe, before Guns were 
found out. A Cannon-Bullet with four long Irons, 
like the tops of Halberts ; which (hut up clofe into 
it when they put it into the Cannon, but open ax- 
gain of themfelves as foon as the Bullet is out of 
the Cannons Mouth : And fo fpreading into four 
parts, cut all they meet with ftrange Fury^ a dan- 
gerous invention in Sea Battles, to fpoil Cordage 
and Tackling. Here alfo they (hew us the Dcfcrip- 
tion of the Town and Fort of Clijfa, and how it 
was taken by the Venetians fome twenty years a- 
go. Then defcending from thence, we went to fee 
the places where they make new Gallies, and 
mend old ones. There I found a vaft fquare Court 
three Hundred Paces broad in every fquare, and 
full of vaft Penthoufes, capable of holding in them, 
Gallies of fifty Paces long a piece. In the midlb 
of this Court is a vaft fquare pond of Water, let 
in from the Sea, where the new Gallies are tryed ; 
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and the old ones are let into the Arfenal to be 
mended and rigged a hew. Here I faw a world of 
Galleys, and a world of Men working about them 
nioft bufily. There were heretofore divers of thefe 
great Courts full of Gallies, but now they are 
much exhauftcd *, the Gallies being abroad in 
War. Hence it is obferved that this Arfenal, be- 
fore thefe Wars,could arm two Hundred Gallies, 
and two hundred Thoufand Men. Here it was that 
they made a Gaily, and fet her out at Sea while 
Henry the 111 dined here in the Arfenal ^ which 
made that King fay then, that he would give three 
of the belt Towns in France (except his Parliament 
Towns ) for fuch an Arfenal. Indeed the Arfenal* 
of Parts , Genua , Zurick Naples , and Geneva , feem- 
cd to me to be little Gunfmiths Shops in compa- 
rifon of this. They were then making here two 
new GalleaJJes (when I was laft there )of vaft bulk 
and Expeoces. In fine, lfaw here the old Bucen- 
toro *, and prefently after the new Bucentoro. This 
laft is the Galley of State, of the Doge^ when hego- 
eth forth upon the Afcenfion-day, accompanied 
with the Senate, toefpoufe the Sea as they call it 
here. This is a noble Galley, all gilt without, anch 
wainfcotted round about the Deck, with gilt Seats. - 
There runs a Partition of Wood quite along the 
Deck of the Galley, with Seats on both (ides, and 
with a low open roof of Wood to let in Air, and 
yet keep off the Sun •, and all this is giltajrd paint- 
ed, and capable of five Hundred Senators, who in 
' their fcarlet Robes wait upon the Dogt that Day. 
The Doge fits in the Puppejn a Chair of State with 
the Popes Nuncio on one hand of him, and the Pa- 
triarch of Venice on the other, and a place for Mu- 
fic behind them. The Slaves are all under Hatches, 
bn.: te baa an# 
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and nqt leen at all;but their Oars, (twenty on each 
lide)move all at once, like great Wings,which make 
the Bucentoro move moft Majeftically. And this is 
all that I can remember in this Arfenal, except the 
Cellar of Wine, and the great Rooms, ( as I came 
out) where Women only are employed in mending 
old Sails ; and Men ( a part ) in making greac 
Cables : And indeed thofe vail Anchors which lye 
near the wooden Bridge here at the entrance, 

Hand in need of Cables of the greatell fize. 

1 o. I happened to be at Venice thrice, at the Tht jtja »• 
great Sea Trumph, or Feaftof the Afcenfion,^* 
which was performed thus. About our eight in the 
Morning, the Senators in their Scarlet Robes meet 
at the Doge's Pallace j and there taking him up, 
they walk with him proceflionally unto the Shoar, 
where the Bucentoro lies waiting them , the Popes 
Nuncio being upon his right Hand, and the Patri- 
arch of Venice on his left Hand. Then afeending 
into the Bucentoro , by a handfome Bridge thrown 
out to Ihoar, the Doge takes his place, and the Se- 
nators lit round about the Galley as they can, to the 
number of two or three Hundred. The Senate be- 
ing placed, the Anchor is weighed, and the Slaves 
being warned by the Captains Whittle, and the 
Sound of Trumpets, begin to ftrike all at once with 
their Oars, and to make the Bucentoro march as 
gravely upon the Water, as if Ihe alio went upon 
Cioppini. Thus they fteer for two Miles upon the 
Laguna, while the Mulic plays, and lings Epithala - 
miumt all the way long, and makes Neptune jea- 
lous to hear Hymen called up in his Dominions. 

Round about the Bucentoro flock a world of Piof- 
tuty and Gondola's, richly covered over head with 
ftimptoous Canopies of Silk, and rich Stuffs, and 
’ 7 ‘ Q, q x rowed 
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rowed by Watermen in rich Liveries, as well as the 
Trumpeters. Thus foreign Embafladors, divers 
Noblemen of the Country, and Strangers of Con- 
dition wait upon the Dole’s Galley all the way a- 
long, both coming and going. At laft the Doge be- 
ing arrived at the appointed place, throws a Ring 
into the Sea, without any other ceremony, than by 
faying .* Defponfamus te } Marejn fignum perpetui Do - 
mmu We efpoufe thee , O Scajn Tefiimoty of our 
perpetual Dominion over thee : And fo returns to the 
Church of St. Nicolas in Lao ( an Ifland hard by ) 
where he affifts at high Mafs with the Senate.This 
done, he returns home again in the fameSjatCj 
and invites chofe that accompanied him in his Gal- 
ley, to Dinner in his Pallace : The preparatives of 
which dinner we faw before th eDoge was got home. 
This Ceremony of marrying the Sea, as they call 
it, is ancient 5 and performed yearly in memory 
of the grant of Pope Alexander the III. who being 
reftored by th ^Venetians unto his Seat again, grant- 
ed them Power over the Adriatic Sea, as a Man 
'V x hath power over his Wife;and th ^Venetians to keep 
this PofiTeflion, make every Year this watery Ca- 
valcata. I confefs, the fight is ftately, and a Poet 
would prefently conceive that Neptune himfelf 
were going to be married to fome Nereide. 

1 1 . Having feen this Ceremony in the Morning, 
we went after Dinner to fee the Evening Corfo at 
T *t\urani> Murano y where we faw thofe fine Gondolas and Pi- 
01 which he had feen waiting upon the Doge 

in the Morning, now rowing in State up and down 
the great Canale of Murano , to the found of Trum- 
pets * and with all the 'force of the brawny Water- 
men that row them. Sometimes meeting too thick 
in the Arches of the wooden Bridge here , they 
• crack 
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crack one anothers Gondolas , break one another* 

Oars, overturn their Boatmen, and are ftopt for 
an hour together without being able to untangle. 
Embafladors thetnfelves of Foreign Princes ap- 
pear in Corfo this. Evening, with all their bravery 
(five or fix Gondolas all in one Livery, as well as 
all the Gallants and Gentry of Venice, who ap- 
pear here this Evening at Corfo. 

12. The next Morning no fooner appeared, but lit f*r. 
new fights appeared alfo,and now upon land •, and 

the Scene was St. Mark's place, where the Fair 
opening this day, and lafting for ten days, drew 
all the Gallants of Venice to come, and behold all 
the Gallantry and Riches that either Domeltic or 
Foreign Merchants could fet forth to fail. But the 
moft part of the young Ladies that came to fee 
the Fair, came in an odd drefs, with a falfe Nole, 
and a little beard of black Wool, difguifing their 
Mouth and Nofe: So that they could fee all the 
Fair, and be known to no body. Thus they go 
often to Marriages, and other AlTemblies, when 
they have no mind to be known. 

1 3. Having thus feen thefe forefaid fights, we St.Gnrge 
went on with vifiting the other things in the 
Town, and one day we went to the Ifland of St. 

George Major , where we faw a (lately Monaftery, 
Church, Cloifter and Garden, which take up this 
whole Ifland. The Church is one of the belt in 
Venice, and built by Palladio , the famous Archi- 

teft. In the Church I was Ihewn the great filver , , 

Lamp, as great as two Men could carry. In a Pil- 
lar of Marble Handing over a fide Altar, I was 
Ihewn the Picture of a Crucifix, which was dif- 
covered, at the polifhtng of this ftone x to have 
been naturally in the Vein of the Marble. In the 
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Refectory, I faw an admirable Pifture^of the Sup- 
per of Cana in Galilee , made by Guido Rheni. 

I vifited it often, and could never fatiate my Eyes 
with fuch a rare Piece. It takes up the whole end 
of the great Refe&ory. 

The PaHact 14. From thence we rowed tothePallace of 
•} Swore p r0 cnratore Nani, which Hands in an Ifland be- 
yond St. Georges. The Pallace is richly furnilhed/ 
with the true Pictures of many modern Princes 
and Ladies of France , England and Germany, This 
Pallace hath one ftrange thing belonging to it , 
beyond the Pallaces of Venice : To wit,a neat Gar- 
den, for Gardens in Venice are as wonderful things 
as Coaches : And 1 cannot remember, that look- 
ing upon the Whole City, from top of the high 
Steeple, 1 faw two places where there were any 
green Trees. But the befl thing that I faw here, 
was the Procuratore Nani bimfelf,the greateH Or- 
nament of the Venetian Senate, whofe learned Pen 
hath already given us an excellent Hiftory of Ve- 
nice. 

i y. From hence we walked to the Capucins Con- 
vent, which is in the fame Ifland, and Church 
neatly built, and far above the rate of Capudns ; 
but it was a vow of the Senate in time of the 
Plague 5 and they regarded more, in building it, 
their own Honor than the Capucins fimplicity. 

1 6. From hence, returning again towards the 
Town, we fleered our Gondola to the Church of 
Madonna di Salute \ a new round Church, vowed 
by the State in another plague Time, and likely 
to be one of the fineft Churches in Ve nice, when 
it (hall be ended. In the Sacrifty I faw a rare Pi- 
cture of a Feafl, by Timor et j and others in the 
roof, by Titian.

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17. From hence we went to the Church of the La Car?-* 
Canon Regulars, called La Carita , in whofe Mo- 
naftery Pope Alexander the III. lay hid privately 

like a poor Chaplain of this Church, unknown to 
the very Fathers of this place : Till at Iaft he was 
difcovered by a devout Pilgrim, who having fcen ° " 
him often in Borne , and hearing him fay Mafs 
here, difcovered him to the Senate, and fo he was 
both acknowledged by the Senate, and defended 
by them, as we faid above. Over the entrance of 
the Quire, is feen the Picture of Alexander the 
HI. receiving the Emperor Frederic to the killing 
of his Feet, by the means of the Doge of P'ettice, 
who Hands by : Here’s alfo a good Pi&ure of our 
Saviour’s raifing up Lazarus again to Life : Its of 
the hand of Bafan. 

1 8. Another time I went to the Dominicans St - G'jg 
Church, called St. Giovanne & Paulo , where I 
found, among the Tomb-Hones, that of the Lord * 

Henry Aubigni' fecond Brother to the Duke of Le- 
nox and Richmond) who died here in his Travels. 

Before the door of this Church Hands the Eque- 

fir is Statue in Brafs guilt, of Bartolomeo Coleono 
Bargamenfe , a great Commander, to whom ( as : 

the words bear \ ob militare imperium optime geflum ) 
the Senate decreed this Statue to be erefted. The 
Tabernacle and Altar are veryHately. The Chap- 
pel of St. Hiacinth , and the miracles of this Saint 
are of the hand of Baffan and Palmarino. 1 he Mar- 
tyrdom of St. John and Paul is a MaHer piece ofthe 
hand of Titian. The Convent alio of St. John 
and Paul is one of the moH Hately ones in Italy, 

The Refeftory is famous for painting. 

19. The Church of St .Salvatore is a fair Churchy s.Salvato- 
and well adorned with neat Tomes of divers re - 

Q q 4 Doges 
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Doges and great Perfons.Upon the back of the high 
Altar is feen a Picture of the Transfiguration, of 
the hand of Titian. Upon an Altar on the right 
hand of the Wall, is a Picture of the Annuncia- 
tion, under which Titian wrote thefe Words, Tv- 
tianus, fecit , fecit , to allure Men by this double af- 
firmative, that it was a good piece, worth his twice 
owning. There’s another Pi&ure of the laft Sup- 
per, made by Titian* s Matter. Upon the Epiftle 
fide cf the high Altar (lands a little Chappel, o- 
vcr whofe Altar is the Tomb of St .Theodoras with 
his Body in it. He is one of the Patrons of this 
Town. 

St. chr ft. 20. In the Church of St. Chryfofiome , I faw,up- 

Jimt. on a fide Altar, on the left Hand, the Statues in 
(lone of our Saviour and his twelve Apoftles,neat- 
ly cut, by Tullius Lombards, whofe rare Statues 
adorn alfoSt. Antonie's Tomb at Padua. His Sta* 
tucs are eafily known by the neat Hands. 

2i. In the Church of the Apofioli I faw a rare 
Picture of St. Lucy, but now fomewhat old. 

22 In the Church of the Jefuits, I faw the 
Tomb of St. Barbara , Virgin and Martyr. 

The Dm+ 23. In the Dome (the Cathedral of Venice, but 
(landing much out of the way) I faw little confi- 
derable, but the Tomb of St. Laurentitu Jufiinia- 
nus, an Holy Man, a great Preacher, and the firft 
Patriarch of Venice: The Patriarchal feat of Gra- 
do , being removed hither in his Time. 

St.Jacomt. 24. I faw alfo the Church of St. Jacomo t the 
firft Church that was built in Venice, and built 
twelve Hundred years ago, in the Infancy of Ve- 
nice. ,as an old Inftription here told me. Here are 
fome good PiAures of Lanfrancsis and 'Mracus Ti- 
tumit), old Titian's Nephew and Scholar.

26. We went after dinner one Saturday , to fee Tht y evs 
the Jem Synagogue. Among other things I heard Sjmagoi »«. 
here a Rabbin make a Homily to his Flock. He 
looked like a French Minifter, or Puritanical Le- 
ader, in a fhort Cloak and Hat. The Snafling 
through the Nofe, made all the edification thac 

I faw in it .* It was in Italian, but the coldefl dii- 
courfe that ever I heard in any Language. Indeed ' 
it was their Sabbath day 5 and they eat no other 
meat that day, but cold meat. 

27. Another day we went to Murano again, to T . r t r 
fee the Glafs-houfes which furnilh almoft all £«. 

rope with drinking Glafles, and all our Ladies Ca- Mursm. 
binets with Loking-glafles. They otter here forth 
two hundred Thonfand Crowns worth a year of 
this brittle Ware; and they leem to have taken 
raeafure of every Nations Belly and Humour, to 
fit them with Drinking-glafles accordingly : For 
the High Dutch they have high Glafles called 
Flutes, a full yard long; which a Man cannot drink 
up alone,except his Man, or (ome other, hold up 
the foot of thefemore than two handedGIafles.For 
the Englijb that love Toafts with their Drink, they 
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have curions Tankards of thick Chryftal glafs 
juft like our Silver Tankards. For the Italians 
that love to drink leifurely, they have Glaftes 
that are aknoft as large and flat as Silver Plates, 
and alraoft as uneafie to drink out of. And fo for 
other Nations. In one Shop they were making af 
fet of Glafles for the Emperor, of five Crowns e- 
very Glafs: There were Drinking-glafles with 
high Covers made like fpread Eagles, and finely 
gilt. Sometimes to fhew their art, they make here 
pretty things. One made a Ship in Glafs, with all 
her Tacklings,Guns, Mails, Sails and Streamers. 
Another made an Organ in Glafs three Cubits 
high, fojuftly contrived, that by blowing into it, 
and touching the Hops, it founded mutually. A 
third made a perfect Caftle, with all its fortifica- 
tions, Ramparts, Cannons, Centry-houfes and 
Gates.Here alfo I faw them make thofe vaft Look- 
ing- glafles, whofe brittlenefs (heweth Ladies them- 
, ’ (elves, more than their reflection doth. In fine,in

28. After this we went up and down the Town 
iht Shift.

Silks, Cloths of Gold, of Books, and 
the Apothecaries Shops, where I faw them make 
their famous Treacle: Sometimes in a Gondola , to 
view over and over again, the Canale Grande , 
and the Brave Pallaces which hem it in on both 
fides : Sometimes entring into the beft of thofe Pal- 
laces, to fee their rich furniture and contrivances.

Having thus feen all Venice, over and overa- 
gain, in a months ftay there, I was moft willing to 
leave it } having found it true of Venice, what So. 

0 rates faid of Athens, that it was melior meretrix, 
quam Vxor ? a fine Town for a fortnight 5 but not ° emce ‘ 
to dwell in always ; and this by reafon of fome 
ftinking Channel, bad Cellars for Wine • worfe 
Water, and the moift Air of the Sea, not the ** T 
moft wholefome fcarcity of Earth, even to bury 
their Dead in j and little Fewel for firing. So that 
finding the four Elements wanting here in their 
purity I was willing to leave thefe poliflied Hoi. 
landers, and return to Padua. 

Padua is the iecond Town to the Venetian State, Pl ,j lta 
though once the Mother of Venice. Its old enough 
to be Mother of Rome it felf $ having been built by 
Antenor, whofe Tomb is yet feen here. The Town 
is very great, and fuller of good Houle?, than of 

Meq 
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Men of condition : Tyranny and too frequent. 
Murders having much depopulated it, in point of 
Nobility. It ftands in the Marco. Trevigiano. The 
Walls about it are ftrong, and bacA’d up with fine 
Ramparts.lt lies near the Eugenian Hills, in a fer- 
tile foyl, and plain, which makes the Proverb fay^. 
Bologna lagrajfajna Padua la pajfa. Its famous for 
the itudy of Phyfick,as many of our thrice worthy 
Phyfitians in England can teftify. The chief things 
I obferved in it are thefe. 

1. Antenorh Tomb with Gotic Letters upon it : 
Which makes me doubt whether this Tomb be 
fo antient as they make it. 

2. The publick Schools called here 11 Bae y or 
Oxe : What if the firft Readers here came from 
Oxford as they did to the Univerfity of Pavia ? 

3 . The Phyfick Garden, to acquaint theStodenl 
in Phyfick, with the nature of Simples. 

4 . The Church of St. Antony of Padua, whefe 
so 4n fork's Body lies in the open Chappel on the left hand $ 
Tmb. and this Chappel is adorned with curious figure# 

of white Marble, reprefenting the chief actions of 
this Saints life. Under the Altar repofeth his Bo- 
dy, and before it hang fome twenty feven great 
Lamps of Silver, or Silver gilt. Overagainft this 
Chappel, ftands juft fuch another open Chappel, 
called the Chappel of San Felice, which is rarely 
painted by famous Gietto, who made the C ampa* 
nile of Florence , In a fide Chappel on the right 
hand, is the Tomb of brave Gata Mela , whole 
true name was Erafmo di Norm, of whom more 
by and by. The Tomb of Alexander Cont arena 
General of the Venetians , and it is one of the beft 
cut Tombs I have feen : Its faftened to a fide Pil- 
lar.The Quire of this Church is all of inlaid Wood. 

In 
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la the Cloifter of the Convent are feen many 
Tombs of learned Men: And in that quarter of 
the Cloifter, which lies upon the Church, I found 
written upon a black Marble done, thefe words : 

Interior* Thoma Hovoardi Comitis Arondeli* : The 
Bowels of the Earl of Arundel , late Lord Marfhal 
of England. No wonder if his Bowels be enchas- 
ed in Marble, after his deatb,who in his life time, 
loved Marbles con todas fm entrant as, with his 
whole Bowels. His Marmora Arondeliana, commen- 
ted upon by learned Mr. Selden , fliew this Suffici- 
ently. This great Man died here in Padua , and yet •«*- 
in a manner at home $ becaufe he had made Ira. 
ly familiar to him while he lived at home. 

$. Going out of this Church, I faw the Equi- 
ftris ftatue of Gatta Mela , the Venetians General, 
whofe Tomb I faw even now in the Church. He 
was nicknamed Gatta, , becaufe of his watchful- 
nefs in carrying buOnefs. 

6. The Church of St. Juftina , is one of the fi- St.f*jhhar 
nefl: Churches of Italy j and no wonder, feeing Ckurch and 
its Architect was Palladio. Under the High Alar 
of this Church, lies buried the Body, of S t. Juftina. 

The fine Cupolas ; the curious Pavement of red 
and black Marble ; the rich High Altar,all of Pi - 
etre comejfe j the curious Seats, in the Quire, with 
the Hiftories of the old and new Teftament cut in 
Wood in them ; the fine Pifture at the end of the 
Quire, over the Abbat’s Seat, containing the Mar- 
tyrdom of St. Juftina , by the hand of Paolo Verone- 
fe ; the Tomb of St. Luk$ the Evangelift ;*nd that 
of St. Matthias j the Well, full of Relics 5 and the 
Tomb of St. Profdochimus St. Peter’s Difciple, and 
fitft Biffiop of Padua, do all make this Church ve- 
ry confiderable. Before this Church and Monafte- 
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ry lies the Campo Saute , and a fair field, where they 
keep Monthly a Mercato franco , and where the 
Evening Cor/o is kept, by Ladies and Noblemen in 
their Coaches in Summer. , 

The Monaftry here is one of the faireft in Ita- 
ly, and the fecond of that Order. The painted 
Cloifter, the neat Library, and the Picture of St, 
Juftina in the Abbat’s Chamber, made by Paolo 
Veronefe , are all worth your Curiofity. The Domo 
is not fo well built as it is endowed with rich Pre- 
bendaries, hn hundred Thoufand Crowns a year go 
to the maintainance of an Hundred Clergy-Men, 
and Officers belonging to it. The Prebends arc 
twetfty feven, and ordinarily Gentlemen. 

8. The Pallace of the Capitano Grande is {lately 
without : Here ftands the curious Library. 

9. The great Hall called here, ll Palagio di 
Ragione , is a vaft Room 1 80 paces long, and for- 
ty broad, without Pillars. It hath four great doors 
to it, and over every door the ftatue of a learned 
Paduan. This Hall is alfo painted in the roof, with 
Aftronomical figures, reprefenting the influence 
of the Superior Bodies over the Inferior. At onc^ 
end of it you fee a round Stone, with thefe words 
written about it ,Lapis opprobrii , the Jlone of difgrace j 
upon which whofoever will fit publickly, and de- 
clare himfelf not to be Solvcndo , cannot be clapt 
up in Prifon for Debt. At the other end of this 
Hall Hands Livy s Head in white Marble, and out 
of a little Back-door there, joyningtothe Wall 
of this Hall, ftands LivysBufio in Stone with this 
Epitaph under it in old Gothick. Letters -, 0 {fa Titi 
Livii Patavini uniut omnium mortalium judu-io dig - - 
»i, cujus prope invitto c alamo invi&i Populi Roma- 
ni ret gefi a confcriberentur. 

10. The 
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10. The Pi&ure of the High Altar in the Au- 
gustus Church, made by Guido Rheni ; and that 
of St. John Baptift in the Sacrifty, of the fame 
hand, are both exquilitely well done. 

1 1. The Ruins of an old Amphitheater are feen 
hard by the Auguftins Church. There's now a 
Houfe built upon the place, yet the Court is oval 
Hill, and carries the name of Arena. Here they 
tilt, and ufe other fports of Cavalry. 

1 2. In the Dominicans Church there is a very 
liately high Altar of Pietre Comejfe. Behind the 
Altar ( in the Quire ) are the neat Tombs 
of the Carari t once Signors and Princes of Pa - 
dua , till they were put out by the Venetians. 

13. In the Church of San Francefco Grande, I 
faw a curious Altar of white polilhed Marble, 
which pleafed me very much, and the Tombs 
of Cavalcante and Lengolio. 

14. In the little neat Church of the Oratorians, 
called the Church of S. Thomas of Canterbury lies 
buried the Lady Katherine Whitenhall, in a Vault 
made on purpofe,and covered with a white Marble 
Stone.She was Daughter to the late Earl of Shrews. 
£«ry, and Wife to the Noble and Vertuous Thomas 
Whitenhall Efyuire. If you would know more of 
her, read here the Ingenious Epitaph written upon 
her Tomb, and made by her fad Husband. For 
my part having had the honour to fee her often 
in her Travels, I cannot but make honourable 
mention of her here in mine 5 She having fo much 
honoured my profeffion of Travelling, by her 
generous Humour of Travelling. She was as 
nobly Born as the Houfe of Shrewsbury could make 
her : as comely , as if Poets had made her. Her be- 
haviour was fuch, that if J he had not been noble by 
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Birth, fee would have pajfed for fetch by her Carri- 
age. Her good qualities were fo many, that if they 
had been taken in pieces, they would have made fe- 
ver al Women Noble , and noble Women happy . She 
was wife beyond her years, flout above her Sex, and 
worthy to have found, in the World, all things better 
than fin did, except her Parents and Husband . Her 
only fault was that, which would have made up other 
Ladies Praifes, too much Courage ; which bcfd her 
with the name of Talbor. But whilft her only Courage 
haled her on to Journeys above her Sex and force ( ha- 
ving feen Flanders, France, and Italy, accompanied 
by her noble Hus band, and an handfom Train ) in her 
returnback, like a tall Ship, coming laden home , and 
fr aught ed with precious acquifitions of Mind, (he funk 
almoft in the Heaven , and alas | Died.

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From Verona we went to Brefcia , by the way tefehiera* 
of Pefckitra+nd Difenz.ano. Pefchiera is a ftrong 
Fort belonging to the Venetians, and guarded 
by a conftant Garifon. foftands upon the Lago Lagt # 
di Garda , Lacus Benacm antiently, and is almoft GarJ», 
Unrounded by its Cryftallin Waters. It’s a 
rooft regular Fortification, with five Baftions, 
and high Ramparts, which cover the whole 
Town. 

Difenzjino is a little Town upon the Lake of DiJ <*«*?#. 
Garda alfo. Here they have excellent Fifti, and 
Wine $ that is, rare Carpioni, and MafcateUo , 
which they call Vino Santo. 

From hence after Dinner we arrived betimes 
at Brefcia , another ftrong Town of the Vene- 
tians. We Taw here the Caftle, the Town- 
boufe, neat Churches, the Ramparts and Walls . < 
of the Town 5 the Cryftalline Brooks runnirig 
through the Streets ; and the Shops of the Gun- 
fmiths, efpecially that of Famous La^arino 
ComminazA.0. 

The beft Hiftorians of the Brefcian Affairs, is rhe 
Ottavio Boffin in his Book called Mcmorif Bre- ry. 
feiana. . . * 

From Brefcia I went once to Crma , and Bcr- Crm*. 
gamo, two ftrong Towns of the Venetians, and • , 
both Frontiers to the State of Milan. The firft 
is very ftrflng, and Famous for fine Linnen made \ 
here. The latter js ftrong too, .both by its Ca- bergam. 
ftle, good Walls, and its high Situation upon ' 
an Hill, which gives you a fair profped into the 
Milanefe for twenty or thirty miles. In the 
Church of the Aaguflint lies buried Awbrofius 
, Calepiritu , Author of the excellent; Latin Difti- / 
onary, which Learned Pajferatw hath fet out

From Bergamo 1 went to Milan, on* days jour- 
ney. Another time 1 went from Brefcia to Mi- 
lan by the way of Matfua, and Mirandola. 

Mantua belongs to a * vereign Duke,or Prince, 
of the Houfe of Gonfague. It (lands in the midlt 
of Marfhes, which are nourifhed by the River 
Mincins ; fo that there’s no coming to it bat by 
two long Bridges over the Lake. And yet this 
Town was taken fome Forty Years ago: No 
Town being impregnable where an Afs laden 
with Gold cgn enter ; or where Faction keeps 
one Gate. For about that time the Emperor’s 
Army, by fecret Intelligence, prefenting it felf 
before ic, was let in; and facked the Town. At 
the entrance of the Town Gates, they oblervc 
the Fafhion of many other Towns in Italy, to 
make Travellers leave their Piftois and Cara- 
bins at the Gate where they enter, and not fee 
them again till they meet them at the otherGate 
where they go Out j giving them, for all that, 
a Contrafegno , or little Talley, whereof you keep 
one piece, and the other is tied to your Piftols, 
whereby you may claim and challenge them. 
This was an antient Cuftom in the Romans times, 
as I find' in Valerius Maximus, who faith, it was 
the Practice of thofe of Marfeilles (then a Ro- 
man Colony) Vt bofpitia fua, quema&mdum ad - 
venientibas hnm/tna f 'wit , it a ipjis tutu fint. As for 
Mantua it felf, its well built, and full of good 
Houfes. The Duke’s Palace was heretofore one 
of the richeft of Italy. 1 was told that it had 
feven changes of Hangings for every Room In 
the Houfe * befides a world of rare Pictures, Sta- 
tues, Plate, Ornaments, Cabinets, an Unicorn’s 
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Horn, an Organ of Alablafter 5 fix T ables, each 
three Foot long, the firft all of Emeralds, 
the fecond of Turkey Stone, the third of Hya- 
cinths, the fourth of Saphirs, the fifth of Amber, 
thefixthof Jafper Stone. But the Jmpcrulifts 
{Wept all away. The Origin of the Houle of Tht 
Gonfaguc is from Germany. For a long time they Faml J- 
were only Marquifes of Mantua , till Charles V- 
made them Dukes. The Revenues of this Prince Re*- 
are about Five hundred thoufand Crowns. His V ^- S s ' lnt(rr 
Intereft (as that of the other lelfer Princes of ^ 

Italy ) is to join with the ftronger of the two 
Nations, France or Spain. And he hath been of- 
ten forc’d to put now and then a French Garifon, 
and now then a Spanish Garifon into his ftrong 
Town of Cafal •, one of the.ftrongeft Places I Cafal. m 
faw in all Italy ; having an excellent Cittadel at strength. 
one end of it, a ftrong Caftle at the other, and 
ftrong Ditches, Walls, and Ramparts every 
where. In fine, this Duke can raife about Fif- • 
teen thoufand Foot, and Two thoufand Horle. 

Of Mantua were thefe two Excellent Latin 
Poets, Old PVrgi/, and Modern Baptijla Mantu- 
anus a Carmelite. *

From Mantua we went to MirandoUy being Mirap- 
invited thither by its wonderful Name. It is a dd,a * 
Principality far more ancient than great* and it 
is fo called from three Children born here of a 
great Lady, at ony Birth. The Story, as it is 
pretty, fo it is related by good Authors, and Francifcn* 
therefore I will give it you here, in the erid of 
this my Italian Journey, as a Farewell. And ’cis Aibatuv 
this; Confiamiuj the Emperor, Son of C on flan- 
~ R r 3 tint 
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tine the Great, had a Daughter called Euridis $ 
who being grown up in Years, fell in Love with 
Manfred, a Courtier of her Unkle Canftanttn e t 
an hand fom well-bred young Gentleman. Man - 
' fred was both Courtier enough, and wife enough, # 
to underftand this to be no fmall Honour ; and 
therefore embraced her Affe&ion with a cohre-* 
fponding Flame. In a word, they meet often t 
talk of it \ give mutual Promifes ; make all the 
Money they can, and Jewels, and flee away fe- 
cretly. . They come into Italy, land at Naples * 

' from thence to Ravenna, and at laft pitch upon 
this Country where now Mtrandola ftands. It 
was then a place overfpread with Thickets and 
Under-woods, andTurnifhing fome Pafturage 
r * for Sheep, and Cottages for Shepherds. Here 
then they chufe to live privately, and convetle 
with none but Country Swains, and Shepherds 
Blind Love, whither doft thou hurry Princefles, 

/ to make them prefer Cottages before Courts ? 

At laft, with their Money they buy Land, and 
Manfred grew foon to that Authority among his 
Neighbours, that they chufe him for their 
Head 5 and recur unto him u£on all occafions for 
. his Advice and Protection : In the mean time 
(having folemnly Married tfkridu at his arrival 
in Italy) Ihe brings him forth three Sons at once, 

' f icus , Pius, and Papa^ao \ and Manfred grows 

far more conliderable daily in thefe Parts. At 
laft the EmpevorC onftarttius coming into Italy 
upon his Occafions, and being Complimented 
by all thefeveral Provinces) thereof, this Pro- 
vince, among the reft, chofe Manfred as their 
Ambaflador to the faid Emperor, to carry to him 
the tender of their Refpefts and Homage. Man- 
i ,,; ' V V\ L w 1 ‘ fred, 
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fred accepted of the Employment, and carried 
himfelf fo Gallantly in the Embafly, that the 
Emperor Knighted him, and upon further trial 
of his Worth raifed him to high Favour. Man - . 
fred feeing the Realities of the Emperor,thought 
it now high time to difeover himfelf to him. 
Wherefore calling himfelf one day at the Era* 
peror’s Feet, and begging his Pardon, he dilco- 
► vered himfelf unto him, and told him his whole' 
Story and Adventures. At firft the Emperor 
was a little troubled v, but finding fuch Freedom 
and Gallantry in his Carriage mingled with 
fuch humble Ingenuity in the Confefiion of his 
Fault ; he not only pardpned what was pall, 
but prefently fent for Earidis and her Children 
to come to him, and live at Court with him. 
This done, he makes Manfred Count and Mar- 
quis of a great part of thefe Countries, and gives 
him leave to build Townl and Cattles there . 
And for his Arms gives him the Black Eagle. In 
fine, in Memory of the three Children born fo 
Wonderfully at one Birtn, he commands that 
the chief Town fliould be called Miranda. After 
the Death of Canjlantitss , Manfred and his Lady 
returned with great Riches unto their old 
dwelling Place, and there began to build Mi- 
randa i whichinprocefsof time was called Mi- 
Zdoll This true Story, if it look like a Ro- 
mance, you muft not wonder, feeing Romances 
now a days look like true Stories.
